THY  word  is  a  lamp  unto  my  feet,  and  a  light  unto  my  path.  — 
Ps.  cxix.  105. 

Fur  Moses  of  old  time  hath  in  every  city  them  that  preach  him, 
being  read  in  the  synagogues  every  sabbath-day.  —  Acts  xv.  21. 

And,  as  His  custom  was,  lie  went  into  the  synagogue  on  tho 
sabbath-day,  and  stood  up  for  to  read.  And  there  was  delivered 
unto  Him  the  book  of  the  prophet  Isaias.  —  Luke  iv.  1(5. 

I  charge  you  by  the  Lord,  that  this  epistle  be  read  unto  all  tho 
holy  brethren.  —  1  Thcss.  v.  27. 

And  when  this  epistle  is  read  among  you,  cause  that  it  be  read 
also  in  the  church  of  the  Laodieeans;  and  that  ye  likewise  read  the 
epistle  from  Laodicea.  —  Col.  iv.  10. 

These  were  more  noble  than  those  in  Thessalonica,  in  that  they 
received  the  word  with  all  readiness  of  mind,  and  searched  the  scrip 
tures  daily,  whether  those  things  were  so.  —  ^Ir/.s  xvii.  11. 

All  scripture  is  given  by  inspiration  of  flod,  and  is  profitable  for 
doctrine,  for  reproof,  for  correction,  for  instruction  in  righteousness: 
that  the  man  of  God  may  be  perfect,  thoroughly  furnished  unto  all 
good  works.  —  '2  Tim.  iii.  10,  17. 

"We  have  also  a  more  sure  word  of  prophecy  ;  whereunto  ye  do 
Wc-11  that  ye  take  heed,  as  unto  a  light  that  shineth  in  a  dark  place, 
until  the  day  dawn,  and  the  day-star  arise  in  your  hearts:  knowing 
this  lirst,  that  no  prophecy  of  the  scripture  is  of  any  private  inter 
pretation.  For  the  prophecy  came  not  in  old  time  bv  the  will  of 
man  :  but  holy  men  of  God  spake  as  they  were  moved  by  tin:  Holy 
Ghost.  —2  l\t.  i.  10-21. 

But  these  are  written,  that  ye  might  believe  that  Jesus  is  tho 
Christ,  the  Son  of  God;  and  that  believing  ye  might  have  lifo 
through  His  name.  —  John  xx.  .*>!. 

Blessed  is  he  that  readeth,  and  they  that  hear  the  words  of  thi.s 
prophecy,  and  keep  those  things  which  are  written  therein  :  for  the 
time  is  at  hand.  —  7iVr.  i.  3.

t> -tellers  ;  for  the  perfecting  of  the  saints,  for  the  work  of  the  minis 
try,  for  the  edifying  of  the  body  of  Christ :  till  we  all  come  in  the 
unity  of  the  faith,  and  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Son  of  God,  unto  a 
perfect  man,  unto  the  measure  of  the  stature  of  the  fulness  of  Christ. 
fyh.  iv.  H)-lo. 

1  charge  thec  therefore  before  God,  and  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
who  shall  judge  the  ijuiek  and  the  dead  at  11  is  appearing  and  His 
kingdom;  Preach  the  word;  be  instant  in  season,  out  of  season; 
reprove,  rebuke,  exhort  with  all  long  suffering  and  doctrine. — 
li  Tim.  iv.  1,  '2. 

And  daily  in  the  temple,  and  in  every  house,  they  ceased  not  to 
teach  and  preaeh  Jesus  Christ. — Acts  v.  42. 

How  then  shall  they  call  on  Him  in  whom  they  have  not  be 
lieved  y  and  how  shall  they  believe  in  Him  of  whom  they  have 
not  heard?  and  how  shall  they  hear  without  a  preacher?  and 
how  shall  they  preach,  except  they  be  sent?  as  it  is  written,  How 
beautiful  are  the  feet  of  them  that  preach  the  gospel  of  peace,  and 
bring  glad  tidings  of  good  tilings!  ...  So  then  faith  cometh  by 
hearing,  and  hearing  by  the  word  of  God.  —  Rom.  x.  14,  1"),  17. 

For  after  that  in  the  wisdom  of  God  the  world  by  wisdom  knew 
not  God,  it  pleased  God  by  the  foolishness  of  preaching  to  save  them 
that  believe.  .  Hut.  we  preach  Christ  crucified,  unto  the  Jews  a 

Btumblingblock,  and   unto  the  Greeks  foolishness;  but  unto  them 
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which  arc  called,  both  Jews  and  (J recks,  Christ  the  power  of  God, 
and  the  wisdom  of  God.  —  1  Cor.  i.  21,  23,  24. 

For  the  word  of  God  is  quiek,  and  powerful,  and  sharper  than  any 
twocdged  sword,  piercing  even  to  the  dividing  asunder  of  soul  and 
spirit,  and  of  the  joints  and  marrow,  and  is  a  diseemer  of  the  thoughts 
and  intents  of  the  heart. — lib.  iv.  12. 

But  the  word  of  the  Lord  endureth  for  ever.  And  this  is  the 
word  which  by  the  gospel  is  preached  unto  you.  —  1  Pet.  i.  25.

ASK,  and  it  shall  be  given  you ;  seek,  and  ye  shall  find ;  knock, 
and  it  shall  be  opened  unto  you.

And  in  one  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  only  begotten  Son 
of  <}<><!,  begotten  of  the  Father  before  all  worlds,  God  of 
God,  Light  of  Light,  very  God  of  very  God;  begotten, 
not  made;  of  one  substance  with  the  Father,  by  whom  all 
things  were  made:  who  for  us  men  and  for  our  salvation 
came  down  from  heaven,  and  was  incarnate  by  the  Holy 
Gh<>st  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  and  was  made  man  :  who  was 
also  crucified  lor  us  under  Pontius  Pilate,  and  suffered 
and  was  buried  ;  and  the  third  day  rose  again  according 
to  the  Scriptures;  and  ascended  into  heaven,  and  sitteth 
at  the  right  hand  of  the  Father;  and  shall  come  again 
with  glory  to  judge  the  quick  and  the  dead;  of  whose 
kingdom  there  shall  be  no  end.

WHOSOEVER  will  be  saved,  before  all  tilings  it  is  neces 
sary  that  he  hold  the  Catholic  faith. 

Which  faith  except  every  one  do  keep  whole  and  undc- 
filed,  without  doubt  lie  shall  perish  everlastingly. 

And  the  Catholic  faith  is  this:  that  we  worship  one  God 
in  Trinity,  and  Trinity  in  Unity; 

Xcither  confounding  the  persons,  nor  dividing  the  sub 
stance. 

For  there  is  one  person  of  the  Father,  another  of  the 
Son,  and  another  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

J>ut  the  Godhead  of  the  Father,  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  is  all  one;  the  glory  equal,  the  majesty  co- 
cternal. 

Such  as  the  Father  is,  such  is  the  Son,  and  such  is  the 
Holy  Ghost. 

The  Father  uncreated,  the  Son  uncreated,  and  the  Holy 
Ghost  uncreated. 

The  Father  unlimited,  the  Son  unlimited,  and  the  Holy 
Ghost  unlimited. 

The  Father  eternal,  the  Son  eternal,  and  the  Holy  Ghost 
eternal. 

And  yet  not  three  eternal,  but  one  eternal. 

As  also,  not  three  uncreated,  nor  three  unlimited  ;  but 
one  uncreated,  and  one  unlimited. 

So  likewise  the  Father  is  almighty,  the  Son  almighty, 
and  the  Holy  Ghost  almighty. 

And  yet  not  three  almighty,  but  one  almighty. 

So  the  Father  is  God,  the  Son  is  God,  and  the  Holy 
Ghost  is  God. 

And  yet  nut  three  Gods,  but  one  God.

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So  likewise  the  Father  is  Lord,  the  Son  Lord,  and  the 
Holy  Ghost  Lord. 

And  yet  not  three  Lords,  but  one  Lord. 

For  like  as  we  are  compelled  by  the  Christian  verity, 
to  acknowledge  each  person  by  himself  to  be  God  and 
Lord; 

So  are  we  forbidden  by  the  Catholic  Religion  to  say: 
Thciv  be  three  Gods,  or  three  Lords. 

The  Father  is  made  of  none,  neither  created,  nor  be 
gotten. 

The  Son  is  of  the  Father  alone,  not  made,  nor  created, 
but  begotten. 

Tin1  Holy  ( Jliost  is  of  tin1  Father  and  of  the  Son,  neither 
made,  nor  created,  nor  begotten,  but  proceeding. 

So  there  is  one  Father,  not  three  Fathers  ;  one  Son,  not 
three  Sons;  one  Holy  Ghost,  not  three  Holy  Ghosts. 

And  in  this  Trinity  there  is  no  before,  nor  after;  no 
greater.  n<>r  less. 

Hut  the  whole  three  persons  are  co-eternal,  and  co- 
eqnal. 

So  that  in  all  things,  as  already  said:  the  Unity  in 
Trinity,  and  the  Trinity  in  Unity,  is  to  be  worshipped. 

He  therefore  that  will  be  saved  must  thus  think  of  the 
Trinity. 

Furthermore,  it  is  necessary  to  everlasting  salvation, 
that  we  also  believe  truly  the  Incarnation  of  our  Lord 
.Jesus  Christ. 

For  the  right  faith  is,  that  we  believe  and  confess,  that 
our  Lord  .Jesus  Christ,  the  Son  of  God,  is  God  and  man. 

G«»d,  of  the  substance  of  the  Father,  begotten  before 
the  worlds;  and  man,  of  the  substance  of  his  mother,  born 
in  the  world  ; 

IVrfcet  God,  and  perfect  man,  of  a  reasonable  soul  and 
human  llesh  suWistinLT ; 

Filial  to  the  Father,  according  to  His  Godhead,  and  in 
ferior  to  the  Father,  according  to  His  manhood. 

Who  although  He  be  God  and  man,  yet  He  is  not  two, 
Lut  one  Christ ; 
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One,  not  by  conversion  of  the  (Jodhead  into  flesh,  hut 
by  assumption  of  the  manhood  into  (iod  ; 

One  altogether,  not  by  confusion  of  substance,  but  by 
unitv  of  person. 

For  as  the  reasonable  soul  and  flesh  is  one  man  ;  so  (Jod 
and  man  is  one  Christ  ; 

Who  siillcrcd  for  our  salvation,  descended  into  Hades, 
rose  again  the  third  dav  from  the  dead. 

lie  ascended  into  heaven,  He  sittcth  at  the  right  hand 
of  <Jod  tin1  Father  Almighty,  from  thence  He  shall  come 
to  judge  the  (prick  and  the  dead. 

At  whose  coming  all  men  shall  rise  airain  with  their 
bodies,  and  shall  give  account  for  their  own  works. 

And  thev  that  have  done  good  shall  go  into  life  ever 
lasting,  and  they  that  have  done  evil,  into  everlasting 
lire. 

This  is  the  Catholic  faith,  which  except  a  man  believe 
truly  and  firmly,  lie  cannot  be  saved.

The  next  day 
John  seetli  Jesus  coming  unto  him,  and  saith,  Behold  the  Lamb 
of  God,  which  taketh  away  the  sin  of  the  world  !  This  is  lie  of 
whom  I  said,  After  me  cometh  a  man  which  is  preferred  before  me; 
for  he  was  before  me.  And  I  knew  him  not:  but  that  he  should  be 
made  manifest  to  Israel,  therefore  am  I  come  baptizing  with  water. 
And  John  bare  record,  saying,  I  saw  the  Spirit  descending  from 
heaven  like  a  dove,  and  it  abode  upon  him.  And  I  knew  him  not : 
but  he  that  sent  me  to  baptize  with  water,  the  same  said  unto  me, 
\  poii  whom  th<m  shalt  see  the  Spirit  descending,  and  remaining  on 
him,  the  same  is  he  which  bapti/eth  with  the  JJoly  Ghost.

But  as  many  as  received  him,  to  them  gave  he  power  to  be 
come  the  sons  of  God,  even  to  them  that  believe  on  his  name:  which 
were  born,  not  of  blood,  nor  of  the  will  of  the  flesh,  nor  of  the  will 
of  man,  but  of  God.  And  the  Word  was  made  flesh,  and  dwelt 
amoiiir  us,  and  we  beheld  his  <_rlory,  the  glory  as  of  the  only  begotten 
of  the  Father,  full  of  grace  and  truth.

And  of  the 
angels  he  saith,  Who  maketh  his  angels  spirits,  and  his  ministers  a 
flame  of  fire.  But  unto  the  Son  he  saith,  Thy  throne,  O  Gud,  is 
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fir  ever  and  ever:  a  sceptre  of  righteousness  is  the  sceptre  of  thy 
kinirdom.  Thou  hast  loved  righteousness,  and  hated  iniquity j 
therefore  (Jod,  even  thy  (iod,  liath  anointed  thee  with  the  oil  of 
gladness  above  thy  fellows.  And,  Thou,  Lord,  in  the  beginning 
hast  laid  the  foundation  of  the  earth  :  and  the  heavens  are  the 
works  of  thy  hands.  They  shall  perish,  but  thou  remainest :  and 
they  all  shall  wax  old  as  doth  a  garment ;  and  as  a  vesture  shalt 
thou  fold  them  up,  and  they  shall  be  changed  :  but  thou  art  the 
same,  and  thy  years  shall  not  fail.

If  we  confess  our 
sins,  he  is  faithful  and  just  to  foruive  us  our  sins,  und  to  cleanse  us 
from  all  unrighteousness.  If  we  say  that  we  have  wot  siuucd,  we 
make  him  a  liar,  and  his  word  is  not  in  us.

THE  GOSPEL,  St.  Mitt,  ii.  L'J-18. 

And  when  they  were  departed,  behold,  the  angel  of  the  Lord  ap 
peared  to  Joseph  in  :i  dream,  saying,  Arise,  and  take  the  young 
child  and  his  mother,  and  flee  into  Egypt,  and  he  thuu  there  until 
I  bring  thee  word  :  for  Herod  will  seek  the  young  child  to  destroy 
him.  When  he  arose,  he  took  the  young  child  and  his  mother  by 
night,  and  departed  into  Egypt;  and  was  there  until  the  death  of 
Herod  :  that  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  of  the  Lord  by 
the  prophet,  saying,  Out  of  Kgypt  have  I  called  my  son.

And  I  looked,  and,  lo,  a  La  ml)  stood  on  the  mount  Zion,and  with 
him  a  hundred  forty  and  four  thousand,  having  his  Father's  name 
written  in  their  foreheads.  And  I  heard  a  voice  from  heaven,  as 
the  voice  of  many  waters,  and  as  the  voice  of  a  great  thunder  :  and

Now  the  l)irtli  of  Jesus  Christ  was  on  this  wise  :  When  as  his 
mother  Man  wa<  espoused  to  .Joseph,  before  they  came  together, 
she  was  found  with  child  of  the  IIolv  (Ihost.  Then  Joseph  her  hus 
band,  beiri'_r  a  just  man,  ami  not  willing  to  make  her  a  public  ex 
ample,  was  minded  to  put  her  away  privily.  But  while  lie  thought 
on  these  things,  belmld,  the  angel  of  the  Lord  appeared  unto  him  in 
a  dream,  saying.  Joseph,  thou  son  of  David,  fear  not  to  take  unto 
thee  Mary  thy  wife:  lor  that  whieh  is  conceived  in  her  is  of  the 
II"Iy  <;ii<»>t.  And  she  shall  brine:  forth  a  son,  and  thou  shalt  call 
his  name  .iK.srs  :  for  he  shall  save  his  people  from  their  sins.  Now 
all  this  was  done,  that  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  of  the 
Lord  by  the  prophet,  saying,  l>ehold,  a  virgin  shall  be  with  child, 
and  shall  bring  forth  a  son,  ;md  they  shall  call  his  name  Emmanuel, 
which  being  interpreted,  is,  (\a<\  with  us.  Then  Joseph  being 
raised  from  sleep  did  as  the  angel  of  the  Lord  had  bidden  him,  and 
took  unto  him  his  wife  :  and  knew  her  not  till  she  had  brought 
fe-tli  her  first  born  son  :  and  he  called  his  name  JESUS. 

THE  EPISTLE,  Gnl.  iv.  1-7. 

Xow  1  say,  That  the  heir,  as  long  as  he  is  a  child,  differeth   no- 
thin-  from  a  servant,  though  lie  be  l,,rd  Of  all;   but  is  under  tutors 
veniur«  until  the  time  appointed  of  the  father.      Even  so  we, 
when  we  were  ehildren,  were  in  bonda-e  under  the  elements  of  the 
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world  :  but  when  the  fulness  of  the  time  was  conic,  God  sent  forth 
his  Sun,  made  of  a  woman,  made  under  the  law,  to  redeem  them 
that  were  under  the  law,  that  we  mi^ht  receive  the  adoption  of  sons. 
And  because  ye  are  sons,  Clod  hath  sent  forth  the  Spirit  of  his  Son 
into  vour  hearts,  crying,  Abba,  Father.  \Yhercfore  thou  art  no 
more  a  servant,  but  a  sun  ;  and  if  a  son,  then  an  heir  of  (Jod  through 
Christ.

For  this  cause  I  Paul,  the  prisoner  of  Jesus  Christ  for  you  Gen 
tiles,  if  ye  have  heard  of  the  dispensation  of  the  grace  of  (iod 
which  i.s  given  me  to  you-ward  :  how  that  by  revelation  he  made 
known  unto  me  the  mystery;  as  I  wrote  afore  in  few  words; 
whereby,  when  ye  read,  ye  may  understand  my  knowledge  in  the 
mystery  of  Christ,  which  in  other  ages  was  not  made  known  unto 
the  sons  of  men,  as  it  is  now  revealed  unto  his  holy  apostles  and 
prophets  by  the  Spirit;  that  the  Gentiles  should  be  fellow  heirs, 
and  of  the  same  body,  and  partakers  of  his  promise  in  Christ  by  the 
gospel  :  whereof  I  was  made  a  minister,  according  to  the  gift  of  tho 
grace  of  God  given  unto  me  by  the  effectual  working  of  his  power.

And  they  bare  it.  When  the  ruler  of  the  feast  had  tasted  tho  water 
5  l> 
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that  was  made  win«»,  and  know  n.it  whence  it  was,  (hut  the  servants 
which  drew  the  water  kiu-wj  the  governor  of  the  feast  called  the 
bridegroom,  and  saith  unto  him,  Kvcry  man  at  the  beginning  doth 
set  forth  <_r«i<;d  wine;  and  when  men  have  well  drunk,  then  that 
which  is  worse:  hut  thou  hast  kept  the  good  wine  until  now.  This 
beginning  of  miracles  did  Jesus  in  ('ana  of  Galilee,  and  manifested 
forth  his  glory ;  and  his  disciples  believed  on  him.

Having  then  gifts  differing  according  to  the  grace  that  is  given 
to  us,  whether  prophecy,  let  us  prophesy  according  to  the  proportion 
of  faith;  or  ministry,  let  us  wait  on  our  ministering:  or  he  that 
teacheth,  on  teaching;  <>r  he  that  exhorteth,  on  exhortation:  he 
that  L'ivi-th,  let  him  do  it  with  simplicity;  he  that  ruleth,  with  dili 
gence;  he  that  sheweth  mercy,  with  cheerfulness.

Wilt  thou 
then  not  be  afraid  of  the  power?  do  that  which  is  good,  and  tl'ou 
shall  have  praise  of  the  same  :  for  he  is  the  minister  of  God  to  thee 
for  good.  ]5ut  if  thou  do  that  which  is  evil,  be  afraid;  for  he  bear- 
eth  not  the  sword  in  vain  :  for  he  is  the  minister  of  God,  a  revenger 
to  execute  wrath  upon  him  that  doeth  evil.  Wherefore  ye  must 
needs  be  subject,  not  only  for  wrath,  but  also  for  conscience'  sake. 
For,  for  this  cause  pay  ye  tribute  also  :  for  they  are  God's  minis 
ters,  attending  continually  upon  this  very  thing,  .Render  therefore 
to  all  their  diu?s  ;  tribute  to  whom  tribute  is  due;  custom  to  whom 
custom  ;  fear  to  whom  fear  ;  honour  to  whom  honour. 

THE  COLLECT. 

O  GOD,  who  hast  founded  the  earth  upon  the  seas,  and 
established  it  upon  the  Hoods,  and  whose  word  is  forever 
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settled  in  heaven  ;  grant  unto  us  grace,  we  beseech  Thee, 
to  look  beyond  the  things  which  are  seen  and  temporal 
to  the-  things  whk-h  are  not  seen  and  eternal;  that  walk 
ing  by  faith  more  than  by  sight,  we  may  not  be  unduly 
moved  by  any  occasions  in  this  world,  but  be  able  to  en 
dure  unto  the  end  in  the  way  of  life:  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord,  who  is  the  same  yesterday,  and  to-day, 
and  forever.

Another  parable  put  he  fortli  unto  them,  saying,  The  kingdom 
of  heaven  is  likened  unto  a  man  which  sowed  good  .seed  in  his  field: 
but  while  men  slept,  his  enemy  came  and  sowed  tares  among  the 
wheat,  and  went  his  way.  Jiut  when  the  blade  was  sprung  up,  and 
brought  forth  fruit,  then  appeared  the  tares  also.  So  the  servants 
of  the  householder  came  and  said  unto  him,  Sir,  didst  not  thou  sow 
good  seed  in  thy  field?  from  whence  then  hath  it  tares?  He  said 
unto  them,  An  enemy  hath  done  this.  The  servants  said  unto  him, 
AYilt  thou  then  that  we  go  and  gather  them  up?

Little  children,  let 
no  man  deceive  y<>u  :  hi'  that  doeth  righteousness  is  righteous,  even 
as  he  is  righteous:  He  that  committeth  sin  is  of  the  devil;  for 
the  devil  sinneth  from  the  beginning.  For  this  purpose  the  Son  of 
(Jod  was  manifested,  that  In-  might  destroy  the  works  of  the  devil. 
"Whosoever  is  born  of  (lod  doth  not  commit  sin;  for  his  seed  re- 
maineth  in  him  :  and  lie  cannot  sin,  because  he  is  born  of  (lod.  In 
this  the  children  of  (lod  are  manifest,  and  the  children  of  the  devil: 
whosoever  doeth  not  righteousness  is  not  of  (lod,  neither  he  that 
loveth  not  his  brother. 

THE  COLLECT.

For  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  a  man  that  is  a  house 
holder,  which  went  out  early  in  the  morning  to  hire  labourers  into 
his  vineyard.  And  when  IK;  had  agreed  with  the  labourers  for  a. 
penny  a  day,  he  sent  them  into  his  vineyard.  And  he  went  out 
about  the  third  hour,  and  saw  others  standing  idle  in  the  market 
place,  and  said  unto  them  ;  (Jo  ye  also  into  the  vineyard,  and  what- 
soever  is  right,  I  will  give  you.  And  they  went  their  way.  Again 
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lie  went  out  about  the  sixth  and  ninth  hour,  and  did  likewise.  And 
about  the  clove-nth  hour  he  wont  out,  and  found  others  standing 
idlo,  and  saith  unto  them,  Why  stand  ye  here  all  the  day  idle  ? 
Thoy  say  unto  him,  Ik-cause  no  man  hath  hired  us.  lie  saith  unto 
them,  Go  ye  also  into  the  vineyard  ;  and  whatsoever  is  riirht,  that 
shall  ye  receive.  So  when  even  was  come,  the  lord  of  the  vineyard 
saith  unto  his  steward,  Call  the  labourers,  and  jrivc  them  their  hire, 
be^innint:  from  the  last  unto  the  first.  And  when  they  came  that 
wore  hired  about  the  eleventh  hour,  they  received  every  man  a 
penny.  Hut  when  the  first  came,  they  supposed  that  they  should 
have  received  more  ;  and  they  likewise  received  every  man  a  penny. 
And  when  they  had  received  it,  they  murmured  against  the  <rood 
man  of  the  house,  saying1,  These  last  have  wrought  but  one  hour, 
and  thou  hast  made  them  equal  unto  us,  which  have  borne  the  bur 
den  and  heat  of  the  day.  l>ut  he  answered  one  of  them,  and  said, 
Friend,  1  do  thee  no  wnniir  :  didst  not  thou  auree  with  me  for  a 
penny?  Take  that  thine  is,  and  <ro  thy  way:  I  will  j^ive  unto  this 
last  even  as  unto  thee.  Is  it  not  lawful  for  me  to  do  what  I  will 
with  mine  own  ?  Is  thine  eye  evil  because  1  am  jrood  ?  So  the 
last  shall  be  first,  and  the  first  last:  for  many  be  called,  but  few 
chosen. 

THE  EPISTLE,  1  Cor.  ix.  24  —  x.  5. 

Know  ye  n..t,  that  they  which  run  in  a  race,  run  all,  but  one  re- 
ceivoth  the  prize?  So  run,  that  ye  may  obtain.  And  every  man 
that  striveth  for  the  mastery  is  temperate  in  all  things.  Now  they 
do  it  to  obtain  a  corruptible  crown;  but  we  an  incorruptible.  I 
therefore  so  run,  not  as  uncertainly;  so  fi^ht  I,  not  as  one  that  beat- 
eth  the  air:  but  I  keep  under  my  body,  and  brinir  it  into  subjection: 
lot  that  by  any  means  when  1  have  preached  to  others,  I  myself 
should  be  a  cast-away.  Moreover,  brethren,  I  would  not  that  yo 
should  be  ignorant  how  that  all  our  fathers  were  under  the  cloud, 
and  all  passed  thnnivjh  the  sea;  and  were  all  bapti/ed  unto  Moses 
in  the  cloud  and  in  the  sea  ;  and  did  all  eat  the  same  spiritual  meat; 
and  did  all  drink  the  same  spiritual  drink  :  (for  they  drank  of  that 
spiritual  Ro<  k  that  followed  tlu-m  :  and  that  liock  was  Christ.)  But 
with  many  of  them  (Joel  wa.s  nut  well  pleased  :  for  they  were  over 
thrown  in  the  wilderness.

TliK  (iosi'KL,  tit.  Lnl-> •  viii.  4-15. 

And  wlion  much  people  were  gathered  together,  and  wore  como 
to  him  out  of  every  city,  he  spake  by  a  parable  :  A  sower  went  out 
to  sow  his  seed  :  and  a.s  In;  sowed,  some  fell  by  the  wayside;  and  it 
was  trodden  down,  and  the  fowls  of  the  air  devoured  it.  And  some 
fell  upon  a  rock  ;  and  as  soon  as  it  was  sprung  up,  it  withered  awav, 
because  it  lacked  moisture.  And  some  fell  among  thorns;  and  the 
thorns  sprang  up  with  it,  and  choked  it.  And  other  fell  on  <rood 
ground,  and  sprang  up,  and  bare  fruit  an  hundredfold.  And  when 
he  had  said  these  things,  he  cried,  He  that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let 
him  hear.  And  his  disciples  asked  him,  saying,  What  mi'_rht  this 
parable  be?  And  he  said,  I'nto  you  it  is  given  to  know  the  myste 
ries  of  the  kingdom  of  (Jod:  but  to  others  in  parables;  that  seeing 
they  might  not  see,  and  hearing  they  might  not  understand.  Now 
the  parable  is  this:  The  seed  is  the  word  of  God.  Those  by  the 
wayside  are  they  that  hear;  then  cometh  the  devil,  and  taketh  away 
the  word  out  of  their  hearts,  ler-t  they  should  believe  and  be  saved. 
They  on  the  rock  are  they,  which,  when  they  hear,  receive  the  word 
with  joy  ;  and  these  have  no  rout,  which  fur  a  while  believe,  and 
in  time  of  temptation  i';ill  away.  And  that  which  fell  among  thorns 
are  they,  which,  when  they  have  heard,  go  forth,  and  are  choked  with 
cares  and  riches  and  pleasures  of  this  life,  and  bring  no  fruit  to  per 
fection.  ]Jut  that  on  the  good  ground  are  they,  which  in  an  honest 
and  good  heart,  having  heard  the  word,  keep  it,  and  bring  forth  fruit 
with  patience. 

THK  El'isTLK,  2  Cor.  xi.  19 — xii.  0. 

For  ye  suffer  fools  gladly,  seeing  ye  yourselves  are  wise.  For  ye 
suffer,  if  a  man  bring  you  into  bondage,  if  a  man  devour  you,  if  a 
man  take  of  you,  if  a  man  exalt  himself,  if  a  man  smite  you  on  tho 
face.  I  speak  as  concerning  reproach,  as  though  we  had  been  weak. 
Howbcit,  whereinsoever  any  is  bold,  (I  sj>eak  foolishly)  I  am  bold 
also.  Are  they  Hebrews':'  so  am  1.  Are  they  Israelites!''  so  am  I. 
Arc  they  the  seed  of  Abraham'/  so  am  1.  Are  they  ministers  of 
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Christ?  (I  speak  as  a  fool)  I  am  more;  in  labours  more  abun 
dant,  in  stripes  above  measure,  in  prisons  more  frequent,  in  deaths 
oft.  Of  the  Jews  five  times  received  I  forty  .stripes  save  one.  Thrice 
was  I  beaten  with  rods,  once  was  I  stoned,  thrice  I  suffered  ship 
wreck,  a  night  and  a  day  I  have  been  in  the  deep  ;  in  journeying 
often,  in  perils  of  waters,  in  perils  of  robbers,  in  perils  by  mine  own 
countrymen,  in  perils  by  the  heathen,  in  perils  in  the  city,  in  perils 
in  the  wilderness,  in  perils  in  the  sea,  in  perils  among  false  breth 
ren  ;  in  weariness  and  painfulness,  in  watehings  often,  in  hunger 
and  thirst,  in  fastings  often,  in  cold  and  nakedness.  Besides  those 
things  that  are  without,  that  which  cometh  upon  me  daily,  the  care 
of  all  the  churches.  Who  is  weak,  and  I  am  not  weak  ?  who  is 
offended,  and  I  burn  not?  If  I  must  needs  glory,  I  will  glory  of 
the  things  which  concern  mine  infirmities.  The  God  and  Father 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  which  is  blessed  for  evermore,  knoweth 
that  T  lie  not.  Tn  Damascus  the  governor  under  Aretas  the  king 
kept  the  city  of  the  Damascenes  with  a  garrison,  desirous  to  appre 
hend  me;  and  through  a  window  in  a  basket  was  I  let  down  by  the 
wall,  and  escaped  his  hands.  It  is  not  expedient  for  me  doubtless 
to  glory.  I  will  come  to  visions  and  revelations  of  the  Lord.  I  knew 
a  man  in  Christ  above  fourteen  years  airo,  (whether  in  the  body,  I 
cannot  tell;  or  whether  out  of  the  body,  I  cannot  tell:  God  know 
eth  ;)  such  *fl  one  eaught  up  to  the  third  heaven.  And  I  knew  such 
a  man,  (whether  in  the  body,  or  out  of  the  body,  I  cannot  tell  :  God 
knoweth  ;  )  how  that  he  was  caught  up  into  paradise,  and  heard  un 
speakable  words,  which  it  is  not  lawful  for  a  man  to  utter.  Of  such 
an  one  will  I  irlory  :  yet  of  myself  T  will  not  glory,  but  in  mine  infir 
mities.  For  though  I  would  desire  to  glory,  T  shall  not  be  a  fool; 
for  1  will  say  the  truth  :  but  now  I  forbear,  lest  any  man  should 
think  of  me  above  that  which  he  seeth  me  to  be,  or  that  he  heareth 
of  me.  And  lest  T  should  be  exalted  above  measure  through  tho 
abundance  of  the  revelations,  there  was  [riven  to  me  a  thorn  in  the 
ftVsh,  the  messenger  of  Satan  to  buffet  me,  lest  T  should  be  exalted 
•e  measure.  Fur  this  thinir  T  besought  the  Lord  thrice,  that  it 
might  depart  from  me.  And  he  said  unto  me,  My  grace  is  suffi 
cient  for  thee  :  for  my  strength  is  made  perfect  in  weakness.  Most 
gladly  then-fore  will  I  rather  glory  in  mine  infirmities,  that  the 
power  of  Christ  may  rest  upon  me.

Then  he  took  unto  him  the  twelve,  and  said  unto  them,  Behold, 
We  go  up  to  Jerusalem,  and  all  things  that  are  written  by  the  pro 
phets  concerning  the  Son  of  man  shall  be  accomplished.  For  ho 
shall  be  delivered  unto  the  Gentiles,  and  shall  be  mocked,  and  spite 
fully  entreated,  and  spitted  on  :  and  they  shall  scourge  him,  and 
put  him  to  death  ;  and  the  third  day  he  shall  rise  again.

And  they  told  him,  that  Jesus  of  Na/areth 
passeth  by.  And  he  cried,  saying,  Jesus,  thou  Son  of  David,  have 
mercy  on  me.  And  they  which  wont  before  rebuked  him,  that  he 
should  hold  his  peace  :  but  he  cried  so  much  the  more,  Thou  Son 
of  David,  have  mercy  on  me.  And  Jesus  stood,  and  commanded 
him  to  be  brought  unto  him  :  and  when  he  was  come  near,  he  asked 
him,  saying,  What  wilt  thou  that  I  shall  do  unto  thee  ?  And  he 
said,  Lord,  that  I  may  receive  my  sight.  And  Jesus  said  unto  him, 
Receive  thy  sight :  thy  faith  hath  saved  thce.  And  immediately  he 
received  his  sight,  and  followed  him,  glorifying  God  :  and  all  the 
people,  when  they  saw  it,  gave  praise  unto  God. 

TIIK   KIMSTI.K,  I  Cor.  xiii.  1-13. 

Though  I  speak  with  the  tongues  of  men  and  of  angels,  and  have 
not  charity,  I  am  become  as  sounding  brass,  or  a  tinkling  cymbal. 
And  though  I  have  the  gift  of  prophecy,  and  understand  all  myste 
ries,  and  all  knowledge;  and  though  I  have  all  faith,  so  that  I  could 
remove  mountains,  and  have  not  charity,  I  am  nothing.  And  though 
1  bestow  all  my  goods  to  feed  the  poor,  and  though  1  give  my  body 
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to  be  burned,  and  have  not  charity,  it  profiteth  me  nothing.  Charity 
sufiereth  long,  and  i.s  kind  ;  charity  envieth  not  ;  charity  vauntetli 
not  itself,  i.s  not  puffed  up,  doth  not  behave  itself  unseemly,  seek- 
eth  not  her  own,  is  not  easily  provoked,  thinketh  no  evil;  rejoiccth 
not  in  iniquity,  but  rejoiceth  in  the  truth;  beareth  all  things,  be- 
lieveth  all  things,  hopeth  all  things,  endureth  all  things.  Charity 
never  failcth  :  but  whether  there  be  prophecies,  they  shall  fail; 
•whether  there  be  tongues,  they  shall  cease ;  whether  there  be  know 
ledge,  it  shall  vanish  away.  For  we  know  in  part,  and  we  prophesy 
in  part.  But  when  that  which  is  perfect  is  come,  then  that  which 
i.s  in  part  shall  be  done  away.  When  I  was  a  child,  I  spake  as  a 
child,  I  understood  as  a  child,  I  thought  as  a  child  :  but  when  I 
became  a  man,  I  put  away  childish  things.  For  now  we  see  through 
a  glass,  darkly ;  but  then  face  to  face  :  now  I  know  in  part ;  but 
then  shall  I  know  even  as  also  I  am  known.  And  now  abideth 
faith,  hope,  charity,  these  three;  but  the  greatest  of  these  is  charity. 

THE  COLLECT. 

O  LORD,  who  hast  taught  us  that  all  our  doings  with 
out  charity  arc  nothing  worth  ;  send  Thy  Holy  Ghost, 
and  pour  into  our  hearts  that  most  excellent  gift  of  cha 
rity,  the  very  hond  of  perfoctncss,  and  of  all  virtues  ;  with 
out  which,  whosoever  liveth  is  counted  dead  before  Thee.

Moreover  when  yc  fast,  be  not,  as  the  hypocrites,  of  a  sad  coun 
tenance  :  for  they  di>figure  their  faces,  that  they  may  appear  unto 
men  to  fast.  Verily  1  say  unto  you,  they  have  their  reward.  But 
thou,  when  thou  fastest,  anoint  thine  head,  and  wash  thy  face ;  that 
thou  appear  not  unto  men  to  fast,  but  unto  thy  Father  which  is  in 
secret :  and  thy  Father  which  seeth  in  secret  shall  reward  thce 
openly,  hay  not  up  for  yourselves  treasures  upon  earth,  where 
moth  and  rust  doth  corrupt,  and  where  thieves  break  through  and 
Ktoul :  but  lay  up  for  yourselves  treasures  in  hcavcn;  where  neither 
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moth  nor  rust  doth  corrupt.  and  wh«-re  thieves  do  not  broak  through 
nor  steal,  tor  where,  your  treasure  is,  there  will  your  heart  be  also.

Therefore  also  now,  saith  the  Lord,  turn  ye  even  to  me  with  all  your 
heart,  and  with  fasting,  and  with  weeping,  and  with  mourning:  and 
rend  your  heart,  and  not  your  garments,  and  turn. unto  the  Lord  your 
(!od  :  tor  lie  is  gracious  and  merciful,  slow  to  anger,  and  of  great  kind 
ness,  and  ropentcth  him  of  tlie  evil.  Who  knoweth  it  he  will  return 
and  repent,  and  leave  a  blessing  behind  him  ;  even  a  meat  offering 
and  a  drink  offering  unto  the  Lord  yourdod?  Blow  the  trumpet  in

them  say,  Spare  thy  people,  O  Lord,  and  give  not  thine  heritage  to 
reproach,  that  the  heathen  should  rule  over  them  :  wherefore  should 
they  say  among  the  people,  Where  is  their  God  ?  Then  will  the 
Lord  be  jealous  for  his  land,  and  pity  hi.s  people.

He  easteth  out  devils  through 
JJeel/ehub  the  chief  of  the  devils.  And  others,  tempting  him,  sought 
of  him  a  sign  from  heaven.  ]>ut  he,  knowing  their  thoughts,  said 
unto  thrm,  Kverv  kingdom  divided  against  itself  is  brought  to  deso 
lation  ;  and  a  house  divided  against  a  house*  falleth.  If  Satan  also 
be  divided  against  himself,  how  shall  his  kingdom  stand?  because 
ye  say  that  I  east  out  devils  through  Beelzebub.  And  if  I  by  Ueel- 
y.ebub  east  out  devils,  by  whom  do  your  sons  cast  them  out?  there 
in  iv  >hall  they  !*•  your  judges.  ]>ut  if  1  with  the  tinker  of  (Jod  east 
out  di.'vils.  no  doubt  the  kingdom  of  (}<>d  is  come  upon  you.  "When 
a  strong  man  armed  keepeth  his  palace,  his  goods  are  in  peace:  but 
when  a  stronger  than  lie  shall  come  upon  him,  and  overcome  him, 
lie  taketh  from  him  all  his  armour  wherein  he  trusted,  and  dividetb 
his  spoils.

Hut  he  said,  Yt.a,  rather,  blessed  arc 
they  that  hear  the  word  of  (jod,  and  keep  it.

Be  ye  therefore  followers  of  God,  ns  dear  children  ;  and  walk  in 
love,  as  Christ  also  hnth  loved  us,  and  hath  given  himself  for  us  an 
offering  and  a  sacrifice  to  God  for  a  Bwcetsmclling  savour.

0  *  E 
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unto  him,  There  is  a  lad  here,  which  hath  five  barley  loaves  and 
two  small  fishes  :  but  what  arc  they  among  so  many  ?  And  Jesus 
paid,  Make  the  men  sit  down.  Now  there  was  much  grass  in  the 
place.  So  the  men  set  down,  in  number  about  five  thousand.  And 
Jesus  took  the  loaves ;  and  when  he  had  given  thanks,  he  distri 
buted  to  the  disciples,  and  the  disciples  to  them  that  were  set  down; 
and  likewise  of  the  fishes  as  much  as  they  would.  When  they  were 
filled,  he  said  unto  his  disciples,  (lather  up  the  fragments  that  re 
main,  that  nothing  be  lost.  Therefore  they  gathered  them  together, 
and  filled  twelve  baskets  with  the  fragments  of  the  five  barley  loaves, 
which  remained  over  and  above  unto  them  that  had  eaten.  Then 
those  men,  when  they  had  seen  the  miracle  that  Jesus  did,  said, 
This  is  of  a  truth  that  Prophet  that  should  come  into  the  world. 

THE  EPISTLE,  Gal  iv.  21-31. 

Tell  me,  yc  that  desire  to  be  under  the  law,  do  ye  not  hear  the 
law?  For  it  is  written,  that  Abraham  had  two  sons,  the  one  by  a 
bondmaid,  the  other  by  a  free  woman.  But  he  who  was  of  the 
bondwoman  was  born  after  the  flesh;  but  he  of  the  free  woman  was 
bv  promise.  Which  things  are  an  allegory:  for  these  arc  the  two 
covenants  ;  the  one  from  the  mount  Sinai,  which  gendereth  to  bond 
age,  which  is  Airar.  For  this  Agar  is  mount  Sinai  in  Arabia,  and 
an>wer<'th  to  Jerusalem  which  now  is,  and  is  in  bondage  with  her 
children.  Hut  .Jerusalem  which  is  above  is  free,  which  is  the  mo 
ther  of  us  all.  For  it  is  written,  Kejoice,  thou  barren  that  bearest 
not;  break  forth  and  cry,  thou  that  travailest  not:  for  the  desolate 
hath  many  more  children  than  she  which  hath  a  husband.  Now 
we,  brethren,  as  Isaac  was,  arc  the  children  of  promise.  But  as 
then  he  that  was  born  after  the  flesh  persecuted  him  that  was  born 
after  the  Spirit,  even  so  it  is  now.  Nevertheless  what  saith  the 
Scripture?  Cast  out  the  bondwoman  and  her  son  :  for  the  son  of  the 
bondwoman  shall  not  be  heir  with  the  son  of  the  free  woman.  So 
then,  brethren,  we  are  not  children  of  the  bondwoman,  but  of  the  free.

And  if  I  say  the  trutli, 
wliy  do  ye  uot  believe  me?  lie  that  is  of  (jod  lieareth  (Jod'.s 
words  :  ye  therefore  hear  them  not,  because  ye  are  not  of  (jod.  Then 
answered  the  Jews,  and  said  unto  him,  Say  we  not  well  that  thoii 
art  a  Samaritan,  and  hast  a  devil  ?  .Jesus  answered,  1  have  not  a 
devil;  but  I  honour  my  Father,  and  ye  do  dishonour  me.  And  I 
seek  not  mine  own  glory  :  there  is  one  that  seeketh  and  judgeth.

Abraham  is  dead,  and  the  prophets;  and  thoii 
sayest,  If  a  man  keep  my  sayinir,  he  shall  never  taste  of  death.  Art 
thou  greater  than  our  father  Abraham,  which  is  dead?  and  the  pro 
phets  are  dead:  whom  makest  thou  thyself?  Jesus  answered,  If  I 
honour  myself,  my  honour  is  nothing  :  it  is  my  Father  that  honour- 
eth  me;  of  whom  ye  say,  that  he  is  your  (iod:  yet  ye  have  not 
known  him  ;  but  I  know  him  :  and  if  I  should  say,  I  know  him  not, 
I  shall  be  a  liar  like  unto  you  :  but  I  know  him,  and  keep  his  sav 
ing.  Your  father  Abraham  rejoieed  to  see  my  day  :  and  he  saw  it, 
and  was  glad.  Then  said  the  .Jews  unto  him,  Thou  art  not  yet  fifty 
years  old,  and  hast  thou  seen  Abraham?

Then  Jesus  six  days  before  (lie  passovcr  came  to  Bethany,  where 
l.:i/.;,nis  was  whi'-h  had  heen  dead,  who'ii  he  raised  from  the  dead. 
There  thev  made  him  a  supper;  and  Martha  served:  but  Lazarus 
was  one  <»f  them  that  sat  at  the  table  with  him.  Then  took  Mary  a 
pound  of  ointment  of  spikenard,  very  costly,  and  anointed  the  feet 
of  Jesus.  ;ind  wiped  his  feet  with  her  hair:  and  the  house  was  filled 
with  the  odour  of  the  ointment.  Then  saith  one  of  his  disciples, 
Judas  Iscariot,  Simon's  son,  which  should  betray  him,  Why  was  not 
this  ointment  sold  for  three  hundred  ponce,  and  u'iven  to  the  poor? 
This  lie  said,  not  that  lu-  cared  for  the  poor;  but  because  lie  was  a 
thief,  and  had  the  ba;jf,  and  hart;  what  was  put  therein.  Then  said 
Jesus,  bet  her  alone  :  airainst  the  day  of  my  buryini:  hath  she  kept 
this.  For  the  poor  always  ye  have  with  you;  but  me  ye  have  not 
always.  Mm-h  people  of  the  Jews  therefore  knew  that  he  was  there: 
and  they  came  not  for  Jn.-us'  sake  only,  but  that  they  miirht  sec 
La/.arus  aho,  whom  he  had  rai-ed  from  the  dead.  .But  the  chief 
priests  consulted  tlmt  they  mi;_dit  put  Lazarus  also  to  death ;  because 
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tliat  by  reason  of  him  many  of  the  Jews  went  away,  ana  relieved  on 
Jesus.  On  the  next  day  much  people  that  were  come  to  the  feast, 
when  they  heard  that  Jc>uswas  coming  to  Jerusalem,  took  branehc.y 
of  palm  trees,  and  went  forth  to  meet  him,  and  cried,  Hos;inna! 
lilessed  is  the  Kiiiv:  of  Israel  that  eometh  in  the  name  of  the  Lord. 
And. Jesus,  when  he  h;;d  found  a  youn<;  ass,  .sat  thereon;  :is  it  is 
written,  Fear  not,  daughter  of /ion  :  behold,  thy  Kini;  eometh,  sit- 
tiii!_r  on  an  ass's  colt.  These  things  understood  not  his  disciples  at 
the  tirst  :  but  when  Jesus  was  jjorilied,  then  remembered  they  that 
these  thiiiirs  Were  written  of  him,  and  that  they  had  done  these 
things  unto  him.

Let   this    mind  be    in    yon,  which  was  also  in  Christ  Jesus  :   who, 
beiiiL'  in  the  form  of  (Jod,  thought    it    not    rohb'-ry  to  be   ecjual  with 
( Jod  :  but  ma<le  himself  of  no  reputation,  and  took  upon  him  the  form 
of  a  servant,  and  was  made  in  the-  likeness  of  men  :  and  beinir  found 
in  fashion  as  a  man,  he  humbled  himself,  and  became  obedient  unt  • 
death,  even  the  death  of  the  cross.     Wherefore  <  Jod  also  hath  hi-hl 
exalted    him,  and   trivcn    him  a   name  which    is  above   every  name 
that  at  the  name  of  Jesus  every  knee   should  bow,  of  things  in  lies 
Yen,  and  things  in  earth,  and  things  under  the  earth.

Jesu>  Christ,  lor  an  example  of  humility  to  the  world, 
took  upon  Him  our  flesh  and  onduivd  tin-  pas-ion  of  the 
cross;  mereifully*  grant,  wi-  hcsccdi  Thcc,  that  we  may  he 
counted  worthy  to  have  pan,  hotli  in  the  fellowship  of

tion  :  to  whom,  with  Thee  and  the  IIolv  (Jhost,  he  honor 
and  glorv,  world  without  end.  Anifn.

Then  Pilate  therefore   took  Jesus,  and   scourirt'd   him.      And   f. . 
po. Jicrs  platted  a  crown  of  thorns,  and  put  it  on  his   head,  and   thcf 
put  on  him  a  purple   robe,  and   said,    Hail,  Kinir  of  the  Jews!   ai.d 
they  smote  him  with  their  hands.    J'ilatc  therefore  went  forth  again, 
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and  saith  unto  them,  ]>ehold,  1  bring  him  forth  to  you,  that  ye  may 
know  that  1  find  no  fault  in  him.  Then  came  .Jesus  forth,  wearing 
tlic  crown  of  thorns,  and  the-  purple  robe.  And  Pilate  saith  unto 
them,  J>ehold  the  man  !  When  the  chief  priests  therefore  and  offi 
cers  saw  him,  they  cried  out,  saying,  Crucify  him,  crucify  him. 
Vihite  saith  unto  them,  Take  ye  him,  and  crucify  him  :  fur  I  iind 
no  fault  in  him.  The  Jews  answered  him.  We  have  a  law,  and  by 
our  law  he  ou'jht  to  die,  because  he  made  himself  the  Son  of  Cod. 
When  1'ilate  therefore  heard  that  saying,  he  was  the  more  afraid; 
and  went  attain  into  the  judgment  hall,  and  saith  unto  Jesus, 
"Whence  art  thou  ?  But  Jesus  gave  him  no  answer.  Then  saith 
Pilate  unto  him,  Speakest  thou  not  unto  me  ?  knov/est  thou  not  that 
]  have  power  to  crucify  tliee,  and  have  power  to  release  thee  ?  Jesus 
answered,  Thou  eouldest  have  no  power  at  all  against  me,  except  it 
w<  re  'jivi'ii  thee  from  above  :  therefore  he  that  delivered  me  unto 
th-.-e  hath  the  greater  sin.  And  from  thenceforth  Pilate  sought  to 
release  him  :  but  tin;  Jews  cried  out.  sayinir,  If  thou  let  this  man 
tr«t.  thou  art  not  (1;esar's  friend  :  whosoever  maketh  himself  a  king 
speaketh  against  (';esar.  When  .Pilate  therefore  heard  that  saying, 
he  brought  Jesus  forth,  and  sat  down  in  the  judgment  seat  in  a  place 
that  is  called  the  Pavement,  but  in  the  Hebrew,  (labbatha.  And  it 
was  the  preparation  of  the  passover,  and  about  the  sixth  hour:  and 
he  saith  unto  the  Jews,  Behold  your  King!  But  they  cried  out, 
A  way  with  him.  away  with  him,  crucify  him.  1'ilate  saith  unto  them, 
Shall  I  crucify  your  King?  The  chief  priests  answered,  We  have 
no  kin1.:  but  ( ';esar.  Then  delivered  he  him  therefore  unto  them  to 
be  crucified.  And  they  took  Jesus,  and  led  him  away.  And  he 
bear'niir  his  cross  went  forth  into  a  place,  called  the  place  of  a  skull, 
which  is  ealled  in  the  Hebrew  ( Jolgotha  :  where  they  crucified  him, 
and  two  otlurs  with  him,  on  either  side  one,  and  Jesus  in  the  midst. 
And  Pilat"  wrote  ;i  titl",  and  put  it  on  the  er  iss.  And  the  writing 

was,  JFsrs  OF  NA/Aiirni  TIII-:  KL\<I  OF  THF,  JEWS. 

This  title  then  read  many  of  the  Jews  ;  for  the  place  where  Jesus 
was  crucified  was  nigh  to  the  city;  and  it  was  written  in  Hebrew, 
and  < I  reek,  and  Latin.  Then  said  the  chief  priests  of  the  Jews  to 
1'ilate,  Write  not,  The  King  of  the  Jews  ;  but  that  he  said,  lam 
Kiir_'  of  the  Jews.  Pilate  answered,  What  [  have  written  I  have 
written.  Then  the  soldiers,  when  they  had  crucified  Jesus,  took  his 
garment-*,  and  made  four  parts,  to  every  soldier  a  part;  and  also  his 
coat:  now  the  coat  was  without  seam,  woven  from  the  top  through 
out.  They  >;,i(l  therefore  aiming  themselves,  Let  us  not  rend  it,  but 
cast  lots  for  it,  whose  it  shall  be  :  that  the  Scripture  might  be  ful- 
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filled,  wliirh  snitli,  Tliov  parted  my  raiment  amon<j  them,  and  for 
my  venture  they  did  c;!st  lots.  These  thiii'_rs  therefore  the  soldiers 
did.  N«\v  there  stood  l»y  tlie  cross  of  Jesus  his  mother,  :md  his 
mother's  sister,  Mary  the  wife  of  Cleopas,  and  Mary  Magdalene. 
When  Jesus  therefore  saw  his  mother,  and  the  disciple  standing  l>v, 
whom  he  loved,  he  saith  unto  his  mother,  Woman,  behold  thv  son  ! 
Then  saith  he  to  the  disciple,  Behold  thy  mother!  And  from  that 
hour  that  disciple  took  her  unto  his  own  home.  After  this,  Jesus 
knowiii'_r  that  all  things  were  now  accomplished,  that  the  Scripture 
mi'jht  he  fulfilled,  saith,  I  thirst.  Now  there  was  set  a  vessel  full 
of  vinegar:  and  thev  filled  a  spoil  ire  with  vine-jar,  and  put  it  upon 
hyssop,  aud  put  it  to  his  mouth.  When  Jesus  therefore  had  received 
the  vinegar,  he  said,  It  is  finished  :  and  he  bowed  his  head,  and 
<rave  up  the  <rhost.  The  Jews  therefore,  because  it  was  the  prepa 
ration,  that  the  bodies  should  not  remain  upon  the  cross  on  the  sab 
bath  day,  (for  that  sabbath  day  was  an  hijjh  day,)  besought  Pilate  that 
their  le«rs  mi<_'ht  be  broken,  and  that  they  mi^ht  be  taken  away. 
Then  came  the  soldiers,  and  brake  the  lc<rs  of  the  first,  and  of  the 
other  which  was  crucified  with  him.  Hut  when  they  came  to  Jesus, 
and  saw  that  he  was  dead  already,  they  brake  not  his  leirs  :  but  one 
of  the  soldiers  with  a  spear  pierced  his  side,  and  forthwith  came 
there  out  blood  and  water.  And  he  that  saw  it  bare  record,  and  his 
record  is  true;  and  IK;  knoweth  that  he  saith  true,  that  ye  miirht 
believe.  For  these  things  were  done,  that  the  scripture  should  be 
fulfilled,  A  bone  of  him  shall  not  be  broken.  And  a  .train  another 
scripture  saith,  They  shall  look  on  him  whom  they  pierced. 


TlIK    Kl'ISTLK,    U>1>.  X.    1-25. 

For  the  law  having  a  shadow  of  <rood  thinirs  to  come,  and  not  the 
very  imaire  of  the  thinirs,  can  never  with  those  sacrifices,  which  they 
offered  year  by  year  continually,  make  the  comers  thereunto  perfect. 
For  then  would  they  not  have  ceased  to  be  offered''  because  that  the 
worshippers  once  purtred  should  have  had  no  more  conscience  of 
sins.  ]>ut  in  those  sacrifices  there  is  a  remembrance  a  train  made  of 
sins  every  year.  For  it  is  not  possible  that  the  blood  of  bulls  and 
of  ^oats  should  take  away  sins.  Wherefore,  when  ho  cometh  into 
the  world,  he  saith,  Sacrifice  and  offering  thou  wifuldest  not,  but  a 
body  hast  thou  prepared  me  :  in  burnt  offerings  and  sacrifices  for 
sin  thou  hast  had  no  pleasure.  Then  said  I,  Lo,  I  come  i  in  the  vo 
lume  of  the  book  it  is  written  of  me;  to  do  thy  will,  ()  (Jod.  Above 
when  he  said,  Sacrifice  and  offering  and  burnt  offerings  and  offer- 
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iri-j  for  sin  thuu  wouldest  not,  neither  hadst  pleasure  therein  ;  which 
arc  offered  hv  the  law;  then  said  he,  Lo,  1  come  to  do  thy  will,  O 
(led.  He  takcth  away  the  first,  that  lie  may  establish  the  second. 
JJv  tlu-  which  will  we  are  sanctili'-d  through  the  offering  of  the  body 
of  Jesus  Christ  once  for  all.  And  every  priest  standeth  daily  min 
istering  and  olh'-ring  oftentimes  the  same  sacrifices,  which  can  never 
take  auav  sins  :  but  this  man,  after  he  had  offered  one  sacrifice  for 
sins,  for  ever  sat  down  on  the  right  hand  of  God;  from  henceforth 
expecting  till  his  enemies  be  made  his  footstool.  For  by  one  offer- 
inir  he  hath  perfected  for  ever  them  that  are  sanctified.  Whereof 
the  Holy  Ghost  also  is  a  witness  to  us:  for  after  that  he  had  said 
before.  This  is  the  covenant  that  I  will  make  with  them  after  those 
davs,  saith  the  Lord  ;  I  will  put  my  laws  into  their  hearts,  and  in 
their  minds  will  1  write  them  ;  and  their  sins  and  iniquities  will  I 
remember  no  more.  Now  where  remission  of  these  is,  there  is  no 
more  offering  for  sin.  Having  therefore,  brethren,  boldness  to  enter 
into  the  holiest  by  the  blood  of  Jesus,  by  a  new  and  living  way, 
which  he  hath  consecrated  for  us,  through  the  vail,  that  is  to  say, 
his  flesh;  and  having  a  high  priest  over  the  house  of  God;  let  us 
draw  near  with  a  true  heart  in  full  assurance  of  faith,  having  our 
hearts  sprinkled  from  an  evil  conscience,  and  our  bodies  washed  with 
pure  water.  Let  us  hold  fast  the  profession  of  our  faith  without 
wavering;  for  he  is  faithful  that  promised  ;  let  us  consider  one  an 
other  to  provoke  unto  love  and  to  good  works  :  not  forsaking  the 
assembling  of  ourselves  together,  as  the  manner  of  some  is;  but  ex 
horting  one  another:  and  so  much  the  more,  as  ye  see  the  day 
ipproaching.

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THE  GOSPEL,  St.  Mutt,  xxvii.  57-GG. 

When  the  even  was  come,  there  came  a  rich  man  of  Arimathea, 
vnmed  Josopli,  who  also  himself  was  Jesus'  disciple  :  lie  went  to 
Pilate,  and  begged  the  body  of  Jesus.  Then  Pilate  commanded  the 
body  to  be  delivered.  And  when  Joseph  had  taken  the  body,  he 
wrapped  it  in  a  clean  linen  cloth,  and  laid  it  in  his  own  new  tomb, 
which  he  had  hewn  out  in  the  roek  :  and  he  rolled  a  threat  stone  to 
the  door  of  the  sepulchre,  and  departed.  And  there  was  Mary  Mag 
dalene,  and  the  other  Mary,  sitting  over  against  the  sepulchre.  Now 
the  next  day,  that  followed  the  day  of  the  preparation,  the  chief 
priests  and  Pharisees  came  together  unto  Pilate,  saying,  Sir,  we  re 
member  that  that  deceiver  said,  while  he  was  yet  alive,  After  three 
days  I  will  rise  again.  Command  therefore  that  the  sepulchre  be 
made  sure  until  the  third  day,  lest  his  disciples  come  by  night,  and 
steal  him  away,  and  say  unto  the  people,  He  is  risen  from  the  dead  : 
so  the  last  error  shall  be  worse  than  the  first.  Pilate  said  unto 
them,  Ye  have  a  watch  :  go  your  way,  make  it  as  sure  as  you  can. 
So  they  went,  and  made  the  sepulchre  sure,  sealing  the  stone,  and 
setting  a  watch. 

THE  EPISTLE,  1  Pet.  iii.  17-22. 

For  it  is  better,  if  the  will  of  Clod  be  so,  that  ye  suffer  for  well 
doing,  than  for  evil  doing.  For  Christ  also  hath  once  suffered  for 
sins,  the  just  for  the  unjust,  that  he  might  bring  us  to  (!od,  being 
put  to  death  in  the  flesh,  but  quickened  by  the  Spirit  :  by  which 
also  he  went  and  preached  unto  the  spirits  in  prison  ;  which  some 
time  were  disobedient,  when  once  the  long  suffering  of  (tod  waited 
in  the  days  of  Noah,  while  the  ark  was  a  preparing,  wherein  few,  that 
is,  eight  souls  were  saved  by  water.  The  like  figure  whercunto 
even  baptism  doth  also  now  save  us,  (not  the  putting  away  of  tho 
filth  of  the  flesh,  but  the  answer  of  a  good  conscience  toward  (Jod,) 
by  the  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ:  who  is  gone  into  heaven,  and 
is  on  the  right  hand  of  (Jod  ;  angels  and  authorities  and  power* 
being  made  subject  unto  him.

THE  GOSPEL,  St.  John  xx.  1-10. 

The  first  day  of  the  week  comctli  Mary  Magdalene  early,  when  it 
was  yet  dark,  unto  the  sepulchre,  and  seeth  the  stone  taken  away 
from  the  sepulchre.  Then  she  runneth  and  conieth  to  Simon  Peter, 
and  to  the  other  disciple,  whom  Jesus  loved,  and  saith  unto  them, 
They  have  taken  away  the  Lord  out  of  the  sepulchre,  and  we  know 
not  where  they  have  laid  him.  Peter  therefore  went  forth,  and  that 
other  disciple,  and  came  to  the  sepulchre.  So  they  ran  both  to 
gether:  and  the  other  disciple  did  outrun  Peter,  and  came  first  to 
the  sepulchre.  And  he  stooping  down,  and  looking  in,  saw  the 
linen  clothes  lying;  yet  went  he  not  in.  Then  comctli  Simon  Peter 
following  him,  and  went  into  the  sepulchre,  and  seeth  the  linen 
clothes  lie,  and  the  napkin,  that  was  about  his  head,  not  lying  with 
the  linen  clothes,  but  wrapped  together  in  a  place  by  itself.  Then 
went  in  also  that  other  disciple,  which  came  first  to  the  sepulchre, 
and  he  saw,  and  believed.  For  as  yet  they  knew  not  the  scripture, 
that  he  must  rise  again  from  the  dead.  Then  the  disciples  went 
away  again  unto  their  own  home. 

THE  KPISTLK,  Col  in.  1-11. 

If  ye  then  be  risen  with  Christ,  seek  those  things  which  arc  above, 
\vl*ure  Christ  sitteth  on  the  right  hand  of  God.  Set  your  affection

on  things  above,  not  on  tilings  on  the  earth.  For  yc  arc  dead,  and 
your  lite  is  hid  with  Christ  in  (lod.  When  Christ,  who  is  our  life, 
shall  appear,  then  shall  ye  also  appear  with  him  in  glory.  Mortify 
therefore  your  members  which  are  upon  the  earth;  fornication,  uu- 
cleanuess,  inordinate  affection,  evil  concupiscence,  and  covetousucss, 
which  is  idolatry:  for  which  things'  sake  the  wrath  of  God  coineth 
on  the  children  of  disobedience  :  in  the  which  ye  also  walked  some 
time,  when  ye  lived  in  them.  But  now  ye  also  put  off  all  these; 
anger,  wrath,  malice,  blasphemy,  filthy  communication  out  of  your 
mouth.  Lie  not  one  to  another,  seeing  that  ye  have  put  off  the  old 
man  with  his  deeds;  and  have  put  on  the  new  man,  which  is  re 
newed  in  knowledge  after  the  image  of  him  that  created  him  :  where 
there  is  neither  Greek  nor  Jew,  circumcision  nor  uncircumcision, 
Barbarian,  Scythian,  bond  nor  free  :  but  Christ  is  all,  and  in  all. 

THE  COLLECT. 

ALMKJHTY  God,  who  through  the  resurrection  of  Thine 
only  begotten  Son  Jesus  Christ,  hast  overcome  death,  and 
opened  unto  us  the  gate  of  everlasting  life;  assist  and

THE  GOSPEL,  8t.  Lukr  xxiv.  13-35. 

And,  behold,  two  of  them  went  that  same  day  to  a  village  called 
Kmmaus,  which  was  from  .Jerusalem  about  threescore  furlongs.  And 
they  talked  together  of  all  these  things  which  had  happened.  And 
it  came  to  pass,  that,  while  they  communed  together  and  reasoned, 
Jesus  himself  drew  near,  and  went  with  them.  But  their  eyes  were 
holden  that  they  should  not  know  him.  And  he  said  unto  them, 
What  manner  of  communications  arc  these  that  ye  have  one  to  an 
other,  as  ye  walk,  and  are  sad?  And  the  one  of  them,  whose  nauio 
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was  Cleopas,  answering,  said  unto  him,  Art  thou  only  a  stranger  in 
Jerusalem,  and  hast  not  known  the  things  which  are  come  to  pass 
there  in  these  days  ?  And  he  said  unto  them,  What  tilings  ?  And 
they  said  unto  him,  Concerning  Jesus  of  Nazareth,  which  was  a 
prophet  mighty  in  deed  and  word  before  God  and  all  the  people  : 
and  how  the  chief  priests  and  our  rulers  delivered  him  to  be  con 
demned  to  death,  and  have  crucified  him.  But  we  trusted  that  it 
had  been  he  which  should  have  redeemed  Israel :  and  beside  all 
this,  to  day  is  the  third  day  since  these  things  were  dune.  Yea,  and 
certain  women  also  of  our  company  made  us  astonished,  which  were 
early  at  the  sepulchre  ;  and  Avhen  they  found  not  his  body,  they 
came,  saying,  that  they  had  also  seen  a  vision  of  angels,  which  said 
that  he  was  alive.  And  certain  of  them  which  were  with  us  went 
to  the  sepulchre,  and  found  it  even  so  as  the  women  had  said  :  but 
him  they  saw  not.  Then  he  said  unto  them,  0  fools,  and  slow  of 
heart  to  believe  all  that  the  prophets  have  spoken  !  Ought  not 
Christ  to  have  suffered  these  things,  and  to  enter  into  his  glory  ? 
And  beginning  at  Moses  and  all  the  prophets,  he  expounded  unto 
them  in  all  the  Scriptures  the  things  concerning  himself.  And  they 
drew  nigh  unto  the  village,  whither  they  went :  and  he  made  as 
though  he  would  have  gone  further.  But  they  constrained  him, 
saying,  Abide  with  us ;  for  it  is  toward  evening,  and  the  day  is  far 
spent.  And  he  went  in  to  tarry  with  them.  And  it  came  to  pass,  as 
he  sat  at  meat  with  them,  he  took  bread,  and  blessed  it,  and  brake, 
and  gave  to  them.  And  their  eyes  were  opened,  and  they  knew 
him;  and  he  vanished  out  of  their  sight.  And  they  said  one  to 
another,  Did  not  our  heart  burn  within  us,  while  he  talked  with  us 
by  the  way,  and  while  he  opened  to  us  the  Scriptures?  And  they 
rose  up  the  same  hour,  and  returned  to  Jerusalem,  and  found  the 
eleven  gathered  together,  and  them  that  were  with  them,  saying, 
The  Lord  is  risen  indeed,  and  hath  appeared  to  Simon.  And  they 
told  what  things  were  done  in  the  way,  and  how  he  was  known  of 
them  in  breaking  of  bread. 


THE  EPISTLE,  Acts  x.  34-43. 

Then  Peter  opened  his  mouth,  and  said,  Of  a  truth  I  perceive 
that  God  is  no  respecter  of  persons  :  but  in  every  nation  he  that 
feareth  him,  and  worketh  righteousness,  is  accepted  with  him.  The 
word  which  God  sent  unto  the  children  of  Israel,  preaching  peace 
by  Jesus  Christ :  he  is  Lord  of  all  :  that  word,  I  say,  you  know, 
•which  was  published  throughout  all  Judca,  and  began  from  Galilee, 
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after  the  baptism  which  John  preached  ;  how  God  anointed  Jesus 
of  Nazareth  with  the  Holy  Ghost  and  with  power :  who  went  about 
doing  good,  and  healing  all  that  were  oppressed  of  the  devil;  for 
God  was  with  him.  And  we  are  witnesses  of  all  things  which  ho 
did,  both  in  the  land  of  the  Jews,  and  in  Jerusalem;  whom  they 
slew  and  hanged  on  a  tree  :  him  God  raised  up  the  third  day,  and 
shewed  him  openly;  not  to  all  the  people,  but  unto  witnesses  chosen 
before  of  God,  even  to  us,  who  did  eat  and  drink  with  him  after  ho 
rose  from  the  dead.  And  he  commanded  us  to  preach  unto  the 
people,  and  to  testify  that  it  is  he  which  was  ordained  of  God  to  be 
the  Judge  of  quick  and  dead.  To  him  give  all  the  prophets  witness, 
that  through  his  name  whosoever  believeth  in  him  shall  receive 
remission  of  sins. 

THE  COLLECT. 

ALMIGHTY  God,  who  from  the  torn!)  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  hast  caused  the  light  of  Eternal  Life  to  shine  upon 
the  world ;  he  pleased,  at  this  season  of  solemn  joy,  to

Then  the  same  day  at  evening,  being  the  first  day  of  the  week, 
when  the  doors  were  shut  where  the  disciples  were  assembled  for 
fear  of  the  Jews,  came  Jesus  and  stood  in  the  midst,  and  saith  unto 
them,  Peace  be  unto  you.  And  when  he  had  so  said,  he  shewed 
unto  them  his  hands  and  his  bide.  Then  were  the  disciples  glad, 
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when  they  saw  the  Lord.  Then  said  Jesus  to  them  again,  Peace  be 
unto  you :  as  my  Father  hath  sent  me,  even  so  send  1  you.  And 
when  he  had  said  this,  he  breathed  on  them,  and  saith  unto  them, 
Receive  ye  the  Holy  Ghost  :  whosesoever  sins  ye  remit,  they  are 
remitted  unto  them ;  and  whosesoever  sins  ye  retain,  they  arc  re 
tained.  But  Thomas,  one  of  the  twelve,  called  J)idymus,  was  not 
with  them  when  Jesus  came.  The  other  disciples  therefore  said 
unto  him,  We  have  seen  the  Lord.  But  he  said  unto  them,  Except 
I  shall  see  in  his  hands  the  print  of  the  nails,  and  put  my  finger 
into  the  print  of  the  nails,  and  thrust  my  hand  into  his  side,  I  will 
not  believe.  And  after  eight  days  again  his  disciples  were  within, 
and  Thomas  with  them  :  then  came  Jesus,  the  doors  being  shut, 
and  stood  in  the  midst,  and  said,  Peace  be  unto  you.  Then  saith 
he  to  Thomas,  Kcaeh  hither  thy  linger,  and  behold  my  hands;  and 
reach  hither  thy  hand,  and  thrust  it  into  my  side;  and  be  not  faith 
less,  but  belii'vini:.  And  Thomas  answered  and  said  unto  him,  My 
Lord  and  my  God.  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  Thomas,  because  thou 
hast  seen  me,  thou  hast  believed  :  blessed  are  they  that  have  not 
seen,  and  yet  have  believed.  And  many  other  signs  truly  did  Jesus 
in  the  presence  of  his  disciples,  which  arc  not  written  in  this  book  : 
but  these  are  written,  that  ye  might  believe  that  Jesijp  is  the 
Christ,  the  Son  of  God;  and  that  believing  ye  might  have  life

For  whatsoever  is  born  of  God  overcometh  the  world  :  and  this 
is  the  victory  that  overcometh  the  world,  even  our  faith.  Who  is  he 
that  overcometh  the  world,  but  he  that  bclieveth  that  Jesus  is  the 
Son  of  God'/  This  is  he  that  came  by  water  and  blood,  even  Jesus 
Christ  ;  not  by  water  only,  but  by  water  and  blood.  And  it  is  the 
Spirit  that  beareth  witness,  because  the  Spirit  is  truth.  For  there 
are  three  that  bear  record  in  heaven,  the  Father,  the  Word,  and  the 
Holy  Ghost:  and  these  three  are  one.  And  there  are  three  that 
bear  witness  in  earth,  the  spirit,  and  the  water,  and  the  blood  :  and 
these  three  agree  in  one.  If  we  receive  the  witness  of  men,  the 
witness  of  God  is  greater:  for  this  is  the  witness  of  God  which  lie 
hath  testified  of  his  Son.  lie  that  believcth  on  the  Son  of  God  hath 
the  witness  in  himself:  he  that  believeth  not  God  hath  made  him  a 
liar;  because  he  believcth  not  the  record  that  God  gave  of  his  Son. 
And  this  is  the  record,  that  God  hath  given  to  us  eternal  life,  and 
this  life  is  in  his  Son.  ITe  that  hath  the  Son  hath  life;  and  he 
that  hath  not  the  Son  of  God  hath  nut  life.

J>ut  he  that  is  an  hireling,  and  not  tin-  shepherd,  whoso 
own  tlie  sheep  are  not,  seeth  tin;  wolf  euiiiiu'jr,  and  leaveth  the  sheep, 
and  nVeth  ;  and  the  wolf  catclieth  them,  and  scatteretli  the  she-'p. 
The  hireliiiLr  lleeth,  bcciiii.sc  he  is  a  hireling,  and  eareth  not  for  the 
sheep.  1  am  the  j^ood  shepherd,  and  know  my  sheep,  and  am  known 
of  mine.  As  the  Father  knoweth  me,  oven  so  know  I  the  Father:

For  so  is  the  will  of  (Jod,  that  with  well  doing  ye  may  put 
to  silence  the  ignorance  of  foolish  men  :  as  free,  and  not  using  your 
liberty  for  a  cloak  of  maliciousness,  but  as  the  servants  of  (Jod. 
Honour  all  men.  Love  the  brotherhood.  Fear  (Jod.  Honour  tho 
king.  Servants,  be  subject  to  your  masters  with  all  fear;  not  only 
to  the  good  and  gentle,  but  also  to  the  froward.  For  this  is  thank 
worthy,  if  a  man  for  conscience  toward  (Jod  endure  grief,  .suffering 
wrongfully.

The  former  treatise  have  I  made,  O  Theophilus,  of  all  that  Jesus 
be<::in  both  to  do  ami  teach,  until  the  day  in  which  he  was  taken  up, 
alter  that  he  through  the  Holy  Ghost  had  given  commandments  unto 
the  apostles  whom  he  had  chosen  :  to  whom  also  he  shewed  himself 
alive  after  his  passion  by  many  infallible  proofs,  being  seen  of  them 
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forty  days,  ami  speaking  of  the  things  pertaining  to  the  kingdom  of 
<Iod:  and,  being  assembled  together  with  them,  commanded  them 
tliat  they  should  nut  depart  from  Jerusalem,  hut  wait  for  the  pro 
mise  of  the  Father,  whieh,  saith  he,  ye  have  heard  of  me.  For  John 
truly  baptized  witli  water;  hut  ye  shall  he  hapti/ed  with  the  ll<>lv 
(I host  not  many  days  hence.  When  they  therefore  were  conn:  to 
gether,  they  asked  of  him.  saying,  Lord,  wilt  thou  at  this  time 
restore  again  the  kingdom  to  Israel?  And  he  said  unto  them,  It 
is  not  for  you  to  know  the  times  or  the  seasons,  whieh  the  Father 
hath  put  in  his  own  power.  But  ve  shall  receive  power,  after  that 
the  Holy  <Iho.-t  is  come  upon  you:  and  ye  shall  he  witnesses  unto 
me  both  in  Jerusalem,  and  in  all  Judea,  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto 
the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth.  And  when  he  had  spoken  these 
things,  while  they  beheld,  he  was  taken  up  ;  and  a  cloud  received 
him  out  of  their  sight.  And  while  they  looked  steadfastly  toward 
heaven  as  he  went  up,  behold,  two  men  stood  by  them  in  white 
apparel;  which  also  said,  Ye  men  of  Galilee,  why  stand  ye  gazing 
up  into  heaven''  this  same  Jesus,  which  is  taken  up  from  you  into 
heaven,  shall  so  come  in  like  manner  as  ye  have  seen  him  go  into 
heaven.

As  every  man 
hath  received  the  gift,  even  so  minister  the  same  one  to  another,  as 
irood  stewards  of  the  manifold  grace  of  God.  If  any  man  speak,  let 
him  speak  as  the  oracles  of  God;  if  any  man  minister,  let  him  do 
it  aa  nf  the  ability  which  God  giveth  ;  that  God  in  all  things  may 
be  trlorified  through  Jesus  Christ  :  to  whom  be  praise  and  dominion 
fur  ever  and  ever.  Amen.

TIIK  r.osi-F.L,  Xt.Jnln  iii.  10-21. 

Fur  (iod  so  loved  the  world,  that  he  gave  his  only  begotten  Son, 
tint  whomever  brli.-veth  in  him  should  not  perish,  but  have  ever- 
laying  life.  For  (Jod  sent  not  his  Son  into  the  world  to  condemn 
the  world;  but  that  the  world  through  him  might  be  saved,  lie 
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that  belicveth  on  him  is  not  condemned  :  but  he  that  believeth  not 
is  condemned  already,  because  he  hath  not  believed  in  the  name  of 
the  only  begotten  Sou  of  God.  And  this  is  the  condemnation,  that 
light  is  come  into  the  world,  and  men  loved  darkness  rather  than 
light,  because  their  deeds  were  evil.  For  every  one  that  doeth  evil 
hateth  the  light,  neither  coineth  to  the  light,  lest  his  deeds  should 
be  reproved.  But  he  that  doeth  truth  eometh  to  the  light,  that  his 
deeds  may  be  made  manifest,  that  they  are  wrought  in  God. 

THE  EPISTLE,  A<-(*  x.  34-48. 

Then  Peter  opened  his  mouth,  and  said,  Of  a  truth  I  perceive 
that  God  is  no  respecter  of  persons  :  but  in  every  nation  he  that 
feareth  him,  and  worketh  righteousness,  is  accepted  with  him.  The 
word  which  (Jod  sent  unto  the  children  of  Israel,  preaching  peace 
by  Jesus  Christ  :  lie  is  Lord  of  all :  that  word,  1  say,  ye  know, 
which  was  published  throughout  all  Judea,  and  began  from  Galilee, 
after  the  baptism  which  John  preached;  how  (Jod  anointed  Jesus 
of  Xa/areth  with  the  Holy  Ghost  and  with  power:  who  went  about 
doing  good,  and  healing  all  that  were  oppressed  of  the  devil ;  for 
God  was  with  him.  And  we  are  witnesses  of  all  things  which  he 
did  both  in  the  land  of  the  Jews,  and  in  Jerusalem  ;  whom  they 
slew  and  hanged  on  a  tree  :  him  God  raised  up  the  third  day,  and 
shewed  him  openly;  not  to  all  the  people,  but  unto  witnesses  chosen 
before  of  God,  even  to  us,  who  did  eat  and  drink  with  him  after  he 
rose  from  the  dead.  And  he  commanded  us  to  preach  unto  the 
people,  and  to  testify  that  it  is  he  which  was  ordained  of  God  to  be 
the  Judge  of  quick  and  dead.  To  him  give  all  the  prophets  wit 
ness,  that  through  his  name  whosoever  believeth  in  him  shall  re 
ceive  remission  of  sins.  While  Peter  yet  spake  these  words,  the 
Holy  Ghost  fell  on  all  them  which  heard  the  word.  And  they  of  the 
circumcision  which  believed  were  astonished,  as  many  as  came  with 
Peter,  because  that  on  the  Gentiles  also  was  poured  out  the  gift  of 
the  Holy  Ghost.  For  they  heard  them  speak  with  tonirues,  and 
magnify  God.  Then  answered  Peter,  Can  any  man  forbid  water, 
that  these  should  not  be  baptized,  which  have  received  the  Holy 
Ghost  as  well  as  we?  And  he  commanded  them  to  be  baptized  in 
the  name  of  the  Lord.  Then  prayed  they  him  to  tarry  certain  days

There  was  :i  111:111  of  the.  Pharisees,  named  Nicodemus,  a  ruler  of 
th»-  .lews:  the  same  came  to  Jesus  by  night,  and  said  unto  him, 
llabbi,  we  knuw  that  thou  art  a  teacher  come  from  God  ;  for  no  man 
can  do  these  miracles  that  thou  doest,  except  God  be  with  him. 
Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him,  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee, 
Except  a  man  be  born  again,  he  cannot  .sec  the  kingdom  of  God. 
iS'ieodemus  saitli  unto  him,  How  can  a  man  be  bora  when  he  is  old? 
can  he  enter  the  second  time  into  his  mother's  womb,  and  be  born  ? 
Je>us  answered,  Ycrilv,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  Kxcept  a  man  bo 
bom  of  water  and  of  the  Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into  the  kingdom 
of  God.  That  which  is  born  of  tin-  flesh  is  flesh;  and  that  which  is 
born  of  the  Spirit  is  spirit.  Marvel  not  that  I  said  unto  thee,  Ye 
must  be  burn  again.  The  wind  bloweth  where  it  listeth,  and  thou 
hearest  the  sound  thereof,  but  canst  not  tell  whence  it  cometh,  and 
whither  it  gorth  :  so  is  every  one  that  is  bora  of  the  Spirit.  Nico- 
demus  answered  and  said  unto  him,  How  can  these  things  be? 
Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him,  Art  thou  a  master  of  Israel,  and 
knowest  not  these  things?  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  We 
8peak  that  we  do  know,  and  testify  that  we  have  seen  ;  and  ye  re 
ceive  not  our  witness.  If  I  have  told  you  earthly  things,  and  ye 
believe  not,  how  shall  ye  believe,  if  I  tell  you  of  heavenly  things? 
And  no  man  hath  ascended  up  to  heaven,  but  he  that  came  down 
fnun  heaven,  even  the  Son  of  man  which  is  in  heaven.  And  as 
Moses  lifted  up  the  serpent  in  the  wilderness,  even  so  must  the  Son 
of  man  be  lifted  up  :  that  whosoever  believcth  in  him  si  >nld  not 
perish,  but  have  eternal  life. 
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THE  EPISTLE,  AVr.  iv.  1-11. 

After  this  I  looked,  and,  behold,  a  door  was  opened  in  heaven: 
and  the  first  voice  which  1  heard  was  as  it  were  of  a  trumpet  talking 
with  me;  which  said,  Come  up  hither,  and  I  will  .shew  tliee  things 
which  must  be  hereafter.  And  immediately  I  was  in  the  Spirit : 
and,  behold,  a  throne  was  set  in  heaven,  and  one  sat  on  the  throne.

And  when  those 
beasts  give  glory  and  honour  and  thanks  to  him  that  sat  cm  the 
throne,  who  liveth  for  ever  and  ever,  the  four  and  twenty  elders  fall 
down  before  him  that  sat  on  the  throne,  and  worship  him  that  liveth 
lor  ever  and  ever,  and  cast  their  crowns  before  the  throne,  saying, 
Thou  art  worthy,  0  Lord,  to  receive  glory  and  honour  and  power: 
for  thou  hast  created  all  things,  and  for  thy  pleasure  they  are  and 
were  created.

Marvel  not,  my  brethren,  if  the  world  hate  you.  We  know  that 
we  have  passed  from  death  unto  life,  because  we  love,  the  brethren. 
lie  that  loveth  not  his  brother  abideth  in  death.  Whosoever  hateth 
his  brother  is  a  murderer  :  and  ye  know  that  no  murderer  hath  eter 
nal  life  abiding  in  him.  Hereby  perceive  we  the  love  of  God,  be 
cause  he  laid  down  his  life  for  us:  and  we  ought  to  lay  down  our 
lives  for  the  brethren.  But  whoso  hath  this  world's  good,  and  seeth 
his  brother  have  need,  and  shutteth  up  his  bowels  of  compassion 
from  him,  how  dwelleth  the  love  of  God  in  him  ?

And  he  that  keepcth  his  commandments  dwelleth  in  him, 
and  he  in  him.  And  hereby  we  know  that  he  abideth  in  us,  by  the 
Spirit  which  he  hath  given  us.

conic  and  help  them.  And  they  c.iinc,  and  filled  both  the  ships,  so 
that  they  bewail  to  sink.  When  Simon  Peter  saw  it,  he  fell  down 
at  Jesus'  knees,  saying,  Depart  fnmi  me;  for  I  am  a  sinful  man, 
O  Lord.  For  he  was  astonished,  and  all  that  were  with  him,  at  the 
draught  of  the  fishes  which  thry  had  taken  :  and  so  was  also  James 
and  John,  the  sons  of  /ebedee,  which  were  partners  with  Simon. 
And  Jesus  said  unto  Simon,  Fear  not;  from  henceforth  thou  shalt 
catch  men.  And  when  they  had  brought  their  ships  to  land,  they 
forsook  all,  and  followed  him.

Finally,  be  ye  all  of  one  mind,  having  compassion  one  of  another; 
love  as  brethren,  be  pitiful,  be  courteous  :  not  rendering  evil  for 
evil,  or  railing  for  railing:  but  contrariwise  blessing;  knowing  that 
ye  are  thereunto  called,  that  ye  should  inherit  a  blessing.  For  he 
that  will  love  life,  and  see  good  days,  let  him  refrain  his  tongue 
from  evil,  and  his  lips  that  they  speak  no  guile:  let  him  eschew 
evil,  and  do  good  ;  let  him  seek  peace,  and  ensue  it.

swer  to  every  man  that  asketh  you  a  reason  of  the  hope  that  is  in 
you,  with  meekness  and  fear.

For  I  say  unto  you,  That  except  your  righteousness  shall  exceed 
the  righteousness  of  the  Scribes  and  Pharisees,  ye  shall  in  no  case 
enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven.  Ye  have  heard  that  it  was  said 
by  them  of  old  time,  Thou  shalt  not  kill  ;  and  whosoever  shall  kill 
shall  be  in  danger  of  the  judgment :  but  I  say  unto  you,  That  who 
soever  is  angry  with  his  brother  without  a  cause  shall  be  in  danger 
of  the  judgment :  and  whosoever  shall  say  to  his  brother,  Kara,  shall 
be  in  danger  of  the  council :  but  whosoever  shall  say,  Thou  fool, 
shall  be  in  danger  of  hell  fire.  Therefore  if  thou  bring  thy  gift  to 
the  altar,  and  there  reraemberest  that  thy  brother  hath  aught  against 
thee;  leave  there  thy  gift  before  the  altar,  and  go  thy  way;  first  be 
reconciled  to  thy  brother,  and  then  come  and  offer  thy  gift.  Agree 
with  thine  adversary  quickly,  while  thou  art  in  the  way  with  him  ; 
lest  at  any  time  the  adversary  deliver  thee  to  the  judge,  and  the 
judge  deliver  thee  to  the  officer,  and  thou  be  cast  into  prison. 
Ycrilv  I  say  unto  thee,  Thou  shalt  by  no  means  come  out  thence, 
till  thou  hast  paid  the  uttermost  farthing.

Know  ye  not,  that  so  many  of  us  as  were  baptized  into  Jesus 
C'lirist  were  baptized  into  his  death?  Therefore  we  are  buried  with 
him  by  baptism  into  death  :  that  like  as  Christ  was  raised  up  from 
the  dead  by  the  glory  of  tin;  Father,  even  so  we  also  should  walk  in 
newness  of  life.  For  if  we  have  been  planted  together  in  the  like 
ness  of  his  death,  we  shall  be  also  in  the  likeness  of  his  resurrection  : 
knowing  this,  that  our  old  man  is  crucified  with  him,  that  the  body 
of  sin  might  be  destroyed,  that  henceforth  we  should  not  serve  sin. 
For  he  that  is  dead  is  freed  from  sin.  Now  if  we  be  dead  with 
Christ,  we  believe  that  we  shall  also  live  with  him  :  knowing  that 
Christ  being  raised  from  the  dead  dieth  no  more  j  death  hath  no 
more  dominion  over  him.  For  in  that  he  died,  he  died  unto  sin 
once:  but  in  that  he  liveth,  he  liveth  unto  (loci.  Likewise  reckon 
ye  also  yourselves  to  be  dead  indeed  unto  sin,  but  alive  unto  God 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

In  those  days  the  multitude  being  very  great,  and  having  nothing 
to  cat,  Jesus  called  his  disciples  unto  him,  and  saith  unto  them,  I 
have  compassion  on  the  multitude,  because  they  have  now  been  with 
me  three  daj's,  and  have  nothing  to  cat :  and  if  I  send  them  away 
fasting  to  their  own  houses,  they  will  faint  by  the  way:  for  divers 
of  them  came  from  far.

And  he  commanded  the  people  to  sit  down  on  the 
ground  :  and  he  took  the  seven  loaves,  and  gave  thanks,  and  brake, 
and  gave  to  his  disciples  to  set  before  them  ;  and  they  did  set  them 
before  the  people.  And  they  had  a  few  small  fishes :  and  he  blessed, 
and  commanded  to  set  them  also  before  them.  So  they  did  eat,  and 
were  tilled  :  and  they  took  up  of  the  broken  meat  that  was  left  seven 
baskets.  And  they  that  had  eaten  were  about  four  thousand  :  and 
he  sent  them,  away. 

THE  EPISTLE,  AW  vi.  19-23. 

I  speak  uftcr  the  manner  of  men  because  of  the  infirmity  of  your 
flesh  :  for  as  ye  have  yielded  your  members  servants  to  uncleanncss 
and  to  iniquity  unto  iniquity;  even  so  now  yield  your  members 
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servants  to  righteousness  unto  holiness.  For  when  ye  wore  the 
servants  of  sin,  ye  were  free  from  righteousness.  What  fruit  had  ye 
then  in  those  tilings  whereof  ye  are  now  ashamed '/  for  the  end  of 
those  things  is  death.  JJut  now  being  made  free  from  sin,  and  be 
come  servants  to  God,  ye  have  your  fruit  unto  holiness,  and  the 
end  everlasting  life.  For  the  wages  of  sin  is  death;  but  the  gift 
of  (Jod  is  eternal  life  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

ALMIGHTY  God,  the  Former  of  our  bodies  and  Father 
of  our  spirits,  iu  whom  we  live,  move,  and  have  our  being ;

And  he  said  also  unto  his  disciples,  There  was  a  certain  rich  man 
which  had  a  steward;  and  the  same  was  accused  unto  him  that  he 
had  wasted  his  goods.  And  he  called  him,  and  said  unto  him,  How 
is  it  that  I  hear  this  of  thee?  give  an  account  of  thy  stewardship; 
for  thou  mayest  be  no  longer  steward.  Then  the  steward  said  with 
in  himself,  What  shall  I  do  ?  for  my  lord  taketh  away  from  me  the 
stewardship  :  I  cannot  dig ;  to  beg  I  am  ashamed.  1  am  resolved 
what  to  do,  that,  when  I  am  put  out  of  the  stewardship,  they  may 
receive  me  into  their  houses.  So  he  called  every  one  of  his  lord's 
debtors  unto  him,  and  said  unto  the  first,  How  much  owest  thou 
unto  my  lord  ?  And  he  said,  A  hundred  measures  of  oil.  And 
he  said  unto  him,  Take  thy  bill,  and  sit  down  quickly,  and  write 
fifty.  Then  said  he  to  another,  And  how  much  owest  thou  '!  And 
lie  said,  A  hundred  measures  of  wheat.  And  he  said  unto  him, 
Take  thy  bill,  and  write  fourscore.  And  the  lord  commended  the 
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unjust  steward,  because  ho  had  done  wisely:  for  the  children  of  th»« 
world  are  in  their  generation  wiser  than  the  children  of  light.  And 
I  say  unto  you,  Make  to  yourselves  friends  of  the  mammon  of  un 
righteousness ;  that,  when  ye  fail,  they  may  receive  you  into  ever 
lasting  habitations.

Moreover,  brethren,  \  would  not  that  ye  should  be  ignorant,  how 
that  all  our  lathers  were  under  the  cloud,  and  all  passed  through  the 
pea;  and  were  all  baptized  unto  Moses  in  the  eloud  and  in  the  sea; 
and  did  all  eat  the  same  spiritual  meat;  and  did  all  drink  the  same 
spiritual  drink  ;  for  they  drank  of  that  spiritual  Uock  that  followed 
them  :  and  that  Uoek  was  Christ.  .But  with  many  of  them  (Jod  was 
not  well  pleased  :  lor  they  were  overthrown  in  the  wilderness.  Now 
these  things  were  our  examples,  to  the  intent  we  should  not  lust 
after  evil  thintrs,  as  they  also  lusted.  Neither  be  ye  idolaters,  as  wero 
some  of  them  ;  as  it  is  written,  The  people  sat  down  to  eat  and 
drink,  and  rose  up  to  play.  Neither  let  us  commit  fornication,  as 
some  of  them  committed,  and  fell  in  one  day  three  and  twenty 
thousand.  Neither  let  us  tempt  Christ,  as  some  of  them  also 
tempted,  and  were  destroyed  of  serpents.  Neither  murmur  ye,  as 
sumo  of  them  also  murmured,  and  were  destroyed  of  the  destroyer. 
Now  all  these  things  happened  unto  them  for  ensamples  :  and  they 
are  written  for  our  admonition,  upon  whom  the  ends  of  the  world 
are  come.  Wherefore  let  him  that  thinketh  he  standeth  take  heed 
lest  he  fall.  There  hath  no  temptation  taken  you,  but  such  as  is 
common  to  man  :  but  (Jod  is  faithful,  who  will  not  suffer  you  to  be 
tempted  above  that  ye  are  able;  but  will  with  the  temptation  also 
make  a  way  to  escape,  that  ye  may  be  able  to  bear  it. 

THE  COLLECT. 

O  LORD  GOD,  our  Sun,  by  whom  light  is  sown  for  the 
righteous,  and  gladness  for  the  upright  in  heart;  illumi 
nate  our  minds,  we  beseech  Thee,  by  Thy  heavenly  grace, 
and  iill  them  with  the  pure  wisdom  which  cometh  from 
above;  that  we  may  walk  before  Thee  in  simplicity  and 
godly  sincerity  all  our  days,  not  taking  counsel  of  tbe 
world  or  of  tbe  flesh,  but  aiming  and  endeavoring  in  all 
things  only  to  know  and  do  Thy  will  :  through  .Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.  Amen.

THE  GOSPEL,  St.  Luke  xix.  41-47. 

And  when  he  was  come  near,  he  beheld  the  city,  and  wept  over 
it,  saying,  If  thou  hadst  known,  even  thou,  at  least  in  this  thy  day, 
the  things  which  belong  unto  thy  peace  !  but  now  they  are  hid  from 
thine  eyes.  For  the  days  shall  come  upon  thec,  that  thine  enemies 
shall  cast  a  trench  about  thee,  and  compass  thec  round,  and  keep 
thee  in  on  every  side,  and  shall  lay  thee  even  with  the  ground,  and 
thy  children  within  thee;  and  they  shall  not  leave  in  thee  one  stone 
upon  another;  because  thou  knewcst  not  the  time  of  thy  visitation. 
And  he  went  into  the  temple,  and  began  to  cast  out  them  that  sold 
therein,  and  them  that  bought;  saying  unto  them,  It  is  written,  My 
house  is  the  house  of  prayer;  but  ye  have  made  it  a  den  of  thieves. 
And  he  taught  daily  in  the  temple.  But  the  chief  priests  and  the 
gcribes  and  the  chief  of  the  people  sought  to  destroy  him. 

THE  EPISTLE,  1  Cor.  xii.  1-11. 

Now  concerning  spiritual  gifts,  brethren,  I  would  not  have  you 
ignorant.  Ye  know  that  ye  were  Gentiles,  carried  away  unto  these 
dumb  idols,  even  as  ye  were  led.  Wherefore  I  give  you  to  under 
stand,  that  no  man  speaking  by  the  Spirit  of  God  callcth  Jesus 
accursed  :  and  that  no  man  can  say  that  Jesus  is  the  Lord,  but  by 
the  Holy  Ghost.  Now  there  are  diversities  of  gifts,  but  the  same 
Spirit.  And  there  are  differences  of  administrations,  but  the  same 
Lord.  And  there  arc  diversities  or  operations,  but  it  is  the  same 
God  which  worketh  all  in  all.  But  the  manifestation  of  the  Spirit 
is  iriven  to  every  man  to  profit  withal.  For  to  one  is  given  by  the 
Spirit  the  word  of  wisdom  ;  to  another  the  word  of  knowledge  by 
the  same  Spirit;  to  another  faith  by  the  same  Spirit;  to  another 
the  gifts  of  healing  by  the  same  Spirit;  to  another  the  working  of 
miracles;  to  another  prophecy  ;  to  another  discerning  of  spirits  ;  to 
another  divers  kinds  of  tongues  ;  to  another  the  interpretation  of 
tongues  :  but  all  these  worketh  that  one  and  the  selfsame  Spirit, 
dividing  to  every  man  severally  as  he  will. 

THE  COLLECT. 

()  GOD,  the  Father  of  onr  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who  hast 
called  us  to  renounce  and  forsake  the  world,  in  the  service 
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of  our  once  crucified  but  now  risen  and  gloriously  exalted 
Saviour ;  be  pleased,  we  beseech  Thee,  graciously  so  to 
unite  our  souls  to  Him  by  holy  sympathy  and  love,  that 
we  may  oiler  ourselves,  in  fellowship  with  His  cross,  a  will 
ing  sacrifice  to  Thee  on  the  altar  of  the  gospel,  and  count 
it  all  joy  to  suffer  for  his  name :  who  liveth  and  reigneth, 
with  Thee  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  ever  one  God,  world 
without  end.

THE  GOSPEL,  Si.  Lufo>  xviii.  9-14. 

And  he  spake  this  parable  unto  certain  which  trusted  in  them 
selves  that  they  were  righteous,  and  despised  others  :  two  men  went 
up  into  the  temple  to  pray;  the  one  a  Pharisee,  and  the  other  a, 
publican.  The  Pharisee  stood  and  prayed  thus  with  himself,  Cod, 
1  thank  thee,  that  I  am  not  as  other  men  are,  extortioners,  unjust, 
adulterers,  or  even  as  this  publican.  I  fast  twice  in  the  week,  I 
give  tithes  of  all  that  I  possess.  And  the  publican,  standing  afar 
off,  would  not  lift  up  so  much  as  his  eyes  unto  heaven,  but  smote 
upon  his  breast,  saying,  God  be  merciful  to  me  a  sinner.  1  tell 
you,  this  man  went  down  to  his  house  justified  rather  than  tho 
other :  fur  every  one  that  exalteth  himself  shall  be  abased;  and  ha 
that  humbleth  himself  shall  be  exalted. 

THE   KPISTI.K,  1  C<>r.  xv.  1-11. 

Moreover,  brethren,  I  declare  unto  you  the  gospel  which  1 
preached  unto  you,  which  also  ye  have  received,  and  wherein  ye 
stand;  by  which  also  ye  are  saved,  if  ye  keep  in  memory  what  I 
preached  unto  you,  unless  ye  have  believed  in  vain.  For  I  de 
livered  unto  you  first  of  all  that  which  I  also  received,  how  that 
Christ  died  for  our  sins  according  to  the  Scriptures  :  and  that  ho 
was  buried,  and  that  he  rose  again  the  third  day  according  to  the 
Scriptures:  and  that  he  was  seen  of  Cephas,  then  of  tin;  twelve: 
after  that,  he  was  seen  of  above  five  hundred  brethren  at  once  ;  of 
whom  the  greater  part  remain  unto  this  present,  but  some  are  fallen 
asleep.  After  that,  he  was  seen  of  .fames;  then  of  all  the  apostles. 
And  last  of  all  he  was  seen  of  me  also,  as  of  one  born  out  of  duo 
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time.  For  I  am  the  least  of  the  apostles,  that  am  not  meet  to  be 
called  an  apostle,  because  I  persecuted  the  church  of  God.  But  by 
the  grace  of  God  I  am  what  1  am:  and  his  -race  which  was  be 
stowed  upon  me  was  not  in  vain;  but  I  laboured  more  abundantly 
than  they  all  :  yet  not  I,  but  the  -race  of  God  which  was  with  me. 
Therefore  whether  it  were  I  or  they,  so  we  preach,  and  so  ye 
believed. 

THE  COLLECT. 

O  OOP,  the  High  and  Holy  One,  who  inhabitest  eternity, 
and  dwellest  with  him  also  who  is  of  a  contrite  and  huni- 
hle  spirit,  to  revive  the  spirit  of  the  humble,  and  to  revive 
the  heart  of  the  contrite  ones;  glorify  Thy  grace,  we  be 
seech  Tlier.  in  the  midst  of  our  manifold  infirmities  and 
sins,  and  through  all  temptation  hold  us  up  by  Thy 
mighty  hand;  that  the  trial  of  our  faith,  being  much 
more  precious  than  gold  that  pcrishcth,  though  it  bo 
tried  with  lire,  may  be  found  unto  praise,  imd  honor,  and 
irlorv,  at  the  appearing  of  Jesus  Christ:  to  whom,  with 
Thee  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  honor  and  glory,  world 
without  end.

THE  GOSPEL,  -St.  Mnrk  vii.  31-37. 

And  a  train,  departing  from  the  coasts  of  Tyre  and  Sidon,  he  came 
unto  the  sea  of  Galilee,  through  the  midst  of  the  coasts  of  Decapolis. 
And  they  bring  unto  him  one  that  was  deaf,  and  had  an  impediment 
in  his  speech  ;  and  they  beseech  him  to  put  his  hand  upon  him. 
And  he  took  him  aside  from  the  multitude,  and  put  his  finders  into 
his  ears,  and  he  spit,  and  touched  his  tongue  ;  and  looking  up  to 
heaven,  he  sighed,  and  saith  unto  him,  Ephphatha,  that  is,  Be 
opened.  And  straightway  his  ears  were  opened,  and  the  string  of 
his  tongue  was  loosed,  and  he  spake  plain.  And  he  charged  them 
that  they  should  tell  no  man  :  but  the  more  he  charged  them,  so 
much  the  more  a  great  deal  they  published  it;  and  were  beyond 
measure  astonished,  saying,  lie  hath  done  all  things  well  :  he  maketh 
both  the  deaf  to  hear,  and  the  dumb  to  speak. 
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THE  EPISTLE,  2  (V.  iii.  4-11. 

And  such  trust  have  we  through  Christ  to  God-ward  :  not  that 
we  arc  sufficient  of  ourselves  to  think  any  tiling  as  of  ourselves  ;  but 
our  sufficiency  is  of  (tod;  who  also  hath  made  us  able  ministers  of 
the  new  testament;  not  of  the  letter,  but  of  the  spirit:  for  the 
letter  killeth,  but  the  spirit  giveth  life.  But  if  the  ministration  of 
death,  written  and  engraven  in  stones,  was  glorious,  so  that  the 
children  of  Israel  could  not  steadfastly  behold  the  face  of  Moses  for 
the  glory  of  his  countenance;  which  glory  was  to  be  done  away; 
how  shall  not  the  ministration  of  the  spirit  be  rather  glorious  ?  For 
if  the  ministration  of  condemnation  be  glory,  much  more  doth  the- 
ministration  of  righteousness  exceed  in  glory.  For  even  that  which 
was  made  glorious  had  no  glory  in  this  respect,  by  reason  of  the 
glory  that  excelleth.  For  if  that  which  is  done  away  was  glorious, 
much  more  that  which  remaineth  is  glorious. 

THE  COLLECT. 

O  (ioD,  who  didst  will  Thine  Only  Begotten  Son  to 
learn  obedience  l>y  the  things  which  lie  suffered,  that 
being;  thus  made  perfect  He  might  become  the  Author  of 
eternal  salvation  unto  all  that  obey  Him;  work  in  us,  we 
beseech  Thee,  such  inward  conformity  with  His  holv 
patience,  as  may  cause  ns  to  have  part  also  in  His  glorious

And  he  turned  him  unto  his  disciples,  and  said  privately,  Blessed 
are  the  eyes  which  sec  the  things  that  ye  see :  for  1  tell  you, 
that  many  prophets  and  kings  have  desired  to  see  those  things 
which  ye  see,  and  have  not  seen  them;  and  to  hear  those  things 
which  ye  hear,  and  have  not  heard  them.  And,  behold,  a  certain 
lawyer  stood  up,  and  tempted  him,  saying,  Master,  what  shall  1  do 
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to  inherit  etorn:il  life?  He  said  unto  him,  What  is  written  in  the 
law?  how  readest  thou  ?  And  he  answering  said,  Thou  shalt  love 
the  Lord  thy  (Jod  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with 
all  thy  strength,  and  with  all  thy  mind:  and  thy  neighbour  as  thy 
self.  And  he  said  unto  him,  Thou  hast  answered  right :  this  do, 
and  thou  shall  live.  But  he,  willing  to  justify  himself,  said  unto 
Jesus,  And  who  is  my  neighbour  ?  And  Jesus  answering  said,  A 
certain  man  went  down  from  Jerusalem  to  Jericho,  and  fell  among 
thieves,  which  stripped  him  of  his  raiment,  and  wounded  him,  and 
departed,  leaving  him  half  dead.  And  by  chance  there  came  down 
a  certain  priest  that  way;  and  when  he  saw  him,  he  passed  by  on 
the  other  side.  And  likewise  a  Levite,  when  he  was  at  the  place, 
came  and  looked  on  him,  and  passed  by  on  the  other  side.  But  a 
certain  Samaritan,  as  he  journeyed,  came  where  he  was;  and  when 
he  saw  him,  he  had  compassion  on  him,  and  went  to  him,  and  bound 
up  his  wounds,  pouring  in  oil  and  wine,  and  set  him  on  his  own 
b"'ast,  and  brought  him  to  an  inn,  and  took  care  of  him.  And  on 
the  morrow  when  ho  departed,  he  took  out  two  pence,  and  gave  them 
to  the  host,  and  said  unto  him,  Take  care  of  him  :  and  whatsoever 
thou  spendest  more,  when  I  come  again,  I  will  repay  thee.

THE  EPISTLE,  Gal  iii.  16-22. 

Now  to  Abraham  and  his  seed  were  the  promises  made.  lie 
paith  not,  And  to  seeds,  as  of  many;  but  as  of  one,  And  to  thy 
seed,  which  is  Christ.  And  this  I  say,  that  the  covenant,  that  was 
confirmed  In-fure  of  God  in  Christ,  the  law,  which  was  four  hundred 
and  thirty  years  after,  cannot  disannul,  that  it  should  make  the  pro 
mise  of  none  effect.  For  if  the  inheritance  be  of  the  law,  it  is  no 
more  of  promise  :  but  (lod  gave,  it  to  Abraham  by  promise.  Where 
fore  then  serveth  the  law?  It  was  added  because  of  transgressions, 
till  the  seed  should  come  to  whom  the  promise  was  made ;  audit 
was  ordained  by  angels  in  the  hand  of  a  mediator.  Now  a  mediator 
is  not  a  mediator  of  one,  but  (lod  is  one.  Is  the  law  then  against 
the  promises  of  (lod?  (lod  forbid:  for  if  there  had  been  a  law 
given  which  could  have  given  life,  verily  righteousness  should  have 
b'TM  by  the  law.  But  the  Scripture  hath  concluded  all  under  sin, 
that  the  promise  by  faith  of  Jesus  Christ  might  be  given  to  them 
that  believe.

ALMKJHTY  and  Everlasting  God,  wliosc-  faithfulness 
reachcth  unto  the  clouds,  and  whose  mercy  enduivtli  for

And  as  he  entered  into 
a  certain  village,  there  met  him  ten  men  that  were  lepers,  which 
stood  afar  off:  and  they  lifted  up  their  voices,  and  said,  Jesus, 
Master,  have  mercy  on  us.  And  when  he  saw  them,  he  said  unto 
them,  Go  shew  yourselves  unto  the  priests  And  it  came  to  pass, 
that,  as  they  went,  they  were  cleansed.

And  .Jesus  answering  said,  Were  there 
not  ten  cleansed  ?  but  whw  are  the  nine?  There  are  not  found 
that  returned  to  <rive  «rlory  to  God,  save  this  stranger.  And  he  said 
unto  him,  Arise,  jro  thy  way :  thy  faith  hath  made  thee  whole.

This  I  say  then,  Walk  in  the  Spirit,  and  ye  shall  not  fulfil  the 
lust  of  the  flesh.  For  the  flesh  lusteth  against  the  Spirit,  and  tho 
Spirit  against  the  flesh  :  and  these  are  contrary  the  one  to  the  other; 
so  that  yc  cannot  do  the  things  that  ye  would.  Hut  if  ye  be  led 
of  the  Spirit,  ye  arc  not  under  the  law.  Now  the  works  of  the  flesh 
10 
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are  manifest,  which  arc  these ;  adultery,  fornication,  uncleannops, 
lasciviousness,  idolatry,  witchcraft,  hatred,  variance,  emulations, 
wrath,  strife,  seditions,  heresies,  envyings,  murders,  drunkenness, 
levelling,  and  such  like:  of  the  which  1  tell  you  before,  as  I  have 
also  told  you  in  time  past,  that  they  which  do  such  things  shall  not 
inherit  the  kingdom  of  (iod.  Kut  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  love, 
joy,  peace,  long-suffering,  gentleness,  goodness,  faith,  meekness,  tem 
perance  :  airainst  such  there  is  no  law.  And  they  that  arc  Christ's 
have  crucified  the  flesh  with  the  affections  and  lusts. 

THE  COLLECT. 

0  GOD,  who  hast  delivered  us  from  the  power  of  dark 
ness  and  translated  us  into  the  kingdom  of  Thy  dear  Son, 
in  whom  we  have  redemption  through  His  blood,  even

THE  GOSPEL,  St.  Matt.  vi.  24-3 1. 

No  man  can  serve  two  masters  :  for  either  he  will  hate  the  one, 
and  love  the  other;  or  else  he  will  hold  to  the  one,  and  despise  the 
other.  Ye  cannot  serve  (lod  and  mammon.  Therefore  I  say  unto 
you,  Take  no  thought  for  your  life,  what  ye  shall  eat,  or  what  ye 
shall  drink;  nor  yet  for  your  body,  what  ye  shall  put  on.  Is  not 
the  life  more  than  meat,  and  the  body  than  raiment?  ]>ehold  the 
fowls  of  the  air:  for  they  sow  not,  neither  do  they  reap,  nor  gather 
int..  barns;  yet  your  heavenly  Father  feedeth  them.  Are  ye  not 
much  brtter  than  they  '?  Which  of  you  by  taking  thought  can  add 
our  cubit  unto  his  stature?  And  why  take  ye  thought 'for  raiment? 
Consider  the  lilies  of  the  field,  how  they  grow ;  they  toil  not,  nei 
ther  do  they  spin  :  and  yet  I  say  unto  you,  That  even  Solomon  in 
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all  his  ulory  was  not  arrayed  like  one  of  these.  Wherefore,  if  God 
so  clothe  the  grass  of  the  Held,  which  to  day  is,  and  to  morrow  is 
cast  into  the  oven,  shall  he  not  much  more  clothe  you,  O  ye  of  little 
faith?  Therefore  take  no  thought,  saying,  What  shall  we  eat?  or, 
What  shall  we  drink?  or,  Wherewithal  shall  we  be  clothed?  (For 
after  all  these  things  do  the  Gentiles  seek  :)  for  your  heavenly 
Father  knoweth  that  ye  have  need  of  all  these  things.  But  seek 
ye  first  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  his  righteousness;  and  all  these 
things  shall  he  added  unto  you.  Take  therefore  no  thought  for  the 
morrow  :  for  the  morrow  shall  take  thought  for  the  things  of  itself. 
Sufficient  unto  the  day  i.s  the  evil  thereof. 

THE  KPISTLK,  Gal.  \.  .!"> — vi.  10. 

If  we  live  in  the  Spirit,  let  us  also  walk  in  the  Spirit.  Let  us 
not  be  desirous  of  vainglory,  provoking  one  another,  envying  one 
another.  Brethren,  if  a  man  be  overtaken  in  a  fault,  ye  which  are 
spiritual,  restore  such  a  one  in  the  spirit  of  meekness;  considering 
thyself,  lot  thoii  also  be-  tempted.  Bear  ye  one  another's  burdens, 
and  so  fulfil  the  law  of  Christ.  For  if  ;i  man  think  himself  to  be 
something,  when  he  is  nothing,  he  deceiveth  himself.  But  let 
every  man  prove  his  own  work,  and  then  shall  he  have  rejoicing  in 
himself  alone,  and  not  in  another.  For  every  man  shall  bear  his 
own  burden.  Let  him  that  is  taught  in  the  word  communicate 
unto  him  that  teacheth  in  all  good  things.  Be  not  deceived;  God 
is  not  mocked  :  for  whatsoever  a  man  soweth,  that  shall  he  also 
reap.  For  he  that  soweth  to  his  flesh  shall  of  the  flesh  reap  cor 
ruption  ;  but  he  that  soweth  to  the  Spirit  shall  of  the  Spirit  reap 
life  everlasting.  And  let  us  not  be  weary  in  well  doing:  for  in  due 
season  we  shall  reap,  if  we  faint  not.  As  we  have  therefore  oppor 
tunity,  let  us  do  good  unto  all  men,  especially  unto  them  who  are 
of  the  household  of  faith.

]>ut  the  same  servant  went  out,  and  found  one  of  his  fellow  servants, 
which  owed  him  an  hundred  pence  :  and  he  laid  hands  on  him,  and 
took  him  by  the  throat, saying,  Pay  me  that  thou  owest.

O  GOD,  by  whose  wise  and  righteous  order  the  whole 
creation  groaneth  and  travaileth  in  pain  together  until 
now,  as  having  been  made  subject  to  vanity  by  reason  of 
sin  ;  graciously  help  the  infirmities  of  Thy  people,  wo 
humbly  beseech  Thee,  and  raise  them  up  through  the 
strong  power  of  Christian  hope  ;  that  we  also,  who  have 
reeeived  the  tirstfruits  of  the  Spirit,  may  not  seek  our  rest 
in  this  mortal  state,  hut  inwardly  long  after  that  which  is 
far  better,  to  be  with  Christ  in  heaven:  to  whom,  with 
Thee  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  honor  and  glory,  world  with 
out  end.  Amen.

Then  went  the  Pharisees,  and  took  counsel  how  they  miirht  en 
tangle  him  in. his  talk.  And  they  sent  out  unto  him  their  disciples 
with  the  Herodians,  saying,  Master,  we  know  that  thou  art  true, 
and  teachest  the  way  of  God  in  truth,  neither  carest  thou  for  any 
man  :  fur  thou  re^ardcst  not  the  person  of  men.  Tell  us  therefore, 
"What  thinkest  thou  ?  Is  it  lawful  to  give  tribute  unto  Ciusar,  or  not? 
But  Jesus  perceived  their  wickedness,  and  said,  Why  tempt  ye  me, 
ye  hypocrites  '(  Shew  me  the  tribute  money.  And  they  brought 
unto  him  a  penny.  And  he  saith  unto  them,  Whose  is  this  image 
and  superscription  ?  They  say  unto  him,  Caesar's.  Then  saith  ho 
unto  them,  Hender  therefore  unto  Ciusar  the  things  which  are 
Ciusar's  ;  and  unto  (Jod  the  things  that  are  God's.  When  they  had 
heard  these  words,  they  marvelled,  and  left  him,  and  went  their 
way.

Brethren,  be  followers  together  of  me,  and  mark  them  which  walk 
BO  as  ye  have  us  for  an  ensample.  (For  many  walk,  of  whom  I  have 
told  you  often,  and  now  tell  you  even  weeping,  that  they  are  tho 
enemies  of  the  cross  of  Christ :  whose  end  is  destruction,  whose  (Jod 
is  their  belly,  and  whose  glory  is  in  their  shame,  who  mind  earthly 
things.)

When  ye  therefore  shall  see  tin1  abomination  of  desolation,  spoken 
of  by  Daniel  the  prophet,  stand  in  the  holy  place,  (whoso  readeth, 
let  him  understand,)  then  let  them  which  be  in  Jiuleu  flee  into  tho 
mountains  :  let  him  which  is  on  the  house-top  not  come  down  to 
take  any  thing  out  of  his  house  :  neither  let  him  which  is  in  the 
field  return  back  to  take  his  clothes.  And  woe  unto  them  that  are 
with  child,  and  to  them  that  give  suck  in  those  days  !

And  except 
those  days  should  be  shortened,  there  should  no  flesh  be  saved  :  but 
for  the  elect's  sake  those  days  shall  be  shortened.  Then  if  any  man 
shall  say  unto  you,  Lo,  here  is  Christ,  or  there;  believe  it  not.  For 
there  shall  arise  false  Christs,  and  false  prophets,  and  shall  shew 
great  signs  and  wonders;  insomuch  that,  if  it  were  possible,  they 
shall  deceive  the  very  elect,  Behold,  I  have  told  you  before.

Then  shall  the  kingdom  of  heaven  be  likened  unto  ten  virgins, 
which  took  their  lamps,  and  went  forth  to  meet  the  bridegroom. 
And  five  of  them  were  wise,  and  five  were  foolish.  They  that  were 
foolish  took  their  lamps,  and  took  no  oil  with  them  :  but  the  wise 
took  oil  in  their  vessels  with  their  lamps.

and  the  door  was  shut.  Afterward  came  also  the  other  virgins,  say- 
in  <_r,  Lord,  Lord,  open  to  us.  But  he  answered  and  said,  Verily  I 
say  unto  you,  I  know  you  not.  Watch  therefore;  for  ye  know  nei 
ther  the  day  nor  the  hour  wherein  the  Son  of  man  cometh. 


THE  EPISTLE,  2  P.f.  iii.  3-14. 

Knowing  this  first,  that  there  shall  come  in  the  last  days  scoffers, 
walking  after  their  own  lusts,  and  saying,  Where  is  the  promise  of 
his  coming  J1  for  since  the  fathers  fell  asleep,  all  thinirs  continue  as 
they  were  from  the  beginning  of  the  creation.  For  this  they  wil 
lingly  are  ignorant  of,  that  by  the  word  of  (lod  the  heavens  were  of 
old,  and  the  earth  standing  out  of  the  water  and  in  the  water: 
whereby  the  world  that  then  was,  being  overflowed  with  water,  per 
ished  :  but  the  heavens  and  the  earth,  which  are  now,  by  the  same 
word  are  kept  in  store,  reserved  unto  fire  against  the  day  of  judg 
ment  and  perdition  of  ungodly  men.  But,  belovexi,  be  not  ignorant 
of  this  one  thing,  that  one  day  is  with  the  Lord  as  a  thousand  years, 
and  a  thousand  years  as  one  day.  The  Lord  is  not  slack  concerning 
his  promise,  as  some;  men  count  slackness;  but  is  longsuffering  to 
us-ward,  not  willing  that  any  should  perish,  but  that  all  should  come 
to  repentance.  But  the  day  of  the  Lord  will  come  as  a  thief  in  the 
night  ;  in  the  which  the  heavens  shall  pass  away  with  a  great  noise, 
and  the  elements  shall  melt  with  fervent  heat,  the  earth  also  and 
the  works  that  are  therein  shall  be  burnt  up.  Seeing  then  that  all 
these  things  shall  be  dissolved,  what  manner  of  persons  ought  ye  to 
be  in  all  holy  conversation  and  godliness,  looking  for  and  hasting 
unto  the  coming  of  the  day  of  God,  wherein  the  heavens,  being  mi 
fire,  shall  be  dissolved,  and  the  elements  shall  melt  with  fervent 
heat?  Nevertheless  we,  according  to  his  promise,  look  for  new  hea 
vens  and  a  new  earth,  wherein  dwelleth  righteousness.  Wherefore, 
beloved,  seeing  that  ye  look  for  such  things,  be  diligent  that  ye  may 
be  found  of  him  in  peace,  without  spot  and  blameless.

Father 
in  heaven,  from  whom  cometh  down  every  good  and  perfect 
gift,  grant  us  Thy  blessing,  and  im-line  Thine  ear  unto 
us,  as  we  conic  but  ore  Thee  in  the  solemn  service  of  Thy 
house.  Merciful  Saviour,  who  sittest  at  the  right  hand  of 
the  Father,  and  makest  intercession  for  us,  fulfil  now  Thy 
promise:  Where  two  or  three  are  gathered  together  in 

0  Holy 
Ghost,  the  Comforter,  help  our  infirmities,  and  enable  us 
to  worship  in  the  beauty  of  holiness,  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.

But,  0  Lord,  we  heartily  repent  of  our  sins ;  we  con 
demn  ourselves,  and  flee  to  the  Cross  of  Thy  dear  Son.

Reign 
in  us  and  rule  over  us,  and  bring  every  thought  and  feel 
ing  into  complete  captivity  to  the  obedience  of  faith.

As  Thou  wert  born  in  a  manger,  and  didst  lead  a 
life  of  poverty  and  sorrow,  and  humble  Thyself  unto 
death,  even  the  death  of  the  cross,  so  may  we  also  have 
power  to  despise  the  vain  pomps  of  this  world  and  strive, 
only  after  the  heavenly  glory  and  eternal  felicity,  which 
Thou  hast  purchased  for  us  with  Thy  blood.  As  Thou 
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hast  loved  us,  so  also  may  we  love  Thee,  and  let  nothing 
separate  us  from  Thy  love. 

O  God,  because  we  believe  Thy  dear  Son  was  born  to 
raise  us  to  eternal  life,  teach  us  rightly  to  perceive  that 
by  this  faith  and  this  hope  we  are  bound  to  purify  our 
selves  even  as  lie  is  pure,  so  that  we  may  worthily  cele 
brate  Thy  praise  and  enjoy  the  glory,  which  is  yet  to  be 
revealed  in  us ;  and  when  our  great  Redeemer  shall  come 
again,  a  second  time,  in  the  clouds  of  heaven,  with  all  His 
holy  angels,  may  we  become  like  Him,  in  the  kingdom 
of  His  glory,  where  He  lives  and  reigns,  God  over  all, 
blessed  forever !  Amen.

Thou  hadst  no  pleasure  in  our  wickedness.  Thou,  Eter 
nal  Son  of  the  Father,  didst  not  overlook  or  excuse  the 
rebellion  of  our  race  against  the  Father,  and  against 
Thee,  His  anointed,  but  didst  concur  in  the  counsel  of 
eternal  justice,  that  upon  sin  the  wrath  and  curse  of  God 
must  rest !  But,  0  Lord,  in  Thee  with  eternal  and  in 
exorable  justice  hath  also  appeared  everlasting,  unfathom 
able  love.

The  Minister  shall  commence  with  the  sentence  : 

THE  Lord  is  in  His  holy  temple;  let  all  the  earth  keep 
silence  before  Him. 

Then  shall  follow  the  solemn  rehearsal  of  the  Ten  Commandments,  with  the 
proper  Response  and  Collect,  all  the  people  standing  (p.  Ii7). 

After  this  the  Litany  shall  be  repeated,  all  kneeling  (p.  l!4.) 
Next  a  suitable  Psalm  or  Hymn  shall  be  sung. 

Then  a  short  Sermon  may  be  preached,  bearing  on  the  general  object  of  tho 
service. 

Then  shall  be  Fung  another  Hymn  ;  after  which  the  Minister,   taking  his 
place  at  the  altar,  shall  address  the  communicants,  as  follows: 

BELOVED  IN  THE  LORD: — Another  communion  season 
is  at  hand.  We  expect,  through  the  great  mercy  of  (iod 
our  heavenly  Father,  to  unite  once  more,  around  the  sa 
cramental  altar,  in  the  commemoration  of  our  Saviour's 
dying  love.  Having  this  in  view,  it  becomes  us  to  con 
sider  well  the  nature  of  this  holy  service,  and  to  look  ear 
nestly  to  ourselves,  that  we  may  come  to  it  with  due  pre 
paration  of  mind  and  heart,  remembering  the  words  of 
St.  Paul,  where  lie  saith  :  Let  a  man  examine  himself, 
and  so  let  him  eat  of  that  bread,  and  drink  of  that  cup  ;  for 
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ho  that  ontoth  and  drinkcth  unworthily,  catoth  and  drink 
cth  damnation  to  himself,  not  discerning  the  Lord's  body. 
The  Lrivat  solemnity  and  deep  import  of  the  sacrament 
are  at  once  evident  from  the  time  and  manner  of  its  insti 
tution.  Our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  we  are  told,  "the  same 
niirht  in  which  He  was  betrayed,  took  bread  ;  and  when 
He  had  given  thanks,  He  brake  it,  and  said,  Take,  eat; 
this  is  Mv  bodv.  which  is  broken  for  you  ;  this  do  in  re 
membrance  of  Me.  After  the  same  manner  also  lie  took 
the  cup,  when  He  had  supped,  saying,  This  cup  is  the  new 
testament  in  Mv  blood  :  this  do  ye,  as  oft  as  ye  drink  it, 
in  remembrance  ot  Me." 

It  has  not  been  without  reason,  therefore,  that  the  cele 
bration  <>f  the  Holy  Kucharist  has  ever  been  regarded  by 
the  Church  as  the  inmost  sanctuary  of  the  whole  Christ 
ian  worship.  We  have  to  do  here,  not  with  outward  signs 
onlv,  but  with  the  hcavenlv  realities  themselves  which 
these  signs  are  employed  to  represent.  ''  The  cup  of  bless 
ing  which  we  bless,"  says  St.  Paul,  '•  is  it  not  the  commu 
nion  of  the  blood  of  Christ  ?  The  bread  which  we  break, 
is  ii  not  the  communion  of  the  bodv  of  Christ?''  So  our 
blessed  Lord  Himself  solemnly  calls  the  bread  His  body 
and  the  cup  I  Lis  blood,  or  the  new  testament  in  His  blood. 
tv  Xot  only  thereby  to  teach  us,"  as  we  learn  from  our 
Catechism,  ''that  as  bread  and  wine  support  this  tempo 
ral  life,  so  His  cruciiied  body  and  shed  blood  are  the  true 
meat  and  drink  whereby  our  souls  are  fed  to  eternal  life  ; 
but  more  especially  by  these  visible  signs  and  pledges  to 
assure  us  that  we  are  as  really  partakers  of  His  true  body 
and  blood  (by  the  operation  of  the  Holy  Ghost)  as  we  re 
ceive  by  the  mouths  of  our  bodies  these  holy  signs  in 
remembrance  of  Him:  and  that  all  His  sufferings  and 
obedience  are  as  certainly  ours,  as  if  we  had  in  our  own 
persons  suffered  and  made  satisfaction  for  our  sins  to 
God." 

Being  of  such  high  and  awful  character,  it  is  plain  that 
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the  Lord's  Supper  can  be  rightly  and  safely  approached 
only  by  those  who  are  of  a  truly  devout  and  religious 
mind.  These  holy  mysteries  are  not  tor  the  irreverent, 
the  worldly,  or  the  profane.  The  impenitent,  the  unbe 
lieving,  and  all  who  refuse  to  obey  the  gospel  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  have  no  right,  while  they  continue  such,  to 
partake  of  this  Christian  altar.  They  can  do  so  only  at 
their  own  peril  ;  for  coming  to  it  thus  in  the  spirit  of  hypo 
crisy  and  wickedness,  they  turn  the  blessing  of  the  sacra 
ment  into  a  curse,  and  that  which  should  be  a  savor  of 
life  unto  life  is  made  to  be  for  them  only  a  savor  of  death 
unto  death.  They  eat  and  drink  damnation  or  judgment 
to  themselves;  not  because  they  are  sinners,  but  because 
they  are  impenitent  sinners ;  not  because  they  are  un 
worthy,  but  because  they  eat  and  drink  unworthily,  not 
discerning  the  Lord's  body.  If  any  of  you  who  are  here 
present,  then,  know  yourselves  to  be  the  willing  servants 
of  sin,  being  without  repentance  and  faith,  and  yielding 
yourselves  to  the  power  of  worldly  affections  and  lusts, 
we  solemnly  warn  and  admonish  you,  that  ye  presume 
not,  so  long  as  this  is  your  character,  to  come  to  the  table 
of  the  Lord.  Do  not  pretend,  in  this  way,  to  join  right 
eousness  with  unrighteousness,  and  light  with  darkness. 
"  Ye  cannot  drink  the  cup  of  the  Lord,  and  the  cup  of 
devils ;  ye  cannot  be  partakers  of  the  Lord's  table,  and 
of  the  table  of  devils." 

On  the  other  hand,  we  cordially  invite  to  this  table  all 
who  are  truly  grieved  and  penitent  for  their  sins,  who 
look  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  for  righteousness  and  salva 
tion,  who  abide  in  the  fellowship  of  His  Church,  and  who 
earnestly  desire  to  possess  His  Spirit  and  to  walk  in  His 
steps.  To  all  such  the  voice  of  the  infinitely  compassion 
ate  Redeemer  Himself  speaks:  "Come  unto  Me,  all  ye 
that  labor,  and  are  heavy  laden,  and  I  will  give  you  rest.'' 
Fear  not,  therefore,  as  many  of  you  as  have  this  mind,  to 
16* 
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embrace  the  joyful  and  glorious  privilege  which  is  hero 
ottered  tor  your  use.  "Having,  brethren,  boldness  to 
enter  into  the  holiest  by  the  blood  of  Jesus,  by  a  new  and 
living  way,  whieh  He  hath  conscerated  for  us,  through 
the  vail,  that  is  to  say,  His  flesh;  and  having  a  High 
JViestover  the  house  of  God,  let  us  draw  near  with  a  true 
heart,  in  full  assurance  of  faith,  having  our  hearts  sprin 
kled  from  an  evil  conscience,  and  our  bodies  washed  with 
pure  water." 

<  )nly  ye  must  take  good  heed,  that  your  particular  pre 
paration  lor  the  Sacrament  at  this  time  be  sincere  and 
whole,  according  to  God's  command  ;  so  that  no  let  or 
bar  may  be  found  in  yourselves  to  its  proper  comfort  and 
benefit.  See-  that  ye  have  grace,  not  only  in  general 
habit,  but  also  in  present  exercise  and  power.  Kcnew 
your  repentance  and  faith.  Be  in  perfect  charity  with  all 
men.  Tut  away  from  you  the  leaven  of  malice  and 
wickedness.  Remember  earnestly  your  past  offences  and 
shortcomings,  that  ye  may  humble  yourselves,  with  true 
hearty  confession,  under  the  mighty  hand  of  Him,  who 
alone  has  power  to  exalt  you  spiritually  in  His  own  good 
time.  Thus,  clothed  in  the  robes  of  salvation,  you  will 
be  able  to  compass  God's  holy  altar  with  thankfulness 
and  joy,  and  to  share  the  full  benefit  of  its  one  offering 
lor  .-in,  while  you  feed  on  the  sacrifice  at  the  same  time 
as  the  bread  of  everlasting  life.  For  in  this  most  com- 
i'ortable  Sacrament  of  the  Body  and  J>lood  of  our  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ,  we  have  exhibited  and  brouirht  home  to  us 

O 

at  once,  both  the  forgiveness  of  sins  through  His  death, 
and  the  gift  of  immortality  through  His  glorious  resur 
rection  ;  according  to  His  own  word:  "  Verily,  verily,  I 
say  unto  you,  Except  ye  eat  the  flesh  of  the  Son  of  Man, 
and  drink  His  blood,  ye  have  no  life  in  you.  'Whoso 
eateth  My  flesh,  and  drinketh  My  blood,  hath  eternal 
life;  and  I  will  raise  him  up  at  the  last  day.  For  My 
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flesh  is  meat  indeed,  and  My  blood  is  drink  indeed.  He 
that  eatetli  My  flesh,  and  drinketh  My  Mood,  dwelleth  in 
Me,  and  I  in  him.  As  the  living  Father  hath  sent  Me, 
and  I  live  bv  the  Father;  so  he  that  eatetli  Me,  even  lie 
shall  live  by  Me.  This  is  that  bread  which  eame  down 
iVom  heaven:  not  as  your  lathers  did  eat  manna,  and  arc 
dead;  he  that  eatetli  of  this  bread  shall  live  lor  ever." 

Ye  then,  beloved  brethren  in  the  Lord,  wh<>  have 
looked  earnestly  into  your  own  hearts,  and  who  find  in 
yourselves  these  good  dispositions  of  penitence  and  faith, 
with  the  sineere  desire  and  purpose  of  forsaking  all  sin 
and  following  after  all  Christian  holiness,  approach  with 
me  now  to  the  throne  of  grace,  and  make  your  humblo 
eonfession  to  Almighty  God. 

All  kneeling. 

ALMHJHTY  (!OD,  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  Maker 
of  all  tilings,  Judge  of  all  men  ;  we  east  ourselves  down  at 
Thy  feet,  with  deep  humiliation  and  heartfelt  penitent 
grief,  in  view  of  our  manifold  sins  and  great  unrighteous 
ness,  whereby  we  have  provoked  against  ourselves  most 
justly  Thine  indignation  and  wrath.  "We  have  sinned 
against  Thee  in  thought,  word,  and  deed.  "We  have  broken 
Thy  holy  laws.  "We  have  come  short  of  Thy  righteous 
ness  and  glory,  in  all  our  ways.  Our  lives  bear  testimony 
against  us,  and  our  own  hearts  condemn  us,  as  bein«r 
prone  to  all  evil,  and  backward  to  all  good.  We  luive 
abused  Thy  mercies,  and  made  light  of  Thy  judgments. 
"We  have  turned  aside  from  Thy  covenant;  and  have  not 
been  faithful  and  diligent,  as  we  ought  to  have  been,  in 
using  the  helps  of  Thy  grace  for  our  own  eternal  salva 
tion.  "We  acknowledge  and  bewail  before  Thee,  the  cor 
ruption  of  our  nature,  the  vanity  of  our  minds,  the  way 
wardness  of  our  hearts,  the  wanderings  and  apostasies  of 
our  whole  fallen  life.  Righteousness  bclongcth  unto 
Thee,  O  Lord;  and  unto  us  only  confusion  of  face."  But 
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unto  Thee,  O  Lord  our  God,  belong  also  mercies  and  for 
givenesses,  though  we  liave  rebelled  against  Thee.  For 
Tlmu.  Lord,  art  good,  and  ready  to  forgive,  and  plenteous 
in  TIMTCV  unto  all  them  that  call  upon  Thee.  Look  upon 
us,  therefore,  ()  righteous  and  Loly  Father,  with  an  eye 
of  pitv  and  compassion,  as  we  now  humble  ourselves, 
with  sincere  confession,  before  the  throne  of  Thy  heavenly 
L'race;  and  lor  the  sake  of  Thy  Son  Jesus  Christ,  whose 
blood  clcanscth  from  all  sin,  and  in  whom  Thou  hast 
declared  Thyself  to  be  ever  well  pleased,  speak  pardon 
and  peace  to  our  souls.  Let  Thy  mercy  be  upon  us,  O 
Lord,  according  as  we  hope  in  Thee.  And  with  the  lull 
pardon  of  our  past  sins,  be  pleased  also  to  quicken  us,  wo 
beseech  Thee,  in  the  way  of  righteousness,  and  uphold 
us  with  Thy  free  Spirit  ;  that  we  may  walk  worthy  hence 
forth  of  the  vocation  wherewith  we  arc  called,  and  ever 
hereafter  serve  and  please  Thee  in  newness  of  life,  to  the 
honor  and  glory  of  Thy  holy  name,  through  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord.

Then  shall  the  Minister  stand  up,  ami  sny: 

Hearken  now  unto  the  comforting  assurance  of  God's 
grace,  as  it  is  promised  in  His  own  word  unto  all  who 
turn  to  Him  with  true  repentance  and  faith. 

('mil  so  loved  the  world  that  Ho  gave  His  only 'begotten  Son,  that 
whosoever  belicvcth  in  Him  mi^ht  nut  perish,  but  have  everlastiii"- 
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life. — John  iii.  10. 

This  is  a  faithful  sayinir,  and  worthy  of  all  acceptation,  that 
Christ  Jesus  came  into  the  world  to  save  sinners. — 1  Tim.  i.  15. 

If  tliou  shalt  confess  with  thy  mouth  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  shalt 
believe  in  thine  heart  that  (lod  hath  raised  Him  from  the  dead, 
thou  shalt  be  saved.  Fur  with  the  heart  man  believeth  unto  right 
eousness,  and  with  the  mouth  confession  is  made  unto  salvation. 
—  Rom.  x.  1),  10. 

If  we  confess  our  sins.  He  is  faithful  and  just  to  forgive  as  our 
sins,  and  to  cleanse  us  from  all  unrighteousness. — 1  John  i.  9. 
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Then  said  Jesus  to  tlicm  a<_rain,  Peace  be  unto  you  ;  as  My  Father 
liatli  sent  Me,  rvrn  so  send  I  you.  And  when  He  had  said  this, 
He  breathed  on  them,  and  saith  unto  them.  Receive  ye  the  Holy 
Ghost.  Whosesoever  .sins  ye  remit,  they  are  remitted  unto  them ; 
and  whosesoever  sins  ve  retain,  they  are  retained. — Jo/in  xx.-1-li.'J. 

I'nto  as  inaiiv  of  vou,  therefore,  beloved  in  the  Lord, 
as  have  now  made  confession  of  vour  sins  unto  God  with 
In-arty  repentance  and  sincere  faith,  being  resolved  to 
turn  from  them  and  to  follow  after  righteousness  and  tnio 
holiness  in  time  to  conn1,  I  declare  hy  the  authority  of  the 
(iospel,  that  all  your  sins  are  remitted  and  forgiven, 
through  the  perfect  satisfaction  of  the  most  holy  passion 
and  death  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  And  now  may  thu 
very  (iod  of  peace  sanctify  you  wholly;  and  1  prav  (Jod, 
your  whole  spirit,  and  soul,  and  body,  be-  preserved  blame 
less  unto  the  coining  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Faithful 
is  lie  that  calleth  you,  who  also  will  do  it.

Then  shall  the  congregation  rise,  ami  join  in   sinjriiifr  n  Doxolnrjii  or  n  short 
J/!/mn  ;  after  which  the  service  shall 'be  conclu  k"l  with  this  UfiieJiclion  : 

The  (jod  of  peace,  that  brought  ai^ain  irom  the  dead 
our  Lord  Jesus,  that  great  Shepherd  of  the  sheep,  through 
the  blood  of  the  everlasting  covenant,  make  vou  perfect 
in  every  good  work,  to  do  1 1  is  will,  working  in  you  that 
which  is  well  pleasing  in  His  sight,  through  Jesus  Christ: 
to  whom  be  glory  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen. 
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[When  tlio  rnmninnion  is  celebrated,  this  service  shall  take  the  place  of 
the  regular  service  of  the  Lori's  Day.] 

The  Minister,  standing  at  the  altar,  shall  begin  thus:

ALMKIHTY  and  everlasting  God,  who  by  the  blood  of

Then  shall  the  Minister  pronounce  slowly  and  solemnly,  either  the  whole,  or 
some  p;irt,  of  the  following  selection  of  passages  from  the  llobj  Scrip 
tures  : 

Surely  ITe  hath  borne  our  griefs,  and  carried  our  sorrows  :  yet  we 
did  esteem  Him  stricken,  smitten  of  God,  and  afflicted.  But  lie  was 
Wounded  lor  our  transgressions,  lie  was  bruised  for  our  iniquities  : 
the  chastisement  of  our  peaee  was  upon  Him  :  and  Avith  His  stripes 
we  are  healed.  All  we  like  sheep  have  gone  astray;  we  have  turned 
every  one  to  his  own  way;  and  the  Lord  hath  laid  on  Him  the  ini 
quity  of  us  all.  He  was  oppressed,  and  He  was  afflicted,  yet  lie 
opened  not  His  mouth  :  lie  is  brought  as  a  lamb  to  the  slaughter, 
and  as  a  sheep  before  her  shearers  is  dumb,  so  He  opened  not  His 
mouth. — ha.  liii.  4-7. 

Tlio  next  day  John  soeth  Jesus  coming  unto  him,  and  saith,  Be 
hold  the  Lamb  of  God,  which  taketh  away  the  sin  of  the  world! 
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This  is  He  of  whom  I  said,  After  me  cometh  a  man  which  is  pre 
ferred  before  me ;  t'<>r  He  was  before  me.  And  1  knew  Him  not: 
but  that  He  should  be  made  manifest  to  Israel,  then-fore  am  I  come 
bapti/ini:  with  water.  And  John  bare  record,  saying,  I.  saw  the 
Spirit  descending  from  heaven  like  a  dove,  and  it  abode  upon  Him. 
And  I  knew  Him  not  :  but  He  that  sent  me  to  bapti/e  with  water, 
the  same  said  unto  me,  Upon  whom  thou  shall  see  the  Spirit  de 
scending,  and  remaining  on  Him,  the  same  is  He  which  bapti/.eth 
with  the  Holy  (I host.  And  1  saw,  and  bare  record  that  this  is  the 
Son  of  God. — Joint  i.  2J)-:J4. 

And  as  Moses  lifted  up  the  serpent  in  the  wilderness,  even  so 
must  the  Son  of  man  be  lifted  up  :  that  whosoever  believeth  in  Him 
should  not  perish,  but  have  eternal  life.  For  God  so  loved  the 
world,  that  He  gave  His  only  begotten  Son.  that  whosoever  believeth 
in  Him  should  not  perish,  but  have  everlasting  life.  For  (Jod  sent 
not  His  Son  into  the  world  to  condemn  the  world;  but  that  the 
world  through  Him  might  be  saved. — John  iii.  1-1-17. 

This  then  is  the  message  which  we  have  heard  of  Him,  and  de 
clare  unto  you,  that  God  is  light,  and  in  Him  is  no  darkness  at  all. 
If  we  say  that  we  have  fellowship  with  Him,  and  walk  in  darkness, 
we  lie,  and  do  not  the  truth  :  but  if  we  walk  in  the  light,  as  He  is 
in  the  light,  we  have  fellowship  one  with  another,  and  the  blood 
of  Jesus  Christ  His  Son  cleanseth  us  from  all  sin.  If  we  say  that 
we  have  no  sin,  we  deceive  ourselves,  and  the  truth  is  not  in  us. 
If  we  confess  our  sins,  He  is  faithful  and  just  to  forgive  us  our  sins, 
and  to  cleanse  us  from  all  unrighteousness. — 1  John  i.  5-1*. 

In  this  was  manifested  the  love  of  (lod  toward  us,  because  that 
God  sent  His  only  begotten  Son  into  the  world,  that  we  might  live 
through  Him.  Herein  is  love,  not  that  we  loved  God,  but  that  He 
loved  us,  and  sent  His  Son  to  be  the  propitiation  for  our  sins. — 
1  John  iv.  9,  10. 

Abide  in  Me,  and  I  in  you.  As  the  branch  cannot  bear  fruit  of 
itself,  except  it  abide  in  the  vine;  .no  more  can  ye,  except  ye  abide 
in  Me.

Whoso  eateth  My 
ilr.-li.aiid  drinketh  My  blond,  hath  eternal  life;  and  1  will  raise  him 
up  at  the  last  day.  For  My  flesh  is  meat  indeed,  and  My  blood  is 
drink  indeed.  lie  that  eateth  My  flesh,  and  drinketh  My  blood, 
dwellelh  in  Me,  and  1  in  him.  As  the  living  Father  hath  sent  Mo, 
:md  I  live  by  the  Father;  so  In-  that  eateth  Me,  eyen  he  shall  live 
b\  Me.  This  is  that  bread  which  came  down  from  heaven  :  not  as 
your  fathers  did  eat  manna,  and  are  dead:  lie  that  eateth  of  this 
bread  shall  live  for  ever.— .A;////  vi.  f>l-f>S.

After  this,  a  brief  ,SV /•/«"»  or  /fm/ii/;/  may  l>e  preaclie(l,  suitable  to  the  occa- 
sion.  Or,  instead  of  this,  the  Minister  may,  if  he  see  proper,  read  a  tit 
li  -  on  of  ni'i.lrrate  length,  taken  from  the  Holy  (iospels,  on  the  history  of 
Christ's  Passion  ami  Death. 

JI,i\iii";  i-ca'-hed  this  point,  (he  service  shall  now  p-o  forward  with  the  rccita- 
ti.in  uf  tin1  \n-i'/t,'  Cr«'tl  (\i.  ](>),  the  people  rising  and  joining  in  it,  •whether 
.^|Mpk('ii  in-  Min^r.  Instead  of  which,  however,  on  the  occasion  of  the  hist 
Communion  in  the  Church  year,  use  shall  be  made  in  the  same  way  of  the 
At/ninn.'iiiiii  ( 'i-iiil  (  p.  17). 

Here  shall  follow  a  collection  of  the  Ofrrini/s  of  the  people,  to  bo  devoted  to 
t!i"  service  uf  the  poor,  or  to  some  stricllv  benevolent  purpose;  during 
which  the  Miui-ter  shall  read  some  sentences  from  the  Holy  Scriptures, 
such  as  may  seem  to  him  suitable  to  the  occasion.  When  made,  (lie  col 
lection  shall  be  bp.imht  by  the  Deacons,  in  some  proper  vessel  provided 
for  the  purpose,  to  the  Minister;  who  shall  then  reverently  place  it  upon 
the  altar,  in  token  of  its  proper  meaning,  as  an  oblation  presented  unto 
(io'l.  After  which  he  shall  uncover  and  expose  to  view  the  vessels  con 
taining  the  I'.read  and  Wine  for  the  use  of  the  Holy  Sacrament,  and  then 
proceed  as  follows  :

Jcsu.s  Christ,  wlu-n  lie  was  about   to  finish  the  work  of 
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our  redemption  by  making  Himself  a  sacrifice  for  our  sine* 
upon  the  cross,  solemnly  instituted  the  Holy  Sacrament 
of  His  own  Body  and  Blood  ;  that  it  might  be  the  abiding 
memorial  of  His  precious  death;  the  seal  of  His  perpetual 
presence  in  the  Church  by  the  Holy  (thost;  the  mystical 
exhibition  of  His  one  offering  of  Himself  made  once,  but 
of  force  always,  to  put  away  sin;  the  pledge  of  His  undy 
ing  love  to  His  people;  and  the  bond  of  His  living  union 
and  fellowship  with  them  to  the  end  of  time.  From  all 
this  we  may  understand  how  great  and  glorious  the  Sacra 
ment  is,  and  with  what  just  reason  it  hath  ever  been  re 
garded  in  the  Church  as  that  act  of  worship,  in  whieh 
men  are  brought  most  near  to  God,  and,  as  it  were,  into 
the  innermost  sanctuary  of  His  presence,  the  holiest  of 
all,  where  more  than  in  any  other  service  it  is  lit  that 
their  adoration  should  be  joined  with  sacred  reverence, 
and  awe.  \Vc  have  to  do  here,  in  a  mystery,  not  with 
the  shadows  and  types  only  of  heavenly  things,  but  with 
the  very  realities  themselves  of  that  true  spiritual  world 
in  which  Christ,  now  risen  from  the  dead,  continually 
lives  and  reigns.  See,  then,  as  many  of  you  as  have  it  in 
mind  to  take  part  in  this  service,  that  ye  be  properly 
clothed  for  the  occasion  with  the  spirit  of  humility,  self- 
recollection,  penitence,  and  prayer.  Examine  yourselves, 
whether  ye  be  in  the  faith  ;  prove  your  own  selves. 
Renew  inwardly  your  baptismal  engagements  and  vows. 
Renounce  all  sin  both  in  your  lives  and  in  your  hearts. 
13e  in  perfect  charity  with  all  men.  Christ  our  Passover 
is  sacrificed  for  us;  therefore  let  us  keep  the  feast,  not 
with  old  leaven,  neither  with  the  leaven  of  malice  and 
wickedness,  but  with  the  unleavened  bread  of  sincerity 
and  truth.  Present  yourselves  on  the  altar  of  the  Gospel, 
in  union  with  His  glorious  merits,  a  living  saerifice,  holy, 
acceptable  unto  God,  which  is  your  reasonable  service; 
giving  thanks  unto  the  Father,  which  hath  made  us  meet 
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to  be  partakers  of  the  inheritance  of  the  saints  in  light; 
who  hath  delivered  us  from  the  power  of  darkness,  and 
translated  us  into  the  kingdom  of  His  dear  Son  :  in  whom 
we  have  redemption  through  His  blood,  even  the  forgive 
ness  of  sins.  And  now  that  we  may  be  able  so  to  com 
pass  God's  holy  altar  with  righteousness  and  joy,  let  us 
iirst  of  all  bow  down  before  Him,  and  make  humble  con 
fession  of  our  sins,  that  we  may  obtain  forgiveness  of  the 
same  through  His  infinite  goodness  and  mercy.

Almighty  God,  our  Heavenly  Father,  who  dost  admit 
Thy  people  unto  such  wonderful  communion,  that  par 
taking  by  a  divine  mystery  of  the  Body  and  Blood  of  Thy 
dear  Son,  they  should  dwell  in  Him,  and  lie  in  them; 
we  unworthy  sinners,  approaching  to  Thy  presence,  and 
beholding  Thy  glory,  do  abhor  ourselves,  and  repent  in 
dust  and  ashes.  AVe  have  sinned,  we  have  sinned,  we 
have  grievously  sinned  against  Thee,  in  thought,  in  word, 
and  in  deed,  provoking  most  justly  Thy  wrath  and  indig 
nation  against  us.  Our  righteousnesses  are  as  filthy  rags; 
our  iniquities,  like  the  wind,  have  carried  us  away.  The 
remembrance  of  our  transgressions  and  shortcomings  fills 
us  with  sorrow  and  shame.  Yet  now,  O  most  merciful 
Father,  have  mercy  upon  us  ;  for  the  sake  of  Jesus  Christ, 
forgive  us  all  our  sins;  purify  us,  by  the  inspiration  of 
Thy  Holy  Spirit,  from  all  uncleanness  in  spirit  and  in 
flesh;  enable  us  heartily  to  forgive  others,  as  we  beseech 
Thee  to  forgive  us ;  and  grant  that  we  may  hereafter 
serve  Thee  in  newness  of  life;  to  the  glory  of  Thy  holy 
name,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

Here  the  Minister  shall  rise  and  say: 

The  God  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  Father  of  glory, 
grant  unto  you  the  spirit  of  wisdom  and  revelation  in  the 
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knowledge  of  Him  :  the  eyes  of  your  understanding  being 
enlightened,  that  ye  may  know  what  is  the  hope  of  His 
calling,  and  what  the  riches  of  the  glory  of  His  inherit 
ance  in  the  saints,  and  what  is  the  exceeding  greatness 
of  His  power  to  usward  who  believe;  according  to  the 
working  of  His  mighty  power,  which  lie  wrought  in 
Christ,  when  He  raised  Him  from  the  dead,  and  set  Him 
at  His  own  right  hand  in  the  heavenly  places,  far  above  all 
principality,  and  power,  and  might,  and  dominion,  and 
every  name  that  is  named,  not  only  in  this  world,  but  also 
in  that  which  is  to  come;  and  hath  put  all  things  under 
His  feet,  and  gave  Him  to  be  the  head  over  all  things  to 
the  Church,  which  is  His  body,  the  fulness  of  Him  that 
iilleth  all  in  all. 

And  now  unto  Him  that  is  able  to  do  exceeding  abun 
dantly  above  all  that  we  ask  or  think,  according  to  tlio 
power  that  worketh  in  us,  unto  Him  be  glory  in  the  Church 
by  Christ  Jesus,  throughout  all  ages,  world  without  end. 

K.  Amen. 

The  whole  Congregation  now  rising,  the  Minister  shall  proceed : 
The  Lord  he  with  you. 
lx.   And  with  thy  spirit. 

Lift  up  your  hearts. 

1\.    We  lift  them  up  unto  the  Lord. 

Let  us  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord  our  God. 

K.  It  is  meet  and  right  so  to  do. 

It  is  very  meet,  right,  and  our  bounden  duty,  that  we 
nhould  at  all  times,  and  in  all  places,  give  thanks  unto 
Thee,  Lord  God  Almighty,  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghost. 

l»cfore  the  mountains  were  brought  forth,  or  ever  Thou 
hadst  formed  the  earth  and  the  world,  even  from  ever 
lasting  to  everlasting,  Thou  art  God. 
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Tlion  didst  in  the  beginning  create  all  things  for  Thy- 
self.  By  Thy  word  were  the  heavens  made,  and  all  the 
host  of  them  by  the  breath  of  Thy  mouth.  The  armies 
of  the  invisible  world,  angels  and  archangels,  thrones, 
dominions,  principalities,  and  powers;  the  glorious  firma 
ment  on  high,  sun,  moon,  and  stars;  the  earth  and  the 
fulness  thereof;  all  are  the  work  of  Thy  hands,  and  all 
are  upheld  by  Thee  continually  in  their  being,  as  thej 
stand  by  Thee,  likewise,  in  their  appointed  order  and 
course.

AVe  bless 
Thee  for  His  holy  incarnation  ;  for  His  life  on  earth;  for 
His  precious  sufferings  and  death  upon  the  cross ;  for  His 
resurrection  from  the  dead ;  and  for  His  glorious  ascen 
sion  to  Thy  right  hand.  We  bless  Thee  for  the  giving 
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of  the  Holy  Ghost;  for  the  institution  of  the  Church;  for 
the  means  of  grace  ;  for  the  hope  of  everlasting  life;  and 
for  the  glory  which  shall  he  brought  unto  us  at  the 
coming,  and  in  the  kingdom,  of  Thy  dear  Son. 

Thee,  mighty  God,  heavenly  King,  we  magnify  and 
praise.  \.Vith  patriarchs  and  prophets,  apostles  and 
martyrs  ;  with  tin-  holy  Church  throughout  all  the  world; 
with  the  heavenly  Jerusalem,  the  joyful  assembly  and 
congregation  of  the  first-born  on  high;  with  the  innu 
merable  company  of  angels  round  about  Thy  throne,  the 
heaven  of  heavens,  and  all  the  powers  therein  ;  we  wor 
ship  and  adore  Thy  glorious  name,  joining  in  the  song  of 
the  Cherubim  and  Seraphim,  and  with  united  voice, 
saying:

THIS  DO  YE  AS  OFTEN  AS  YE  DRINK  IT,  IN  REMEMBRANCE

Let  us  pray. 

ALMIGHTY  GOD,  our  heavenly  Father,  send  down,  we 

beseech  Thee,   the   powerful   benediction   of  Thy    Holy 

Spirit  upon  these  elements  of  bread  and  wine,  that  being 

set  apart  now  from  a  common  to  a  sacred  and  mystica'

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use,  they  may  exhibit  and  represent  to  us  with  true  effec\ 
the  Body  and  Blood  of  Thy  Son,  Jesus  Christ ;  so  that 
in  the  use  of  them  we  may  be  made,  through  the  power 
of  the  Holy  Ghost,  to  partake  really  and  truly  of  His 
blessed  life,  whereby  only  we  can  be  saved  from  death, 
and  raised  to  immortality  at  the  last  day.

Then  the  Minister  sh:ill  s:\y  : 

Almighty  God,  the  Father  everlasting,  from  whom  all 
blessing  and  power  proceed,  shed  down  upon,  you  abun 
dantly  the  riches  of  His  heavenly  grace-. 

The  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  Head  ot'IIishody  the  Church, 
who  holdeth  the  seven  stars  in  His  right  hand,  and  walk- 
cth  in  the  midst  of  the  seven  golden  candlesticks,  send 
forth  His  light  and  His  truth,  and  guide  you  in  the  way 
of  eternal  salvation.

The  peace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  be  with  you  all.

Here  the  Holy  Communion  shall  take  place.  While  ft  suitable  sacramental 
hymn  is  sung,  the  people  shall  come  forward  for  the  purpose  in  successive 
companies,  und  take  their  position  in  front  of  the  altar,  all  reverently 
ami  ilevnutly  standing.  The  proper  <>nler  requires  that  the  officiating 
Minister  should  first  receive  the  Communion  in  both  kinds  himself,  and 
administer  the  same  to  his  assistants;  and  that  he  should  then  proceed 
with  their  help  to  administer  it,  first  to  the  elders  and  deacons,  and  after 
wards  to  the  people;  distributing  first  the  bread  and  then  the  cup. 
The  bread  may  be  presented  with  the  words: 

The  bread  which  we  break,  is  the  Communion  of  tl;t 
Body  of  Christ. 

The  cup  with  the  words: 

The  cup  of  blessing  which  we  bless,  is  the  Communion 
of  the  Blood  of  Christ. 

Or,  instead  of  these  forms,  if  it  be  preferred,  the  Minister  may  repeat  the 
words  of  institution  in  full  relating  to  each  part ;  adding  afterwards,  any 
other  suitable  sentences  which  he  may  see  proper  to  use,  from  the  Holy 
Scriptures.  It  is  not  necessary,  however,  that  he  should  continue  speak 
ing  all  the  time  he  is  distributing  the  elements;  full  silence  at  times  may 
be  better  than  any  words. 
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Each  company  of  Communicants,  -when  its  turn  of  receiving  is  over,  may 
be  dismissed  with  one  of  the  usual  Benedictions,  or  with  this  form: 

May  the  Holy  Communion  of  the  33ody  and  Blood  of 
our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  keep  and  preserve 
you,  each  one,  in  body,  soul,  and  spirit,  unto  everlasting 
life.  Amen. 

Depart  in  peace. 

When  all  have  communicated,  the  Minister  shall  offer  a  free  Prayer,  or  the 
Post- Communion  Prayer  may  be  said,  as  follows: 

Almighty  and  everlasting  God,  we  give  Thee  most 
hearty  thanks  for  the  great  goodness  Thou  hast  shown 
toward  us  at  this  time,  in  vouchsafing  to  feed  us,  through 
these  holy  mysteries,  with  the  spiritual  food  of  the  most 
precious  body  and  blood  of  thy  Son,  our  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ;  assuring  us  thereby,  that  we  are  very  members 
incorporate  in  the  mystical  body  of  Thy  Son,  and  heirs 
through  hope  of  Thine  everlasting  kingdom,  by  the 
merits  of  His  most  blessed  death  and  passion.  And  we 
most  humbly  beseech  Thee,  0  heavenly  Father,  so  to 
assist  us  with  Thy  grace,  that  we  may  continue  in  that 
holy  fellowship,  and  do  all  such  good  works  as  Thou  hast 
prepared  for  us  to  walk  in ;  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord,  to  whom  with  Thee  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  all 
honor  and  glory,  world  without  end.  Amen. 

Thon  shall  be  sung  or  said  the  Te  Dcum,  unless  it  may  have  been  used  in  the 
first  part  of  the  service;  in  which  case  it  will  be  proper  to  use  instead  of 
it  here,  the  Gloria  in  Excelsis,  or  a  part  of  the  103d  Psalm.  After  which 
the  Minister  shall  pronounce,  in  conclusion  of  the  whole  service,  this 

Benediction  : 

The  peace  of  God,  which  passeth  all  understanding, 
keep  your  hearts  and  minds  in  the  knowledge  and  love 
of  God,  and  of  His  Son  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord  ;  and  the 
blessing  of  God  Almighty,  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the 
Holy  Ghost,  be  amongst  you,  and  remain  with  you 
always.  Amen. 
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[Baptism  shall  be  performed  in  the  Church,  except  for  good  reason  ] 

The  water  being  provided  and  put  into  the  Font,  or  pome  other  clean  vessel, 
fit  and  decent  for  the  sacred  ordinance,  the  Minister,  standing  neur  to  it, 
shall  begin  thus: 

IN  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
Holy  Ghost.  Amen. 

DKAKLY  BKLOYKD:  Our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ, 
alter  His  resurrection,  and  shortly  before  His  ascension  to 
the  right  hand  of  God  the  Father  Almighty,  instituted 
the  holy  sacrament  of  Baptism  for  the  remission  of  sins, 
saying  to  his  disciples:  UA11  power  is  given  unto  Me  in 
heaven  and  in  earth.  Go  ye,  therefore,  and  teach  all 
nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and 
of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost;  teaching  them  to 
observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you  : 
and,  lo,  I  am  with  you  alway,  even  unto  the  end  of  the 
world." 

Hear,  also,  what  is  written  in  another  place,  showing 
plainly  the  regard  which  the  Saviour  had  to  young  chil 
dren  as  being  proper  and  tit  subjects  for  His  kingdom  of 
grace:  "And  they  brought  young  children  to  Him,  that

lie  might  touch  them  ;  and  His  disciples  rebuked  those 
that  brought  them.  But  when  Jesus  saw  it,  lie  was 
much  displeased,  and  said,  Sutler  the  little  children  to 
come  unto  Me,  and  forbid  them  not ;  for  of  such  is  the 
kingdom  of  God.  Verily,  I  say  unto  you,  Whosoever 
shall  not  receive  the  kingdom  of  God  as  a  little  child,  he 
shall  not  enter  therein.  And  He  took  them  up  in  His 
arms,  put  His  hands  upon  them,  and  blessed  them." 

Therefore,  taking  encouragement  from  these  words,  and 
firmly  believing  that  the  promise  of  the  Xew  Covenant  is 
to  our  children  no  less  than  to  ourselves,  let  us  call  upon 
God  the  Father,  in  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
that  of  His  bounteous  mercy  He  may  grant  to  this  child, 
through  the  holy  sacrament  of  Baptism,  that  which  by 
nature  he  cannot  have;  that  being  washed  from  his  sins, 
and  delivered  from  the  power  of  the  Devil,  he  may  be 
made  a  member  of  Christ's  Holy  Church  unto  eternal 
salvation. 

Here  the  Congregation  shall  rise,  and  continue  standing  until  the  Baptism  is 
performed. 

ALMIGHTY  and  everlasting  God,  who  of  Thy  great 
mercy  didst  save  Xoah  and  his  family  in  the  ark  by 
water;  and  also  didst  safely  lead  the  children  of  Israel, 
Thv  people,  through  the  Red  Sea,  figuring  thereby  Thy 
holy  baptism  ;  and  by  the  baptism  of  Thy  well  beloved 
Son,  Jesus  Christ,  in  the  river  Jordan,  didst  sanctify  water 
to  the  mystical  washing  away  of  sin:  we  beseech  Thee  for 
thine  inlinite  mercies,  graciously  to  look  upon  this  child, 
',o  wash  him,  and  sanctity  him  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  that 
he  being  delivered  from  Thy  wrath,  may  be  received  into 
the  ark  of  Christ's  Church,  and  being  steadfast  in  faith, 
joyful  through  hope,  and  rooted  in  charity,  may  so  pass 
the  waves  of  this  troublesome  world,  that  finally  he  may 
come  to  the  land  of  everlasting  life,  there  to  reign  with 
Thee,  world  without  end,  through  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord. 

R.  Amen. 
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Then  the  Minister  shall  ad«lress  the  parents  or  sponsors  as  follows: 

DKAKLY  BKLOVI:I>:  You  have  brought  tJtis  chibl  into  the 
Church  of  (lod,  and  do  seek  tor  him  deliverance  from  the 
power  of  the  Devil,  the  remission  of  sin,  and  the  gift  of  a 
new  and  spiritual  life  hv  the,  IIolv  Ghost,  through  the 
Sacrament  of  .Baptism,  which  Christ  huth  ordained  for 
the  communication  of  such  great  grace.  These  benefits 
God,  on  His  part,  will  most  surely  bestow,  for  the  sake 
of  His  well  beloved  Son:  wherefore  it  is  my  duty,  in  the 
presence  of  God  and  before  this  congregation,  to  demand 
of  you,  who  arc  the  sureties  of  this  cliihl,  that  in  his 
behalf  and  for  A/JM,  who  cannot  answer  for  himself,  you 
do  now  make  that  confession  of  unfeigned  faith,  out  of  a 
pure  conscience,  which  Almighty  God  shall  accept  and 
answer,  by  vouchsafing  His  holy  Baptism. 

Dost  thou,  then,  in  the  name  of  this  child,  renounce 
the  Devil  with  all  his  ways  and  works,  the  world  with  its 
vain  pomp  and  glory,  and  the  flesh  with  all  its  sinful 
desires  ? 

Aus.  I  do. 

Dost  thou  believe  in  God  the  Father  Almighty,  Maker 
of  heaven  and  earth  ? 

And  in  Jesus  Christ  His  only  begotten  Son  our  Lord  ; 
who  was  conceived  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  born  of  the  Virgin 
Mary;  sulfered  under  Pontius  Pilate,  was  crucitied,  dead, 
and  buried  ;  descended  into  hell ;  the  third  day  rose  from 
the  dead  ;  ascended  into  heaven,  and  sitteth  at  the  right 
hand  of  God  the  Father  Almighty  ;  from  whence  He  shall 
come  to  judge  the  quick  and  the  dead?

At  the  time  appointed  for  Confirmation,  after  a  Sermon  suitable  to  the  occa 
sion,  and  the  singing  of  a  J/i/mn  by  the  Congregation,  or  Anthem  by  the 
Choir,  the  Minister  shall  read  the  names  of  the  Catechumens,  who  shall 
come  forward,  and  stand  around  the  Altar.

Following  the  example  of  the  holy  Apostles,  and  those 
who  succeeded  them,  the  Church  bestows  upon  those  who 
have  been  baptized,  either  as  adults  or  in  their  infancy, 
after  they  have  been  properly  instructed,  the  blessing  of 
Confirmation,  by  prayer  and  the  laying  on  of  hands. 

The  laving  on  of  hands  was  first  practised  as  a  religious 
act  by  devout  parents  upon  their  children,  whereby  they 
imparted  unto  them  the  parental  blessing,  and  confirmed 
them  in  faith  and  piety.  l>y  the  laying  on  of  hands  also, 
such  as  were  called  to  be  public  ministers  in  the  Church 
were  invested  with  the  authority  and  grace  of  the  sacred 
oflicc  ;  and  so  also  by  the  same  solemn  act  the  Apostles 
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of  our  Lord  communicated  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost  for 
the  continuation  of  believers  after  their  baptism.

DKAKLY  UKLOVED  ix  TIIK  LOUD:  As  children  of  your 
heavenly  Father,  ealled  to  a  holy  priesthood  in  the 
Church,  to  oiler  up  spiritual  sacrifices  to  (Jod  by  Jesus 
Christ,  you  are  now  to  receive  the  solemn  rite  of  Continua 
tion  by  the  laying  on  of  hands,  as  your  full  and  formal 
consecration  to  His  holv  service. 

In  this  holy  ordinance  you  on  your  part  renew  and 
ratify  the  promise  and  vow  made  in  your  baptism,  whilst 
the  Church,  in  (Jod's  stead,  claims  you  publicly  for  His 
service,  blesses  you  in  His  name,  confirms  you  in  His 
holy  covenant,  and  imparts  unto  you,  in  larger  measure, 
the  Holy  Ghost,  by  whose  help  alone,  you  are  able  to 
fill  til  your  vows  by  leading  holy  and  obedient  lives,  to 
your  own  salvation,  and  to  the  glory  of  His  victorious 
grace. 

That  you  may  publicly  declare  your  purpose,  renew 
your  vows,  and  confess  your  faith,  T,  as  a  Minister  of  Jesus 
Christ,  require  of  you  to  answer  to  the  following  ques 
tions  : 

Dost  thou  now,  in  the  presence  of  God  and  of  this  Con 
gregation,  renew  the  solemn  promise  and  vow  made  in 
your  name  at  your  baptism  ?  Dost  thou  ratify  and  con 
firm  the  same,  and  acknowledge  thyself  bound  to  believe 
and  to  do  all  those  things  which  your  parents  then  under 
took  for  you  ?

Dost  thou  renounce  the  Devil  with  all  his  ways  and 
works,  the  world  with  its  vain  pomp  and  glory,  and  the 
ilesh  with  all  its  sinful  desires? 

Ans.   /  do.

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Thou  the  Minister  shall  say  : 

Profess,  now,  your  faith  before  God  and  this  Congre 
gation. 

Here,  the  Congregation  standing,  the  Catechumens  shall  audibly  repeat  the 
Aj'ottles'  Creed,  or  the  Minister  shall  repeat  it,  the  Catechumens  accom 
panying  him  with  audible  voice. 

After  which,  the  Minister  shall  say  : 

Let  us  pray. 

ALMIC.HTY  and  everlasting  God,  who,  out  of  infinite 
mercy  in  Christ  Jesus,  hast  caused  these  Thy  servants  to  he 
born  again  of  water  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  hast  given 
unto  them  the  remission  of  their  sins  ;  strengthen  them, 
we  beseech  Thee,  O  Lord,  through  the  Holy  Ghost,  the 
Comforter;  and  daily  increase  in  them  the  manifold  gifts 
of  Thy  grace,  the  spirit  of  wisdom  and  understanding,  the 
spirit  of  counsel  and  might,  the  spirit  of  knowledge  and 
of  the  fear  of  the  Lord,  now  and  forever.  Amen. 

Then  the  Catechumens  shall  kneel,  and  the  Minister,  laying  his  hand  on  tho 
head  of  each  one  successively,  shall  say : 

The  very  God  of  peace  sanctify  you  wholly;  and  I 
pray  God  your  whole  spirit,  and  soul,  and  body,  be  pre 
served  blameless  unto  the  coming  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  Faithful  is  He  that  callcth  you,  who  also  will  do 
it.  Amen. 

The  Minister  shall  be  allowed,  in  addition  to  this,  to  use  one  or  more  of  tho 
following  sentences. 

The  God  of  peace,  that  brought  again  from  the  dead 
our  Lord  Jesus,  that  great  Shepherd  of  the  sheep,  through 
the  blood  of  the  everlasting  covenant,  make  you  perfect 
in  every  good  work  to  do  His  will,  working  in  you  that 
which  is  well  pleasing  in  His  sight,  through  Jesus  Christ, 
to  whom  be  glory  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen. 
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Grace  and  peace  be  multiplied  unto  you  through  the 
knowledge  of  (Jod,  and  of  Jesus  our  Lord.  Amen. 

The  (Jod  of  all  grace,  who  hath  called  us  unto  His 
eternal  glory  by  Christ  Jesus,  after  that  ye  have  suffered 
a  while,  make  you  perfect,  stablish,  strengthen,  settle 
you:  to  Him  be  glory  and  dominion  for  ever  and  ever. 
Amen. 

The  dod  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  Father  of  glory, 
give  unto  you  the  spirit  of  wisdom  and  salvation  in  the 
knowledge  of  Him:  the  eyes  of  your  understanding' 
being  enlightened  ;  that  ye  may  know  what  is  the  hope 
of  His  calling,  and  what  the  riches  of  the  glory  of  Ilia 
inheritance  in  the  saints,  and  what  is  the  exceeding  great 
ness  of  His  power  usward  who  believe.  Amen. 

The  peace  of  God  which  passeth  all  understanding, 
keep  your  heart  and  mind,  through  Christ  Jesus.  Amen. 

Grace  be  unto  you,  and  peace,  from  Him  which  is,  and 
which  was,  and  which  is  to  come;  and  from  the  seven 
spirits  which  are  before  His  throne;  and  from  Jesus 
Christ,  who  is  the  faithful  witness,  and  the  first-begotten 
of  the  dead,  and  the  prince  of  the  kings  of  the  earth. 
Unto  Him  that  loved  us,  and  washed  us  from  our  sins  in 
His  own  blood,  and  hath  made  us  kings  and  priests  unto 
God  and  His  Father;  to  Him  be  glory  and  dominion  for 
ever  and  ever.  Amen 

Then,  nil  kneeling,  the  Minister  shall  sny: 

Let  us  pray. 

ALMKJHTY  GOD,  our  heavenly  Father,  we  render  Thee 
thanks  for  the  great  mercy  Thou  hast  been  pleased  to 
show  toward  these  Thy  servants,  by  giving  them  power 
this  day  publicly  to  own  and  accept  for  themselves  Thy 
covenant  of  salvation  made  with  them  before  in  the  sa 
crament  of  Baptism,  and  by  continuing  unto  them  at 
this  time  the  same  grace  through  the  solemn  benediction

of  Thy  Holy  Church.  And  now,  O  Lord,  we  beseech 
Thee  to  verify  and  fulfil  in  them  the  truth  of  this  glorious 
covenant  unto  the  end,  that  as  they  have  been  introduced 
into  the  kingdom  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ, 
and  made  to  have  part  in  its  privileges  and  hopes,  they 
may  be  constantly  kept  in  the  same  by  the  power  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  through  faith,  unto  everlasting  life.  Fortify 
them  against  the  assaults  of  sin  and  hell.  Let  not  Satan 

O 

prevail  against  them.  Keep  them  from  the  evil  that  is  in 
the  world.  Help  them  to  walk  in  the  Spirit,  that  they 
may  not  fulfil  the  lusts  of  the  flesh.  Defend  them  from 
all  heresy  and  schism,  from  all  apostasy  and  unbelief. 
Let  them  never  draw  back  to  perdition.  Make  them 
faithful  unto  death,  that  no  man  may  take  from  them 
their  crown.  And  grant,  0  most  merciful  Father,  that 
having  continued  thus  steadfast  in  faith  and  hope  to, the 
end,  they  may  be  counted  worthy  to  be  joined  with  Thy 
saints  iu  heaven,  and  to  have  part  with  them  finally  in 
the  resurrection  of  the  dead,  through  Jesus  Christ  oiu 
Lord. 

R.  Amen. 

All  rising,  the  Minister  may  address  the  Congregation  as  follows  : 

DEARLY  BELOVED  ix  THE  LORD  :  Having  admitted  these 
persons  to  the  full  communion  of  the  Church,  we  now 
commend  them  to  your  Christian  sympathy  and  regard, 
and  ask  for  them  your  intercession  at  the  throne  of  mercy, 
that  they  may  grow  in  grace  and  in  the  knowledge  of 
our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  and  continue  faithful 
in  His  service  unto  death. 

Bear  in  mind  that  they  are  members  with  you  of  the 
Bame  body  of  Christ,  and  that  all  the  members  are  bound 
to  have  the  same  care  one  for  another;  so  that  if  one 
member  suffer,  all  the  members  should  suffer  with  it,  and 
if  one  member  be  honored,  all  the  members  should  re 
joice  with  it. 
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Take  heed  that  ye  offend  not  any  one  of  these  disci 
ples,  cither  hy  error  in  doctrine,  or  misconduct  in  life. 
Remember  the  awful  warning  of  the  Lord  Jesus:  Whoso 
shall  offend  one  of  these  little  ones  which  helieve  in  Me, 
it  were  hotter  for  him  that  a  millstone  were  hanged  about 
his  neck,  and  that  he  we're  drowned  in  the  depth  of  the 
sea.  Woo  unto  the  world  because  of  offences!  for  it 
must  needs  be  that  offences  come ;  but  woe  to  that  man 
by  whom  the  offence  cometh  ! 

Ye  that  are  strong  ought  to  bear  the  infirmities  of  the 
weak,  and  not  to  please  yourselves.  Let  every  one  please 
his  neighbor  for  his  good  to  edification.  For  even  Christ 
pleased  not  Himself,  and  came  not  to  be  ministered  unto, 
but  to  minister,  and  to  give  His  life  a  ransom  for  many. 

Let  us  provoke  one  another  to  love  and  to  every  good 
work;  striving  together  against  all  sin,  and  giving  all 
diligence  to  make  our  calling  and  election  sure;  so  that 
having  fought  the  good  fight  of  faith,  we  may  together 
win  the  crown  of  righteousness  which  the  Lord,  the 
righteous  Judge,  shall  give  unto  all  them  that  love  his 
appearing.  Amen. 

Then  the  Minister  shall  dismiss  the  Catechumen?,  saying: 

The  peace  of  God  which  passeth  all  understanding, 
keep  your  hearts  and  minds,  through  Christ  Jesus.

The  parties  to  be  mai-riod  shall  appear,  standing  before  the  Minister,  with 
their  friends  and  neighbors  or  other  witnesses ;  the  Man  on  the  right 
hand,  and  the  Woman  on  the  left.  The  Minister  shall  then  begin  and 
say: 

IN  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
Holy  Ghost.  Amen. 

DEARLY  BELOVED  :  "We  are  assembled,  in  the  sight  of 
God  and  of  His  holy  angels,  to  join  together  this  man 
and  this  woman  in  the  bonds  of  Matrimony;  which  is  an 
honorable  estate,  instituted  of  God  in  the  time  of  man's 
innoccncy,  confirmed  by  the  teaching  of  our  blessed 
Saviour,  and  compared  by  St.  .Paul  to  the  mystical  union, 
which  subsists  between  Christ  and  his  Church. 

Hear  what  the  "Word  of  God  says  concerning  it: 

And  the  Lord  God  said,  It  is  not  good  that  man  should  bo  alone, 
I  will  make  him  a  help  meet  for  him.  And  the  Lord  God  caused 
a  deep  sleep  to  fall  upon  Adam,  and  he  slept :  and  he  took  one  of 
his  ribs,  and  closed  up  the  flesh  instead  thereof:  and  of  the  rib, 
which  the  Lord  God  had  taken  from  man,  made  he  a  woman,  and 
brought  her  unto  the  man.  And  Adam  said,  This  is  now  bone  of 
my  bones,  and  flesh  of  my  flesh  :  she  shall  be  called  Woman,  because 
she  was  taken  out  of  Man.  Therefore  shall  a  man  leave  his  father 
and  his  mother,  and  shall  cleave  unto  his  wife;  and  they  shall  be 
one  flesh." 

Hear  further  what  is  said  by  our  Lord  in  the  Gospel 
of  St.  Matthew : 


MARRIAGE.  223 

Have  ye  not  read,  that  he  which  made  them  at  the  betrinninir, 
made  them  male  and  female,  and  said,  For  this  cause  shall  a  man 
leave  father  and  mother,  and  shall  cleave  to  his  wife  :  and  they 
twain  shall  be  one  flesh.  Wherefore  they  are  no  mure  twain,  but 
one  flesh.  What,  therefore,  (jod  hath  joined  together,  let  not  man 
put  asunder 

Hear  also  what  St.  Paul  says,  in  his  Kpistle  to  tin-  Kphe- 
sians,  as  touching  the  duties  of  husbands  toward  their 
wives,  and  of  wives  toward  their  husbands: 

Husbands,  love  v»ur  wives,  even  as  Christ  also  loved  the  Church, 
and  irave  himself  for  it  ;  that  lie  might  sanctify  and  cleanse  it  with 
the  washing  of  water  by  the  word,  that  he  might  present  it  to  him 
self  a  glorious  Church,  not  having  spot  or  wrinkle,  or  any  such 
thinn ;  but  that  it  should  be  holy  ;md  without  blemish.  So  ought 
men  to  love  their  wives,  as  their  own  bodies.  He  that  loveth  his 
wife  loveth  himself,  for  no  man  ever  yet  hated  his  own  flesh,  but 
nourisheth  and  cherisheth  it,  even  as  the  Lord  the  Church. 

Wives,  submit  yourselves  unto  your  own  husbands,  as  unto  the 
Lord.  For  the  husband  is  the  head  of  the  wife,  even  as  Christ  is 
the  head  of  the  Church:  and  he  is  the  Saviour  of  the  body.  There 
fore  as  the  Church  is  subject  unto  Christ,  so  let  the  wives  be  to 
their  own  husbands  in  every  thing. 

Into  this  holy  estate  these  two  persons  are  eome  to  he 
joined.  Therefore,  if  any  man  ean  show  any  just  causo 
why  they  may  not  he  lawfully  joined  together,  let  him 
now  speak,  or  forever  after  hold  his  peace. 


And  then,  addressing  the  persons  to  be  married,  he  shall  say  : 
Also,  I  charge  you  eaeh  and  both,  as  ye  will  answer 
before  (iod  at  the  day  of  judgment,  if  either  of  you  know 
any  reason  why  ve  may  not  he  lawfully  joined  together 
in  matrimony,  confess  it  now.  For  he  well  assured,  that 
all  those  who  are  brought  together,  contrary  to  the  word 
of  (.Jod,  are  not  joined 'together  of  (Jod;  neither  is  their 
marriage  lawful. 
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Jf  there  be  no  impediment  alleged,  or  suspicion  raised,  the  Minister  shall 
proceed,  and  say  unto  the  man : 

Wilt  tliou  take  this  woman  to  be  thy  wedded  wife  ? 

"Wilt  thou  love  her,  comfort  her,  honor  and  keep  her, 
in  sickness  and  in  health ;  and  forsaking  every  other, 
cleave  to  her  only,  so  long  as  ye  both  shall  live? 

The  man  shall  answer: 
I  Will 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say  unto  the  -woman: 

"Wilt  thou  take  this  man  to  be  thy  wedded  husband  ? 

Wilt  thou  obey  him  and  serve  him,  love,  honor,  and 
L.ccp  him,  in  sickness  and  in  health  ;  and,  forsaking  every 
other,  cleave  to  him  only,  so  long  as  ye  both  shall  live  ? 

The  -woman  shall  answer: 

I  will. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say: 

As  a  seal  to  this  holy  vow,  give  each  other  the  right 
hand. 

[If  a  ring  be  used,  when  they  have  joined  right  hands,  the  Minister  shall 
loose  them;  the  man  shall  give  a  ring  to  the  woman,  which  the  Minister 
taking  from  her  shall  deliver  again  to  the  man,  who  shall  then  place  it 
upon  the  third  finger  of  the  woman's  left  hand,  and  holding  it  there  shall 
say,  as  instructed  by  the  Minister : 

With  this  ring  I  thee  wed.~\ 
Then  shall  the  Minister  lay  his  hand  upon  the  hands  of  the  pair,  and  say: 

The  marriage  vow,  which  you  have  here  made,  before 
God  and  these  witnesses,  I  confirm,  in  the  name  of  the 
Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Amen. 

What  God  hath  joined  together,  let  not  man  put 
asunder. 

Let  us  pray. 

0  GOD,  who  by  Thy  mighty  power  didst  create  man  in 
Thine  own  image,  and  then  ordain  for  his  happiness  the 
estate  of  marriage,  to  be  continued  through  all  genera- 
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tions,  look  mercifully,  we  pi-ay  Thee,  upon  those  Thy 
servants  ;  that  both  this  man  mav  tnilv  lovo  his  wife,  ac 
cording  to  Thy  uord,  and  also  that  this  woman  may  ho 
lovinu;  and  amiable,  faithful  and  obedient  to  her  husband  ; 
and  in  all  quietness,  sobriety  and  peace,  be  a  follower  of 
holv  and  godly  matrons. 

<)  Lord,  bless  them  both  and  ^rant  them  an  inherit 
ance  in  Thine  everlasting  kingdom,  through  .lous 
( 'hrist,  i  >ur  L<  >rd.  .  1  //ten. 

( >ur  leather,  who  art  in  heaven,  ]  fallowed  be  Thy  name. 
Thv  kingdom  come,  rrhy  will  be  done  in  earth,  as  it  is 
in  heaven.  (Jive  us  this  day  our  daily  bread.  And  for 
give  us  our  trespasses,  as  we  forgive  them  that  trespass 
against  us.  And  lead  us  not  into  temptation;  hut  de 
liver  us  from  evil  :  for  Thine  is  the  kingdom,  the  power, 
and  the  glory,  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen. 

Tlu-n  slnill  he  Mi-ss  them  : 

Almighty  God,  who  at  the  beginning  did  create  our 
tirst  parents,  Adam  and  Kvo,  and  did  sanctify  and  give 
them  in  marriage,  pour  down  upon  \-oii  the  riches  of  His 
grace,  sanctify  and  bless  you,  that  you  may  please  Him 
both  in  body  and  soul,  and  I'm-  together  in  holy  love  and 
peace  unto  your  lives'  end:  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord.  Amen. 


THE   VISITATION  AND  COMMUNION 
OF  THE  SICK. 


Visitation  of  tire  £  it  It. 

When  any  one  is  sick,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to  the  Minister,  or,  if 
any  circumstance  prevent  his  attendance,  to  one  of  the  Elders  of  the 
Church,  who,  coming  to  the  sick  person,  shall  carefully  inquire  into  his 
spiritual  state. 

[If  the  sick  person  be  not  baptized,  he  shall  be  immediately  instructed  as 
to  his  duty  in  this  respect,  and  urged  to  becnmo  obedient  to  the  faith,  and 
enter  into  covenant  with  God.  To  this  end  the  following  Scripture  passages 
.shall  be  read  and  explained  to  him:  Matt,  xxviii.  18-110:  Mark  xvi.  ID; 
St.  John  iii.  5;  Acts  ii.  38-41  —  xxii.  l(i;  Horn.  vi.  3-1 'J  ;  G;il.  iii.  '21:  Col. 
ii.  12;  Titus  iii.  5;  1  Pet.  iii.  21.  If  the  sick  person  give  evidence  of  true 
repentance  and  faith,  the  Minister  shall  baptize  him  in  the  presence  of  one 
or  more  Elders  of  the  Church.  This  holy  Sacrament  shall  be  administered 
to  the  sick  only  in  cases  where  there  is  immediate  danger  of  death;  when 
recovery  is  confidently  expected,  Baptism  shall  be  deferred  till  his  recovery, 
when  he  shall  be  earnestly  urged  to  fulfil  the  vows  which  he  made  in  the 
hour  of  affliction.] 

When  the  necessary  examination  has  been  made,  and  the  proper  instruc 
tions  and  exhortations  have  been  given,  the  Minister,  or  Elder,  shall  say: 

DEAIILY  BELOVED  :  Bo  fully  persuaded  that  Almighty 
God  is  the  Lord  of  life  and  of  death,  and  that  all  His 
creatures  are  so  in  His  hands,  that  without  His  will  they 
cannot  so  much  as  move.  Wherefore,  know  certainly 
that  this  is  God's  visitation,  coming  not  hy  chance,  hut 
by  His  fatherly  hand.  Know  also  that  He  will  make 
whatever  afflictions  He  sends  upon  us  in  this  valley  of 
tears,  if  they  be  received  in  the  right  spirit,  and  used  iii 
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1hc  right  way,  turn  out  to  our  advantage:  for  lie  is 
able  to  do  it,  being  almighty  God,  and  willing,  being  a 
faithful  Father. 

That  your  present  afflictions  may  be  sanctified  to  you, 
and  made  to  conduce  to  this  blessed  end,  humble  your 
self  with  continual  repentance  for  all  your  sins  under  the 
mighty  hand  of  God.  Acknowledge  His  righteousness, 
and  endeavour  to  bear  your  sickness  with  true  Christian 
patience,  trusting  in  His  mercy  for  His  dear  Son  Jesus 
Christ's  sake,  rendering  unto  Him  childlike  thanks  for 
His  fatherly  visitation,  and  resigning  yourself  wholly  to 
His  will  ;  while  you  look  and  wait  for  His  salvation, 
either  in  your  restoration  to  health,  or  in  your  happy 
removal  to  a  higher  and  a  better  world. 

That  you  may  be  further  instructed  in  regard  to  God's 
will  concerning  you  in  this  your  sickness,  and  receive 
such  encouragement  and  consolation  as  in  your  present 
circumstances  you  need,  listen  to  those  things  which  are 
written  for  our  learning,  that  we,  through  patience  and 
comfort  of  the  Scriptures,  might  have  hope. 


Here  shall  be  read  or  repeated  some  proper  passages  from  the  Word  of  God, 
such  as  m.'iy  seem  in  number  and  form  to  suit  the  case  in  hand.  The  fol 
lowing  selections  are  given  in  the  way  of  directory  and  help  for  thie 
duty: 

I. 

AFFLICTION  cometli  not  forth  of  the  dust,  neither  doth  trouble 
g  out  of  the  ground. 

Behold,  happy  is  the  man  whom  God  correcteth  :  therefore 
despise  not  thou  the  chastening  of  the  Almighty  :  for  he  maketh 
sore,  and  bindeth  up  :  he  woundeth,  and  his  hands  make  whole. 
He  shall  deliver  thee  in  six  troubles  :  yea,  in  seven  there  shall  no 
evil  touch  thee.  —  Job  v.  6,  17,  18,  U). 

Behold,  I  have  refined  thee,  but  not  with  silver;  I  have  chosen 
thee  in  the  furnace  of  affliction.  —  Is.  xlviii.  10. 
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I  will  bring  them  through  the  fire,  and  will  refine  them  as  silver 
is  iviined,  and  will  try  them  as  gold  is  tried  :  they  shall  call  on  my 
name,  and  I  will  hear  them  :  I.  will  say,  It  is  my  people  :  and  they 
shall  Fay,  The  Lord  is  my  (lod.  —  Z<cli.  xiii.  1). 

Ye  have  forgotten  the  exhortation  which  speaketh  unto  you  as 
unto  children,  My  son,  despise  not  thou  the  chastening  of  the 
Lord,  nor  faint  when  thou  art  rebuked  of  him  :  for  whom  the  Lord 
loveth  he  chasteneth,  and  scourgeth  every  son  whom  he  receiveth. 

K  ye  endure  chastening,  (Jod  dealeth  with  you  as  with  sons;  for 
what  son  is  he  whom  the  father  chasteneth  not ' 

But  if  ye  be  without  chastisement,  whereof  all  arc  partakers,  then 
are  ye  bastards,  and  not  sons. 

Furthermore,  we  have  had  fathers  of  our  flesh  which  corrected. 
us,  and  we  gave  them  reverence  :  shall  we  not  much  rather  be  in 
subjection  unto  the  Father  of  spirits,  and  live? 

For  they  verily  for  a  few  days  chastened  us  after  their  own  plea 
sure  ;  but  he  for  our  profit,  that  we  might  be  partakers  of  his  holi 
ness. 

Now  no  chastening  for  the  present  sccmeth  tube  joyous,  but  grie 
vous:  nevertheless,  afterward  it  yieldeth  the  peaceable  fruit  of  right 
eousness  unto  them  which  are  exercised  thereby. 

Wherefore  lift  up  the  hands  which  hang  down?  and  the  feeble 
knees.  —  lib.  xii.  5-12. 

For  I  reckon  that  the  sufferings  of  this  present  time  are  not 
worthy  to  be  compared  with  the  glory  which  shall  be  revealed  in  us. — 
Hum.  viii.  18. 

II. 

BKFORE  I  was  afflicted  T  went  astray:  but  now  have  I  kept  thy 
word.  Thou  art  good,  and  doest  good;  teach  me  thy  statutes. 

It  is  good  for  me  that  1  have  been  afflicted;  that  I  might  learn 
thy  statutes. 

I  know,  <)  Lord,  that  thy  judgments  are  right,  and  that  thou  in 
faithfulness  hast  afflicted  me. 

Let,  I  pray  thec,  thy  merciful  kindness  be  for  my  comfort,  accord 
ing  to  thy  word  unto  thy  servant. 

Let  thy  tender  mercies  come  unto  me,  that  I  may  live  :  for  thy 
law  is  my  delight.  —  1'x.  cxix.  (J7,  OS,  71,  7~>,  7(5,  77. 

We  glory  in  tribulations  also;  knowing  that  tribulation  worketh, 
patience;  and  patience,  experience;  and  experience,  hope:  and 
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hope  makcth  not  ashamed  ;  because  the  love  of  (lod  is  shed  abroad 
in  our  hearts  by  the  Holy  (I  host  which  is  given  unto  us.  —  Horn.  \. 
3,  4,  5.

At  the  time  appointed,  the  Minister  who  is  to  conduct  the  service  shall  com- 
mence  with  the  following  Collect: 

MEET  us,  0  Lord,  in  all  our  doings,  with  Thy  most 
gracious  favor,  and  further  us  with  Thy  continual  help  ; 
that  in  all  our  works  begun,  continued,  and  ended,  in 
Thee,  we  may  glorify  Thy  holy  name,  and  finally  hy  Thy 
mercy  attain  unto  everlasting  life  :  through  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord.  Amen. 

Here  the  Candidate  for  Ordination,  his  name  being  distinctly  annoiinccd, 
shall  be  requested  to  present  himself  before  the  Altar;  Avhercupon  the 
presiding  Minister  shall  address  the  Congregation  as  follows  : 

DKAIILY  BELOVED  ix  THE  LOUD:  Almighty  God,  whom 
it  hath  pleased  hy  Jlis  Spirit  and  AVord  to  gather  and 
preserve  to  Himself  continually,  out  of  the  whole  human 
race,  a  Church  chosen  to  everlasting  life,  hath  given  to 
all  the  members  of  the  same,  both  ministers  and  people, 
a  common  interest  in  its  welfare.  For  this  reason  it  hath 
ever  been  the  practice,  that  in  the  ordination  of  those 
who  have  been  called  to  the  office  of  the  holy  ministry, 
the  people  also  should  have  an  opportunity  to  express 
their  voice.  Now,  therefore,  in  order  that  we  may  be

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assisted  in  the  case  before  us  by  your  knowledge  and  past 

observation  of  him  who  is  here  present  for  admission  to 
this  ofh'ce,  \ve  call  upon  you  to  the  end  that  if  yon  know 
any  just  cause  or  impediment,  because  of  which  he  ought 
not  to  be  ordained  to  the  Christian  Ministry,  you  do  come 
forward  in  God's  name  and  make  it  known. 

If  there  be  no  objection,  then,  after  a  sufficient  pause,  he  shall  ad<lre<<s  tho 
Cainliilate : 

DKAULY  BKLOVKD  UROTIIKII:  It  is  now  our  part,  sol 
emnly  and  for  the  last  time',  be-fore  proceeding  to  lay 
upon  you  irrevocably  the  burden  and  responsibility  of  tho 
Ministry,  to  remind  you  how  great  is  the  dignity  of  the 
oilice,  and  how  weighty  and  momentous  also  are  tho 
duties  which  it  involves. 

The  ofKce  is  of  divine  origin  and  of  truly  supernatural 
character  and  force  ;  flowing  directly  from  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  Himself,  as  the  fruit  of  His  resurrection  and  tri 
nmphant  ascension  into  heaven,  and  being  designed  by 
Him  to  carry  forward  the  purposes  of  His  grace  upon  the 
earth,  in  the  salvation  of  men  by  the  Church,  to  the  end 
of  time. 

"All  power,"  we  hear  Him  saying  after  He  had  risen 
from  the  dead  ;  "  is  given  unto  Me  in  heaven  and  in  earth, 
Go  ye,  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them 
in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
IIolv  Ghost;  teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  what 
soever  I  have  commanded  you  :  and  lo,  1  am  with  yon 
alway,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world." 

To  this  answers  in  full  what  is  written  also  by  St.  Paul: 
"Wherefore  He  saith,  When  He  ascended  up  on  high, 
He  led  captivity  captive,  and  gave  gifts  unto  men.  Now 
that  He  ascended,  what  is  it  but  that  lie  also  descended 
first  into  the  lower  parts  of  the-  earth  ?  He  that  descended 
is  the  same  also  that  ascended  up  far  above  all  heavens, 
that  He  might  fill  all  things.  And  He  gave  ^»nu',  upos- 
21  Q 
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ties;  and  some,  prophets ;  and  sonic,  evangelists;  and 
some,  pastors  and  teachers ;  for  the  perfecting  of  the 
saints,  for  the  work  of  the  ministry,  for  the  edifying  of  the 
body  of  Christ:  till  we  all  conic  in  the  unity  of  the  faith, 
and  of  the  Son  of  God,  unto  a  perfect  man,  unto  the 
measure  of  the  stature  of  the  fulness  of  Christ.  That  we 
henceforth  he  no  more  children,  tossed  to  and  fro,  and 
carried  about  with  every  wind  of  doctrine,  by  the  sleight 
of  men,  and  cunning  craftiness,  whereby  they  lie  in 
wait  to  deceive ;  but,  speaking  the  truth  in  love,  may 
grow  up  into  Him  in  all  things,  which  is  the  head,  even 
Christ;  from  whom  the  whole  body  fitly  joined  together 
and  compacted  by  that  which  every  joint  supplieth, 
according  to  the  effectual  working  in  the  measure  of  every 
part,  maketh  increase  of  the  body  unto  the  edifying  of 
itself  in  love." 

Consider  well,  dear  brother  in  Christ,  how  much  all 
this  means,  as  declaring  and  setting  forth  the  true  nature 
and  significance  of  the  holy  office.  The  first  Ministers 
were  the  Apostles,  who  were  called  and  commissioned 
immediately  by  Jesus  Christ  Himself.  They  in  turn 
ordained  and  set  apart  other  suitable  men,  as  pastors  and 
teachers  over  the  churches  which  they  had  gathered  and 
established  in  different  places;  and  these  again  in  the 
same  way  appointed  and  sent  forth  others  to  carry  on 
ward  and  forward  still  the  true  succession  of  their  oiKce ; 
which,  being  regularly  transmitted  in  this  way  from  age 
to  age  in  the  Christian  Church,  has  come  down  finally  to 
our  time.  The  solemnity  of  ordination,  through  which 
as  a  channel  this  transmission  flows,  is  not  merely  an 
impressive  ceremony,  by  which  the  right  of  such  as  are 
called  of  God  to  the  Ministry  is  owned  and  confessed  by 
the  Church  ;  but  it  is  to  be  considered  rather  as  their 
actual  investiture  with  the  very  power  of  the  office  itself, 
the  sacramental  seal  of  their  heavenly  commission,  and  a 
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symbolical  assurance  from  on  high  that  their  consecration 
to  tlie  service  of  Christ  is  accepted,  and  that  the  Holy 
Ghost  will  most  x-ertainly  be  with  them  in  the  faithful 
discharge  of  their  olh'cial  duties. 

These  duties  are  of  the  same  order  with  the  high  origin 
of  the  office  and  its  gloriou*  design.  The  Ministers  of 
Christ  are  set  in  the  world  to  he  at  once  the  representa 
tives  of  His  authority  and  the  ambassadors  of  His  grace. 
As  Mv  Father  hath  sent  Me,  lie  savs,  even  so  send  1  von. 
lie  that  heareth  you,  heareth  Me;  and  he'  that  dcspiseth 
you,  despiseth  Me  ;  and  he  that  dcspiseth  Me,  dcspiseth 
Him  that  sent  Me.  Let  a  man  so  account  of  us,  says  St. 
Paul,  as  of  the  ministers  of  Christ  and  stewards  of  the 
mysteries  of  (Jod.  Again  :  AVe  are  ambassadors  lor 
Christ,  as  though  (_Jod  did  beseech  you  by  us.  It  is  their 
business  to  baptize,  to  preach  the  word,  to  administer  at 
lit  times  the  holv  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  They 
are  appointed  to  wait  upon  and  serve  the  Church,  which 
is  tin-  spouse  of. Jesus  Christ,  His  body  mystical;  to  offer 
before  Him  the  prayers  and  supplications  of  His  people; 
to  feed,  to  instruct,  to  watch  over  and  guide  the  sheep 
and  lambs  of  His  ilock,  whom  He  hath  purchased  with 
His  own  blood.  They  are  charged  also  with  the  govern 
ment  of  the  Church,  and  with  the  proper  use  of  its  dis 
cipline,  in  the  way  both  of  censure  and  absolution,  ac 
cording  to  that  awfully  mysterious  word:  I  will  give 
unto  tliee  the  keys  of  the  kingdom  of  heaven;  and  what 
soever  tliou  shalt  bind  on  earth,  shall  be  bound  in  hea 
ven  ;  and  whatsoever  thou  shalt  loose  on  earth,  shall  be 
loosed  in  heaven. 

Such  being  the  character  of  the  office  to  which  you  are 
now  called,  beloved  brother  in  the  Lord,  and  such  the 
high  and  arduous  nature  of  its  duties,  it  is  easy  to  see 
with  what  seriousness  and  godly  fear,  with  what  solemn 
forethought,  with  what  holy  caution,  you  should  ap-

proach  unto  it,  as  you  arc  now  doing,  in  the  present  trans 
action  ;  and  with  how  great  care  and  study  also  you  ought 
to  apply  yourself,  that  you  may  appear  hereafter  to  have 
been  worthy  of  being  put  into  the  Christian  Ministry,  by 
being  found  faithful  to  its  mighty  trust.  Know,  at  the 
same  time,  that  for  this  you  arc  by  no  means  sufficient  of 
yourself.  All  proper  sufficiency  here  is  from  God  alone  ; 
to  whom  therefore  you  should  pray  earnestly,  through 
the  mediation  of  our  only  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  for  the 
heavenly  assistance  of  the  Holy  Ghost;  that  giving  your 
self  wholly  to  this  office,  with  daily  meditation  and  study 
of  the  Scriptures,  you  may  be  able  to  make  full  proof  of 
your  ministry,  being  nourished  up  in  the  words  of  faith 
and  good  doctrine,  and  showing  thyself  a  pattern  to  others 
in  piety  and  godly  living.  In  doing  this,  thou  shalt  both 
save  thyself  and  them  that  hear  tliee.  And  when  the 
Chief  Shepherd  shall  appear,  you  shall  receive  a  crown 
of  glory  that  fadeth  not  away. 

And  now,  that  this  congregation  of  Christ  may  also 
understand  your  views  and  will  in  these  things,  and  that 
you  may  yourself  also  the  more  feel  the  binding  force  of 
what  you  thus  publicly  profess  and  promise,  we  call  upon 
you  to  make  answer  plainly  to  these  following  questions 
which  we  shall  propose  to  you  in  the  name  of  God  and 
of  His  Church  : 

Do  you  receive  the  Holy  Scriptures  as  being  the  true 
and  proper  word  of  God,  the  ultimate  rule  and  measure 
of  tile  whole  Christian  faith  ? 

Aus.  I  do. 

Do  you  believe  in  one  God  the  Father;  and  in  one  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  the  only  begotten  Son  of  the  Father;  and 
in  one  Holy  Ghost,  proceeding  from  the  Father  and  the 
Son,  and  with  the  Father  and  the  Son  one  God  Al 
mighty  ?  And  do  you  believe  in  one  holy  Catholic 
Church,  in  which  is  given  one  true  Baptism  for  the  reniis- 
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eion  of  sins?  And  do  you  consent  unto  the  system  of 
Faith  set  forth  in  the  three  Creeds,  commonly  called  the 
Apostles'  Creed,  the  ^siccne  Creed,  and  the  Athanasian 
Creed  ? 

Ans.  1  do. 


Do  you  receive  the  doctrines  of  the  Heidelberg  Cate 
chism  as  flowing  from  the  Bible,  and  answering  to  the- 
proper  sense  of  the  ancient  Christian  Creeds? 

Ans.  /  do. 

Are  you  truly  persuaded  in  your  heart,  that  you  are 
called  of  CJod  to  the  oflice  of  the  Holy  Ministry,  and  do 
you  desire  and  expect  to  receive,  through  the  laying  on 
of  our  hands,  the  gift  and  grace  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  which 
shall  enable  you  to  fultil  this  heavenly  commission  and 
trust  ? 

Ans.   Such  is  my  persuasion,  and  such  my  desire  and  hope. 

Do  you  acknowledge  the  rightful  authority  of  this 
Church,  from  which  you  are  now  to  receive  ordination, 
us  being  a  true  part  in  the  succession  of  the  Church 
Catholic;  and  do  you  promise  to  exercise  your  ministry 
in  the  same  with  faithful  diligence,  showing  all  proper 
regard  for  its  laws  and  ordinances,  and  all  suitable  obe 
dience  to  its  lawful  government  in  the  Lord  ? 

Ans.   So  I  confess,  and  so  I  promise. 

Hero  the  Candidate  shall  be  directed  to  kneel;   the  Ministers  shall  lay  their 
hands  severally  upon  his  head,  and  the  presiding  Minister  shall  say: 

In  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  Chief  Shep 
herd  and  Bishop  of  the  Church,  and  trusting  in  the  power 
of  His  grace,  we  ordain,  consecrate,  and  appoint  you  to 
the  Ministry  of  reconciliation,  to  proclaim  His  gospel,  to 
dispense  His  holy  sacraments,  to  administer  Christian 
discipline  in  His  church,  and  to  be  wholly  set  apart  as  an 
21* 
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instrument  to  His  use  in  the  salvation  of  our  fallen  race  . 
and  to  this  end  may  the  blessing  of  God  Almighty,  the 
Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  rest  upon  and  abide 
with  you  always.  Amen. 

The  Brother  shall  then  rise,  when  each  of  the  Ministers  in  turn  shall  give 
him  the  right  hand  of  fellowship,  saying: 

We  give  you  the  right  hand  of  fellowship,  to  take  part 
with  us  in  this  Ministry. 

Or  this: 

Our  fellowship  is  with  the  Father,  and  with  the  Son, 
and  with  the  Holy  Ghost. 

Or  this: 

The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  love  of  God  the 
Father,  and  the  fellowship  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  with  you 
always. 

"When  the  new  Minister  is  to  be  installed  at  the  same  time  as  Pastor  of  the 
Charge  in  which  he  is  ordained,  the  Installation  services  shall  now  go  for 
ward  according  to  the  Form  provided  for  that  purpose.  If  there  be  no 
Installation,  the  presiding  Minister  shall  here  say  : 

Let  us  pray,  beloved  brethren,  to  God  the  Father  Al 
mighty,  that  He  may  be  pleased  to  multiply  His  heavenly 
gifts  upon  this  His  servant,  whom  He  hath  called  to  the 
office  of  the  holy  Ministry:  through  Jesus  Christ  ouz 
Lord.  Amen. 

Then  kneeling  down : 

Let  us  pray : 

Almighty  God,  most  merciful  Father,  who  of  Thine  in 
finite  goodness  hast  given  Thine  only  Son  Jesus  Christ 
to  be  our  Redeemer  and  the  Author  of  everlasting  life  ; 
who  after  that  He  had  made  perfect  our  redemption  by 
His  death,  and  was  ascended  into  heaven,  poured  down 
His  gifts  abundantly  upon  men,  making  some  apostles, 
some  prophets,  some  evangelists,  some  pastors  and  teach 
ers,  for  the  edifying  and  perfecting  of  the  Church ;  send 
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down,  we  beseech  Thee,  the  anointing  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
upon  the  head  of  this  Thy  servant,  who  has  no\v  been  set 
apart  in  Thy  name,  through  the  solemn  act  of  ordination, 
to  the  office  of  teacher  and  ruler  in  Christ's  Chuivh. 
Grant  unto  him,  ()  most  ineiviftil  Father,  such  fulness  of 
Thy  grace,  that  he  may  be  a  faithful  and  wise  steward 
whom  Thou  settest  over  Thv  household,  using  the  autho 
rity  Thou  givest  him,  not  unto  destruction,  hut  unto  sal 
vation  ;  that  he  may  be  an  able  minister  of  the  New  Tes 
tament,  knowing  how  he  ought  to  behave  himself  in  the 
house  of  <  tod,  a  workman  that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed, 
rightly  dividing  the  word  of  truth  ;  that  he  may  be  a  true 
preacher  of  righteousness  ;  a  faithful  leader  of  the  blind, 
and  of  them  that  are  out  of  the  wav  ;  a  light  unto  those 
who  are  in  darkness;  a  watchful  guardian  over  Thy  fold, 
and  a  follower  of  the  true  Shepherd  who  giveth  His  life 
for  the  sheep.  Make  his  feet  beautiful  to  publish  the 
gospel  of  peace,  and  to  bring  glad  tidings  of  good  things, 
(iive  him  power  to  preach  not  himself,  but  Christ  Jesus 
the  Lord,  and  himself  the  servant  of  all  tor  Jesus'  sake. 
May  he  be  an  example  of  the  believers,  in  word,  in  conver 
sation,  in  charity,  in  spirit,  in  faith,  in  purity.  So  mas- 
he  in  all  things  fulfil  his  ministry  unblamably  and  unre- 
provablv  in  Thy  sight,  that  he  may  be  prepared  to  stand 
without  shame  before  the  judgment  seat  of  Christ,  and 
thus,  finishing  his  course  with  joy,  be  received  unto  glory 
and  immortality  in  Thine  eternal  kingdom,  where  they 
that  turn  many  to  righteousness  shall  shine  as  the  stars  for 
ever  and  ever.  Hear  us  for  the  sake  of  Jesus  Christ  Thy 
Son  our  Lord,  who  liveth  and  reigneth  with  Thee  and  the 
Holy  Ghost,  ever  one  God,  world  without  end.  Amen. 

The  Congregation  shall  then  rise  ami  join  in  singing  a  /)<>x»lo</i/  or   /////«;<; 
after  which  the  whole  service  shall  he  coiiclutlcii  with  thi.s  Benediction: 

The  God  of  peace   who   brought   again  from    the   dead 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  great  Shepherd  of  the  sheep, 
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through  the  blood  of  the  everlasting  covenant,  make  you 
perfect  in  every  good  work  to  do  His  will,  working  in 
you  that  which  is  well  pleasing  in  His  sight,  through 
Jesus  Christ :  to  whom  be  glory  for  ever  and  ever.

Immediately  after  the  Ordination  of  the  new  Minister,  if  this  take  place  on 
the  same  occasion,  or  in  any  other  case,  after  a  suitable  sermon  preached, 
the  presiding  Minister  shall  address  the  Congregation  as  follows : 

DEARLY  BELOVED  IN  THE  LORD  :  You  have  called  N.  N., 
now  present,  an  ordained  Minister  [or,  who  hath  now 
been  ordained  a  Minister],  to  become  your  Pastor.  lie 
has  consented  to  accept  the  call.  After  full  inquiry  and 
deliberation,  the  Classis  of  3/.,  under  whose  supervision 
and  care  you  stand,  has  resolved  that  the  proposed  settle 
ment  ought  to  take  place;  and  being  here  accordingly, 
by  its  appointment  and  order,  at  the  present  time,  for  that 
purpose,  we  now  proceed  to  institute  and  install  him,  in 
the  name  of  the  Lord,  as  the  Pastor  of  this  charge. 

Let  us  pray : 

Almighty  God,  by  whose  holy  inspiration  and  gui 
dance,  Thine  Apostles,  in  the  first  days  of  Thy  Church, 
did,  for  the  fulfilling  of  their  charge,  ordain  others  also, 
who,  under  them,  might  take  part  in  the  care  and  govern 
ment  of  Thy  flock ;  grant,  we  beseech  Thee,  that  all  those 
who  are  placed  by  Thine  authority  over  the  several  con 
gregations  of  Thy  people,  may  be  endowed  with  Thy 
heavenly  grace,  and  may  so  faithfully  serve  Thee  in  their 
office  and  administration,  and  watch  over  the  souls  under 
their  charge,  that  at  the  appearing  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  they  may  present  the  people  committed  to  their 
care  a  holy  and  glorious  flock,  giving  an  account  of  them 
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with  joy,  and  not  with  grief:  through  the  same  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  who  liveth  and  ahidetli  with  Thee  and  the 
Holy  (jhost,  one  God,  world  without  end.  Amen. 

Then  shall  bo  read,  in  the  way  of  a  general  lesson  for  the  occasion,  either 
the  whole  or  some  part  of  the  following  passages  of  Scripture  : 

Verilv,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  lie  that  cnterctli  not  by  the  door 
into  the  sheepfohl,  but  clinibeth  up  sonic  other  way,  the  same  is  a 
thief  and  a  rubber.  But  he  that  entereth  in  by  the  door  is  the  shep 
herd  of  the  sheep.  To  him  the  porter  opuncth  ;  and  the  sheep  hear 
his  vuiee  :  and  ho  calleth  his.  own  sheep  by  name,  and  leadeth  them 
out  And  when  lie  putteth  forth  his  own  sheep,  he  goeth  before 
them,  and  the  sheep  follow  him  :  for  they  know  his  voiee.  And  a 
stranger  will  they  not  follow,  but  will  flee  from  him  :  for  they  know 
not  the  voiee  of  strangers.  This  parable  spake  Jesus  unto  them  :  but 
they  understood  not  what  things  they  were  whieh  he  spake  unto 
them.  Then  said  Jesus  unto  them  again,  Verily,  verily,  1  say  unto 
you,  I  am  the  door  of  the  sheep.  All  that  ever  came  before  me  arc 
thieves  and  robbers  :  but  the  sheep  did  not  hear  them.  I  am  the 
duur  :  by  me  if  any  man  enter  in,  In;  shall  be  saved,  and  shall  go  in 
and  out,  and  find  pasture.  The  thief  cometh  not,  but  for  to  steal,  and 
to  kill,  and  to  destroy  :  I  am  come  that  they  might  have  life,  and 
that  they  miirht  have  it  more  abundantly.  1  am  the  irood  shepherd  : 
the  good  shepherd  giveth  his  life  for  the  sheep.  But  he  that  is  a 
hireling,  and  not  the  shepherd,  whose  own  the  sheep  are  not,  seeth 
the  wolf  com  in  IT,  and  leavetli  the  sheep,  and  Heeth  ;  and  the  wolf 
cateheth  them,  and  scattereth  the  sinvp.  The  hireling  fleeth,  be 
cause  he  is  a  hireling,  and  careth  nut  fur  the  sheep.  I  am  the 
good  shepherd,  and  know  my  sheep,  and  am  known  of  mine.  As 
the  Father  knoweth  me,  even  so  know  L  the  Father :  and  [  lay 
down  my  life  for  the  sheep.  And  other  sheep  1  have,  which  are 
not  of  this  fold  :  them  also  [  must  bring,  and  they  shall  hear  my 
voice;  and  there  shall  be  one  fold,  and  one  shepherd. — John  x.  1-10. 
Jesus  saith  to  Simon  Peter,  Simon,  son  of  Jonas,  lovest  thou  me, 
iiore  than  these  '{  He  saith  unto  him,  Yea,  Lord ;  thou  knowest 
that  1  love  thee.  He  saith  unto  him,  Feed  my  lambs.  He  saith 
to  him  again  the  second  time,  Simon,  son  of  Jonas,  lovest  thou  me'/ 
lie  saith  unto  him,  Yea,  Lord;  thou  knowest  that  I  luve  thee.  II, • 
saith  unto  him,  Feed  my  sheep.  He  saith  unto  him  the  third  time, 
Simon,  son  of  Jonas,  lovest  thou  me  '(  Peter  was  grieved  because 
he  said  unto  him  the  third  time,  Loveat  thou  me '{  And  he  said 
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unto  him,  Lord,  thou  knowest  all  things;  thou  knowcst  that  I  lovo 
thcc.     Jesus  saith  unto  him,   Feed  my  sheep. — John  xxi.  15-17. 

This  is  a  true  saying,  If  a  man  desire  the  office  of  a  bishop,  ho 
desircth  a  good  work.  A  bishop  then  must  be  blameless,  the  hus 
band  of  one  wife,  vigilant,  sober,  of  good  behaviour,  given  to  hospi 
tality,  apt  to  teach ;  not  given  to  wine,  no  striker,  not  greedy  of 
filthy  lucre ;  but  patient,  not  a  brawler,  not  covetous ;  one  that 
ruleth  well  his  own  house,  having  his  children  in  subjection  with 
all  gravity;  for  if  a  man  know  not  how  to  rule  his  own  house,  how 
shall  ho  take  care  of  the  church  of  God?  not  a  novice,  lest  being 
lifted  up  with  pride  he  fall  into  the  condemnation  of  the  devil. 
Moreover  he  must  have  a  good  report  of  them  who  are  without ; 
lest  he  fall  into  reproach  and  the  snare  of  the  devil. — 1  Tim.  in.  1-7. 

And  from  Miletus  Paul  sent  to  Ephcsus,  and  called  the  elders  of 
the  church.  And  when  they  were  come  to  him,  he  said  unto  them, 
Ye  know,  from  the  first  day  that  I  came  into  Asia,  after  what  man 
ner  I  have  been  writh  you  at  all  seasons,  serving  the  Lord  with  all 
humility  of  mind,  and  with  many  tears,  and  temptations,  which 
befell  me  by  the  lying  in  wait  of  the  Jews  :  and  how  I  kept  back 
nothing  that  was  profitable  unto  you,  but  have  shewed  you,  and 
have  taught  you  publicly,  and  from  house  to  house,  testifying  both 
to  the  Jews,  and  also  to  the  Greeks,  repentance  toward  God,  and 
faith  toward  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  And  now,  behold,  I  go  bound 
in  the  spirit  unto  Jerusalem,  not  knowing  the  things  that  shall 
befall  me  there  :  save  that  the  Holy  Ghost  witncsseth  in  every  city, 
saying  that  bonds  and  afflictions  abide  me.  But  none  of  theso 
things  move  me,  neither  count  I  my  life  dear  unto  myself,  so  that  I 
might  finish  my  course  with  joy,  and  the  ministry,  which  I  have 
received  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  to  testify  the  gospel  of  the  grace  of  God. 
And  now,  behold,  I  know  that  ye  all,  among  whom  I  have  gone 
preaching  the  kingdom  of  God,  shall  see  my  face  no  more.  Where 
fore  I  take  you  to  record  this  day,  that  I  am  pure  from  the  blood  of 
all  men.  For  I  have  not  shunned  to  declare  unto  you  all  the  coun 
sel  of  God.  Take  heed  therefore  unto  yourselves,  and  to  all  the 
flock,  over  the  which  the  Holy  Ghost  hath  made  you  overseers,  to 
feed  the  church  of  God,  which  he  hath  purchased  with  his  own 
blood.  —  Acts  xx.  17-2*. 

Say  to  Archippus,  Take  heed  to  the  ministry  which  thou  hast 
received  in  the  Lord,  that  thou  fulfil  it.  —  Col.  iv.  17. 

Be  thou  an  example  of  the  believers,  in  word,  in  conversation,  in 
charity,  in  spirit,  in  faith,  in  purity.  Till  I  come,  give  attendance 
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to  reading,  to  exhortation,  to  doctrine.  Neglect  not  the  gift  that  is  in 
the*',  which  was  «.riven  thee  by  prophecy,  with  the  laying  on  of  tin; 
hands  of  the  presbytery.  Meditate  upon  these  things;  give  thyself 
wholly  to  them;  that  thy  profiting  may  appear  to  all.  Take  heed 
unto  thyself,  and  unto  the  doctrine;  continue  in  them  :  for  in  doing 
this  thou  shalt  both  save  thyself,  and  them  that  hear  thee.  — 
1  Tim.  iv.  12-1 C). 

The  elders  which  are  among  you  I  exhort,  who  am  also  an  elder, 
and  a  witness  of  the  sufferings  of  Christ,  and  also  a  partaker  of  the 
glory  that  shall  be  revealed  :  feed  the  flock  of  God  which  is  among 
you.  taking  the  oversight  thereof,  not  by  constraint,  but  willingly; 
not  for  filthy  lucre,  but  of  a  ready  mind;  neither  as  being  lords  over 
God's  heritage,  but  being  en  samples  to  the  flock.  And  when  the 
chief  Shepherd  shall  appear,  ye  shall  receive  a  crown  of  glory  that 
fudeth  not  away.  —  1  Pet.  v.  1—4. 

Let  him  that  is  taught  in  the  word  communicate  unto  him  that 
teacheth  in  all  good  things.  Be  not  deceived ;  God  is  not  mocked  : 
for  whatsoever  a  man  soweth,  that  shall  he  also  reap.  For  he  that 
sowcth  to  his  flesh,  shall  of  the  flesh  reap  corruption  ;  but  he  that 
soweth  to  the  Spirit,  shall  of  the  Spirit  reap  life  everlasting.  — 
Gal.  vi.  (j-X. 

And  we  beseech  you,  brethren,  to  know  them  which  labor  among 
you,  and  are  over  you  in  the  Lord,  and  admonish  you  ;  and  to  esteem 
them  very  highly  in  love  for  their  work's  sake.  And  be  at  peace 
among  yourselves.  —  1  T/H-S*.  v.  !•_>,  113. 

Remember  them  which  have  the  rule  over  you,  who  have  &p»»ken 
unto  you  the  word  of  God  :  whose  faith  follow,  considering  the  end 
of  their  conversation  :  Jesus  Christ  the  same  yesterday,  and  today, 
and  forever.  —  ILL.  xiii.  7,  S. 

Obey  them  that  have  the  rule  over  you,  and  submit  yourselves  : 
for  they  watch  for  your  souls,  as  they  that  must  give  account,  that 
they  may  do  it  with  joy,  and  not  with  grief:  for  that  is  unprofitable 
for  you. — ILL.  xiii.  17. 


Then,  all  standing  up,  the  presiding  Minister  shall  proceed,  addressing  first 
the  Pastor  elect : 

And  now,  beloved  brother  in  Christ,  in  full  vu-w  of  the 
great  solemnity  of  the  trust  as  it  is  thus  eel  forth  by  the 
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lively  oracles  of  God,  arc  you  willing  and  ready  to  take 
upon  yourself  the  charge  of  this  Hock? 
Ans.  I  am,  God  being  my  liclper. 

Do  you  promise  and  engage,  on  your  part,  that  being 
set  as  Pastor  of  this  people,  you  will  endeavor  faithfully 
to  discharge  among  them  all  the  duties  of  your  ministry, 
exercising  the  authority  you  hold  as  a  true  commission 
from  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  with  becoming  recollection 
of  His  presence,  according  to  His  commandments,  and  in 
due  subjection  to  the  rule  that  is  over  you  in  this  church  ? 

Ans.  1 2^'omise  so  to  do,  with  God's  help. 

Then  addressing  the  Church  and  Congregation  : 

DEARLY  ]>KLOVED  :  Ye  have  heard  the  solemn  vows  and 
engagements  now  taken  by  him  whom  you  have  called  to 
be  your  Pastor;  now,  then,  we  demand  of  you,  do  ye  on 
your  part  receive  him  in  this  character  and  office,  pro 
mising  to  show  towards  him  such  love,  honor,  and  fit 
obedience  in  the  Lord,  as  are  due  to  an  overseer  and  guide 
placed  over  you  by  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  Himself,  the 
Chief  Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  souls  ? 

Ans.    We  do. 

On  the  ground  of  this  mutual  engagement,  we  do  now, 
bv  the  authority  which  lias  been  delegated  to  us  for  that 
purpose,  solemnly  install  you,  N.  A7.,  as  Pastor  of  this 
people,  committing  them  by  this  act,  as  a  part  of  Christ's 
flock,  to  your  spiritual  oversight  and  care.  In  the  name 
of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 
Amen. 

Then  addressing  the  Congregation,  the  presiding  Minister  shall  say: 

Let  us  pray,  beloved  brethren,  to  the  Triune  God,  the 
fountain  of  all  grace  and  glory,  that  lie  may  be  pleased 
to  sanctify  with  His  heavenly  blessing,  on  both  sides,  the 
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Pastoral    relation   which   has   now  been   formed    in    His 
name.      Amen. 

Then  kneeling  down: 

Let  us  pray  : 

Almighty  (Jod,  most  iiiereiful  Father,  who  of  Thine 
infinite  goodness  hast  given  Thine  only  Son  Jesus  Christ 
to  he  our  Redeemer  and  the  Author  of  everlasting  life; 
\vlioafterthatllc  had  made  perfect  our  redemption  by 
His  death,  and  was  ascended  into  heaven,  poured  down 
His  gilts  abundantly  upon  men,  making  some  apostles, 
Eomc  prophets,  some  evangelists,  some  pastors  and  teach 
ers,  for  the  edifying  and  perfecting  of  the  Church  ;  send 
down,  we  beseech  Thee,  the  Holy  (Ibost  upon  Thy  ser 
vant,  whom  Thou  hast  been  pleased  now  to  set  over  this 
people  in  the  otlice  of  Bishop  and  Pastor;  and  so  replen 
ish  him  with  the  truth  of  Thy  doctrine,  and  endue  him 
with  innocencv  of  life,  that  he  may  faithfully  serve  before 
Thee,  to  the  glory  of  Thy  great  name,  and  the  benefit  of 
Thy  holy  Church,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  only  Mediator 
and  Advocate. 

R.  Amen. 

(.)  Holy  Jesus,  who  hast  purchased  to  Thyself  an  uni 
versal  Church,  and  hast  promised  to  he  with  the  ministers 
of  apostolic  succession  to  the  end  of  the  world,  be  gra 
ciously  pleased  to  bless  the  ministry  and  service  of  him 
who  is  now  appointed  to  oiler  the  sacrifices  of  prayer  and 
praise  to  Thee  in  this  house,  which  is  called  by  Thy  name. 
May  the  words  of  his  mouth,  and  the  meditation  of  his 
heart,  be  always  acceptable  in  Thy  sight,  O  Lord,  our 
strength  and  our  Redeemer. 

U.  Amen. 

And  Thou,  ()  (Jod  the  Holy  (Jbost,  sanctificr  of  tho 
faithful,  visit,  we  pray  Thee,  this  Congregation  with  Thy 
love  and  favor  ;  enlighten  their  minds  more  and  more 
with  the  light  of  the  everlasting  gospel ;  graft  in  their 
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hearts  a  love  of  the  truth  :  increase  in  them  true  religion  ; 
nourish  them  with  all  goodness;  and  of  Thy  great  UK- ivy 
keep  them  in  the  same,  ()  blessed  Spirit,  whom  with  the 
Father  and  the  Son  together  we  worship  and  glorify  as 
one  God,  world  without  end. 
I\.  Amen. 

Then  the  Congregation  shall  rise,  and  join  in  singing  a  Doxologi/  or  Hi/mn; 
after  which  the  whole  service  shall  be  concluded  with  this  Benediction : 

The  God  of  peace,  who  brought  again  from  the  dead 
our  Lord  -Jesus  Christ,  the  great  Shepherd  of  the  sheep, 
through  the  blood  of  the  everlasting  covenant,  make  you 
perfect  in  every  good  work  to  do  His  will,  working  in  you 
that  which  is  well  pleasing  in  His  sight,  through  Jesus 
Christ:  to  whom  be  glory  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen. 

After  the  Benediction,  it  will  be  proper  for  the  Elders  and  Deacons  to  come 
forward  and  welcome  the  new  Pastor,  bidding  him  God  speed,  in  the  name 
of  the  Congregation.

[Should  it  so  happen  that  Elders  only  arc  to  be  set  in  office  without  Dea 
cons,  or  Deacons  only,  without  Elders,  it  will  be  understood  that  such  parts 
only  of  the  following  form  are  to  be  used  as  may  relate  to  that  particular 
case,  all  other  parts  being  omitted.  So  also,  if  the  case  should  be  such  aa 
to  call  for  installation  only,  all  the  persons  elected  to  office  having  been  pre 
viously  ordained,  there  must  be  a  like  omission  of  what  forms  the  Ordina 
tion  act.J 

At  the  close  of  the  Sermon,  which  ought  to  be  suitable  to  the  occasion,  tbe 
Minister  shall  take  his  place  at  the  Altar,  and  commence  with  the  follow 
ing  Collect  :

Hero  (he  persons  to  be  «et  in  office,  their  names  beinjr  distinctly  announce*!, 
phull  he  requested  to  present  themselves  before  the  Altar;  whereupon  the 
Mini-UM-  shall  address  the  Congregation  us  follows: 

DKAUI.Y  BKLOVKD  i.\  THI:  LORD:  These  persons  have 
boon  solemnly  chosen  ami  called  by  you,  as  a  Christian 
Congregation,  to  take  part  as  Klders  and  Deacons  in  the 
care  and  service  of  this  church.  Thev  have  accepted 
your  call.  Xo  one  lias  come  forward  to  urge  any  just 
objection  t«>  their  being  set  in  ollice.  They  are  here  pre 
sent  tor  this  purpose  to-day;  and  I  now  proceed  accord 
ingly,  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  to  ordain  such  of  them  as 
have  not  been  ordained  to  the  same  degree  before,  and 
to  sot  all  of  them  apart,  each  in  his  own  office,  to  the  work 
of  the  ministry  amonir  vou  and  in  vour  behalf.

Then  addressing  the  Candidates,  he  shall  say  : 

"HiiKTHKKX  :  As  it  is  a  great  honor  to  bear  office  in  the 
Lord's  house,  so  is  it  at  the  same  time  also  a  high  and 
solemn  trust,  which  no  one  should  take  upon  him  rashly 
or  lightly.  For  no  such  office,  be  it  remembered,  is  of 
merely  human  origin  or  authority.  There  are  diversities 
of  gifts,  and  differences  of  administrations,  in  the  Church; 
but  all  proceed  from  the  same  Lord,  through  the  power 
of  one  and  the  same  Spirit.  Men  mav  be  chosen  and 
called  to  their  particular  ministry  by  the  voice  of  their 
fellow-men;  but  their  ministry  itself,  if  it  be  true1,  and 
not  pretended  only  and  false,  they  can  never  receive  in 
this  wav.  It  comes  to  them,  not  from  earth,  but  from 
heaven;  not  from  the  people,  they  serve,  but  from  (iod. 
Its  rights  and  powers,  its  duties  and  responsibilities,  all 
How  from  that  jurisdiction  of  Christ  in  His  Church,  which 
is  the  fruit  of  His  glorious  resurrection,  and  which  is  to 
be  regarded  as  a  new  order  of  life  and  power  in  the  world, 
extending  wiih  real  unbroken  succession,  from  the  day 
of  Pentecost  onward  continually  to  the1  end  of  time. 
You  mav  .see  thus  how  much  is  comprehended  in  youi 
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present  ordination  and  induction  into  ofliec ;  and  how 
needful  it  is  that  you  should  magnify  your  ministry, 
and  make  high  account  of  its  duties,  in  all  time  to  come, 
as  a  service  to  he  fulfilled  unto  God,  and  not  simply 
unto  men. 

Killing  Ehle.rs  are  appointed  to  assist  and  support  tho 
Ministers  of  the  AVord  in  the  general  government  of  the 
Church.  They  form,  with  the  Minister,  in  each  particular 
ecclesiastical  charge,  a  council  in  common  for  the  spirit 
ual  supervision  of  the  iloek  which  is  committed  to  their 
care.  They  are  bound  to  take  part,  accordingly,  in  the 
work  of  the  Ministry,  so  far  as  it  has  to  do  with  this  pas 
toral  oversight  and  rule.  They  are  to  he  the  advisors 
and  counsellors  of  the  Minister  in  his  episcopal  trust; 
they  are  to  he  to  him  as  hands  and  eyes,  acting  with  him 
and  for  him,  and  representing  his  presence  throughout 
the  congregation.  It  is  their  province  to  go  before  the 
iloek  in  the  way  of  Christian  example,  to  watch  over  it  in 
the  Lord,  to  take  an  active  interest  in  its  spiritual  wel 
fare,  to  feel  a  responsibility  for  its  condition,  to  be  at 
hand  in  all  circumstances  with  spiritual  aid  for  its  neces 
sities  and  wants.  It  belongs  to  them,  in  virtue  of  their 
ofh'ce,  to  visit  the  sick  and  the  afflicted,  to  instruct  the 
ignorant,  to  admonish  such  as  are  out  of  the  way,  to  warn 
the  unruly,  to  command  and  rebuke  with  authority  in 
Christ's  name.  To  them,  moreover,  in  conjunction  with 
the  Pastor,  belongs  the  whole  discipline  of  the  Church, 
its  power  of  the  keys,  as  exercised  both  in  the  form  of 
censure  and  in  the  form  of  absolution. 

The  general  nature  and  character  of  the  office  of  Deacon 
may  be  learned  from  the  account  which  is  given  of  its 
first  institution  in  the  sixth  chapter  of  the  Acts  of  the 
Apostles:  ""When  the  number  of  the  disciples  was  multi 
plied,  we  are  told,  there  arose  a  murmuring  of  the  Grecians 
against  the  Hebrews,  because  their  widows  were  neglected 
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in  the  daily  ministration.  Then  the  twelve  called  the  mul 
titude  of  the  disciples  unto  them,  and  said:  It  is  not  reason 
that  we  should  leave  the  word  of  God,  and  serve  tables. 
Wherefore,  brethren,  look  ye  out  among  you  seven  men 
of  honest  report,  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  wisdom, 
whom  we  may  appoint  over  this  business.  But  we  will 
give  ourselves  continually  to  prayer,  and  to  the  ministry 
of  the  word.  And  the  saying  pleased  the  whole  multi 
tude.  And  they  chose  Stephen,  a  man  full  of  faith  and 
of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  Philip,  and  Proehorus,  and  Nica- 
nor,  and  Timon,  and  Parmenas,  and  Nicolas,  a  proselyte 
of  Antioch  ;  whom  they  set  before  the  Apostles:  and 
when  they  had  prayed,  they  laid  their  hands  on  them." 

"We  see  from  this,  that  the  office  of  Deacons  has  regard 
especially  to  the  wants  of  the  poor.  It  is  assumed  that 
the  Church  is  bound,  as  well  as  naturally  disposed,  to 
care  for  the  temporal  necessities  of  such  of  her  members 
as  are  in  a  condition  of  privation  and  need  ;  and  that  the 
relation  of  giving  and  receiving,  the  law  of  communica 
tion  and  fellowship  between  those  who  have1  and  those 
who  have  not  this  world's  goods,  must  ever  enter  into  her 
constitution,  as  a  necessary  part  of  the  true  and  right 
order  of  God's  house;  according  to  that  significant 
word  of  Christ  Himself:  The  poor  always  ye  have  with 
you.  Hence  the  occasion  for  a  separate  ministry  or 
service  devoted  particularly  to  this  object,  that  it  may 
neither  be  overlooked  and  neglected,  nor  yet  be  allowed 
to  hinder  and  distract  the  work  of  the  ministry  in  its 
higher  forms.  It  belongs  to  the  Deacons,  accordingly, 
to  help  the  Pastor,  and  to  supply  his  place  in  those 
church  ministrations  which  are  directed  immediately  to 
wards  the  more  outward  needs  of  the  general  household 
of  faith.  On  them  falls  the  honorable  charge  of  looking 
after  the  desolate  and  poor,  and  of  seeing  that  the  cha 
rities  of  the  Church  are  applied  wilh  proper  eilect  to 
22*  11 
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their  weekly  and  daily  wants.  In  this  service,  at  the 
same  time,  they  must  not  lose  sight  of  the  true  spiritual 
character  of  their  office;  which,  however  it  may  be  thus 
occupied  with  outward  and  temporal  things,  remains 
always,  notwithstanding,  a  proper  branch  of  the  Christian 
Ministry,  the  last  scope  and  purpose  of  which  in  all  things 
can  only  be  the  eternal  salvation  of  men  in  the  world  to 
come.  Hence  it  is  that  so  much  stress  is  laid,  in  the  Xew 
Testament,  on  the  character  and  life  of  those  who  are 
called  to  take  part  in  this  work.  They  must  be  men  of 
honest  report,  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  wisdom,  who 
may  be  able,  both  by  word  and  example,  to  help  forward 
the  great  purpose  of  the  Gospel,  making  their  ministra 
tions  to  the  bodily  necessities  of  the  poor  the  occasion  and 
means  of  a  still  better  benefit  to  their  souls.  St.  Paul 
also,  writing  on  this  subject,  in  his  first  Epistle  to 
Timothy,  requires  of  them  expressly  virtues  and  merits 
of  like  sort  with  those  which  are  needful  for  the  office  of 
the  Ministry  in  its  most  exalted  character. 

And  now,  brethren,  having  well  considered  the  nature 
and  design  of  these  sacred  offices,  to  the  use  of  which  you 
have  been  called  respectively  by  the  voice  of  this  Congre 
gation,  do  you  accept  the  call  as  coming  to  you  from  God, 
and  are  you  willing  to  undertake  the  work  and  service  it 
sets  before  you,  in  the  name  and  for  the  glory  of  our  com 
mon  Lord  and  Master  Jesus  Christ? 

Ans.    Yes. 

Do  you  receive  the  Holy  Scriptures  as  being  the  in 
spired  word  of  God?  Do  you  consent  to  the  ancient  and 
primitive  symbol  commonly  called  the  Apostles'  Creed, 
as  being  a  true  expression  of  the  foundation  articles  of 
the  Christian  Faith  ?  And  do  you  own  the  doctrines  of 
the  Heidelberg  Catechism,  as  flowing  from  the  Bible  in 
the  sense  of  the  same  Creed? 

Ans.  I  do. 
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Do  you  promise  to  exeivise  your  ministrv,  as  El 
or  Dt'iicons,  among  tlii.s  people,  with  faithful  diligence 
according  to  what  you  have  now  declared  to  he  the  rule 
and  measure  of  your  faith;  showing  all  proper  regard  for 
the  lawful  authority  of  the  Church,  and  taking  heed  to 
your  own  lives,  that  you  may  adorn  the  gospel  of  God 
our  Saviour  by  a  walk  and  conversation  answerable  to  the 
place  you  occupy  in  Christ's  house? 

Ans.  1  no  promise,  trusting  in  God's  help. 

Ik-re  tho*e  who  h:ivc  not  been  previously  ordained  to  the  office  in  which 
they  arc  now  called  to  serve,  shall  be  directed  to  kneel:  whereupon  tlio 
Minister  shall  proceed  to  ordain  them,  laying  his  right  hand  upon  e:ich 
one  of  them  in  succession,  and  saying: 

Take  them  authority  to  execute  the  office  of  Killing 
Elder  [or  Deacon]  in  the  Church  of  God;  which  oiliee  I 
now  solemnly  commit  unto  thee,  in  the  name  of  the  Fa 
ther,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Amen. 

Then  shall  they  ri-e  :  after  which  the  Minister  shall  -ro  on  immediately  to 
intt'ill,  or  clothe  with  actual  i;!rir^>;  in  the  Congregation,  all  who  are  he- 
fore  him  for  this  purpose,  both  those  now  ordained,  and  any  who  may 
have  been  ordained  before,  making  use  of  the  following  form: 

111  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  by  the  au 
thority  belonging  to  me  in  His  Church,  I  now  install  you 
as  Elders  and  Deacons,  in  the  charge  and  service  to  which 
you  have  been  called  by  this  Congregation  ;  and  may  the 
blessing  of  God  Almighty,  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghost, 
rest  upon  you,  abide  with  you,  and  strengthen  you  in 
your  ministry  always  with  all  might  through  the  Spirit, 
unto  every  good  word  and  work.  Amen. 

Let  us  pray  : 

Almighty  and  most  merciful  (rod,  our  heavenly  Father, 
who  hast  been  pleased  of  Thy  great  goodness,  to  call  these 
Tbv  servants  to  office  and  power  in  Thy  Church,  semi 
down  upon  them,  we  beseech  Th«'e,  the  H<  ly  Ghost  ;  by 
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whose  most  blessed  inspiration  alone  they  can  be  made 
able  to  fulfil  the  ministry  now  committed  unto  them,  and. 
to  use  rightly  therein  the  gift  of  Thy  manifold  grace. 
Let  every  fruit  of  the  Spirit  appear  and  abound  in  them, 
to  the  ornament  of  the  gospel  and  the  glory  of  Thy  great 
name.  Make  them  wise  and  faithful,  humble,  tender, 
modest,  and  yet  bold,  constant,  patient,  and  persevering 
in  their  appointed  work.  In  all  their  walk  and  conver 
sation  may  Thy  precepts  shine  forth;  that,  holding  the 
testimony  of  a  good  conscience,  they  may  abide  in  Christ 
firm  and  steadfast,  and  show  forth  a  good  example  unto 
all  Thy  iiock.  So  may  they  purchase  to  themselves  a 
good  degree  and  great  boldness  in  the  faith:  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,  who  livetli  and  reigiieth  with 
Thee,  in  the  .unity  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  one  God,  world 
without  end.  Amen. 


EXCOMMUNICATION  AM)  RESTORATION. 


I-  v  c  o  m  m  it  n  i  c  a  t  i  o  n . 


[If  ;i:iy  member  give  offence  to  the  Church  by  open  sin,  he  shall  first  be 
admonished  by  the  minister,  or  an  elder,  privately  ;  ami  afterwards,  if  he  does 
in>t  amend,  iii  the  presence  of  one  or  more  witnc-ses.  The  admonition  may 
be  repeated,  aco.vding  to  the  nature  of  the  case.  If  this  discipline  fail  of 
its  end.  the  offender  is  to  be  suspended,  or  separated  from  the  u«e  of  the 
facraments.  an<l  tin*  prayers  of  the  Congregation  requested  on  his  behalf. 
Should  he  still  persist  in  his  (errors  and)  sins,  the  proper  steps  shall  be  taken 
for  his  excommunication. 

If.  huwcvrr,  the  offence  be  one  of  more  than  ordinary  heinmisness,  tho 
offender  may  be  excommunicated,  after  due  examination  of  the  case,  without 
previous  admonition  and  suspension.] 

The  time  having  been  announced  beforehand,  and  the  people  exhorted  to 
intercede  with  (Jod,  if  by  any  means  the  offender  may  be  brought  to  truo 
repentance,  the  solemn  act  of  excommunication  shall  take  place,  in  pre 
sence  of  the  assembled  Congregation,  as  follows.  The  .Minister,  taking  his 
place  at  the  altar,  shall  say : 

IN*  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Sm,  and  of  the 
Holy  (.ihost.  Amen. 

DKAKIA-  HKLOVKD  ix  THE  LOUD:  AVe  have  on  several 
occasions  made  known  to  you,  that  our  fellow-member, 
N.  i\r.,  lias  been  (holding  and  teaching  false  doctrine) 
leading  an  immoral  and  ungodly  life,  and  has  thus  hv 
hiif  sin  given  great  offence  to  the  Clmivh  of  Christ,  to  the 
end  that  by  your  prayers  to  (Jod  on  his  behalf,  //<•  might 
be  brought  to  repentance,  and  so  be  freed  from  the  bonds 
of  the  .Devil.  According  to  the  command  of  our  Lord, 
we  have  kindly  told  him  his  fault,  both  alone  and  in  the 

(-J01J 
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presence  of  one  or  two  witnesses ;  we  have  warned  1dm 
of  the  end  of  his  heinous  oifenccs  against  God  and  the 
Ghmvh,  and  admonished  him  to  repent.  I3ut  it  is  with 
deep  sorrow  of  heart  that  we  announce  to  you  that,  up  to 
this  time,  we  Lave  received  no  evidence  of  true  repentance 
and  reformation  of  life.  On  the  contrary,  he  has  hardened 
his  heart,  and  daily  increases  his  guilt  by  continuing  in 
stubbornness  and  disobedience. 

"Wherefore,  in  order  that  this  corrupt  and  seemingly 
incorrigible  member  may  not  endanger  the  whole  body, 
and  that  the  name  of  God  be  not  blasphemed  among  us 
through  him,  we  are  now  in  duty  bound,  by  the  command 
of  our  Lord,  to  proceed  to  the  use  of  the  last  remedy,  and 
cut  him  oft'  from  the  communion  of  the  Church. 

Here  the  Elders  shall  rise. 

"We,  the  Minister  and  Elders  of  the  Church,  assembled 
in  the  name  and  by  the  authority  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  announce  to  you  all  that  N.  j\T.,  because  he  will  not 
forsake  his  (errors  and)  wicked  course  of  life,  is  hereby 
excommunicated  from  the  Church  of  God  ;  he  is  separated 
and  cut  oil'  from  the  communion  of  saints,  from  the  use 
of  the  sacraments,  and  from  all  the  other  means  of  grace, 
HO  long  as  he  obstinately  and  impenitently  persists  in  his 
(errors  and)  sins. 

Moreover,  we  admonish  you,  dearly  beloved,  t/iat  you 
bold  no  fellowship  with  this  person,  that  he  may  be  led  to 
a  deep  sense  of  his  fall  and  separation  from  the  Church  of 
Christ.  We  beseech  you,  however,  do  not  treat  him  as  an 
enemy;  but  admonish  him  and  pray  for  hi/n,  that  he  may 
be  brought  to  repentance  and  restored  to  the  communion 
of  the  Church.  Remember  also  that  ye  yourselves  are  beset 
by  temptations;  and  let  the  fall  of  this  -man  be  an  example 
unto  you  and  a  warning  of  vour  danger. 

"Ye  have  seen  Low  lie  began  to  depart  from  the  wave  of 
truth  and  righteousness,  and  by  degrees  fell  away  more 
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and  more  into  (error  and)  sin,  until  Satan  led  him  captive 
at  his  will.  Observe,  therefore1,  ho\v  cunning  the  great 
adversary  of  souls  is,  in  leading  men  to  destruction.  The 
jK-vil,  as  a  roaring  lion,  walketh  about  seeking  whom  lie 
may  devour.  Wherefore,  let  him  that  thinketh  he  stand- 
eth  take  heed  lest  he  fall.  Beware  of  the  least  beginnings 
of  evil.  Lay  aside  every  weight  and  the  sin  that  doth  so 
easily  beset  vou,  and  run  with  patience  the  race  that  is  set 
before  you,  looking  unto  .Jesus,  the  author  and  finisher  of 
V'liir  faith.  l»e  sober;  watch  and  prav,  lest  ye  enter  into 
temptation.  Let  every  one  be  truly  sorrowful  for  his  sins, 
that  God  may  not  humble  us  again  by  the  fall  of  any 
other  member  of  this  church.  Beloved  brethren,  let  your 
fellowship  be  with  the  Father,  and  with  His  Son  Jesus 
Christ :  and  be  ye  steadfast,  immovable,  always  abounding 
in  the  work  of  the  Lord. 

Let  us  pray  : 

O  KKiHTKoi's  God,  most  merciful  Father,  we  bewail  our 
sins  before  Thy  most  high  Majesty,  and  confess  that  we 
have  deserved  the  sorrow  and  pain  which  we  have  felt  in 
the  separation  of  a  fellow-member  from  Thy  Church.  Hut 
we  beseech  Thee,  for  Christ's  sake,  be  Thou  gracious  unto 
us;  forgive  our  iniquities,  for  we  mourn  over  them;  and 
work  in  our  hearts  more  and  more  of  a  godly  sorrow  not 
to  be  repented  of;  that  we  may  fear  the  judgments  which 
Thou  dost  send  upon  the  stiff-necked  and  rebellious,  and 
give  all  diligence  to  walk  worthy  of  the  Lord  unto  all 
pleasing.  And  as  Thou  hast  no  pleasure  in  the  death  of 
the  sinner,  but  wilt  have  all  men  to  be  converted  and  live  ; 
and  as  the  door  of  Thy  Church  is  always  open  to  those 
who  return  to  Thee  with  true  penitence,  we  pray,  () 
most  merciful  Father,  for  grace  to  walk  before  Thee  in  all 
holiness,  and  to  admonish  this  excommunicated  person  in 
humility  and  love,  that  through  Thy  good  Spirit  he  may 
be  made  sorry  after  a  godly  manner  for  hi*  sins,  and  re- 
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stored  to  Thv  favor.     May  we  soon  have  cause  to  rejoice 
over  liltn  lor  whom  we  now  have  sorrow  of  heart,  that  Thy 
name  mav  he  praised  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 
Ji.  Amen. 


[The  restoration  of  :i  penitent  shall  take  place  in  connection  with  the 
preparation  for  the  Holy  Communion,  or  else  ou  the  preceding  Sunday.] 

An  excommunicated  person  desiring  to  be  restored  to  the  communion  of  the 
Church,  the  .Minister  and  Elders  shall  make  diligent  iiHjuiry  into  his  state 
of  mind  and  manner  of  life;  and.  if  lie  give  sufficient  evidence  of  being 
trulv  penitent  on  account  of  his  errors  and  sins,  the  Minister  shall  make 
the  following  announcement  to  the  Congregation,  at  least  one  week  before 
the  time  appointed  for  his  restoration. 

]>I:LOVKD  ix  TIII-:  LOUD:  It  is  our  privilege  to  announce 
to  you  to-day,  that  our  fellow-member,  N.  A7".,  who  was 
cut  oil:' from  our  communion,  has,  hy  this  remedy,  as  also 
by  good  admonitions  and  your  Christian  prayers,  come  so 
far,  that  he  is  ashamed  of  his  sins,  and  desires  to  be  re 
admitted  to  the  fellowship  of  the  Church. 

\\re  have  made  diligent  inquiry  into  his  spiritual  state 
and  manner  of  life,  and  have  good  reason  to  believe  that 
he  has  forsaken  his  wickedness,  and  turns  to  the  Lord 
with  a  broken  and  a  contrite  heart.  Since  then,  we  arc 
in  duty  bound,  by  the  command  of  God,  to  receive  such 
persons  with  joy,  and  yet  it  is  necessary  to  proceed  herein 
according  to  good  order,  we  do  hereby  make  known  to 
you  that  we  propose,  in  connection  with  the  preparation 
for  the  next  Communion,  to  loose  this  excommunicated 
member  from  the  bond  of  excommunication,  and  admit 
him  again  to  the  privileges  of  the  Church  ;  except  any  one 
of  you  may  know  any  just  cause  why  this  ought  not  to 
be  done;  in  which  case  it  will  be  your  duty  to  give  us 
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notice  of  the  same  in  due  time.  Meanwhile,  let  every  one 
thank  the  Lord  for  the  mercy  shown  to  this  erring 
brother,  and  beseech  Him  to  perfect  his  work  in  him  to 
his  eternal  salvation.  Amen. 

At  the  appointed  time,  if  no  impediment  be  alleged,  the  Penitent,  coming 
forward,  shall  kneel  before  the  altar,  and  the  Minister  shall  say  to  the  Con 
gregation  : 

BELOVED  BRETHREN  :  We  have,  on  a  previous  occasion, 
informed  you  of  the  repentance  of  our  fellow-member, 
JV.  JV.,  in  order,  that  with  your  knowledge  and  approval,  he 
might  again  be  received  into  the  Church  of  Christ.  And 
inasmuch  as  no  one  has,  in  the  meantime,  brought  any 
charge  against  him,  we  shall  now  proceed  to  his  formal  and 
solemn  restoration,  according  to  the  authority  of  the  Gospel. 

Our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  declares  that  whatsoever  his  min 
isters  shall  loose  on  earth,  shall  be  loosed  in  heaven  ;  whereby 
he  gives  us  to  understand  that,  when  any  person  is  ex 
communicated  from  the  Church,  he  is  not  at  once  cut  off 
thereby  from  all  hope  of  being  saved,  but  may  again  be 
loosed  from  the  bonds  of  condemnation.  And,  as  God  de 
clares  in  his  Word,  that  he  has  no  pleasure  in  the  death 
of  the  wicked,  but  that  the  wicked  turn  from  his  way 
and  live,  the  Church  always  hopes  for  the  conversion  of 
her  back-slidden  children,  and  keeps  her  bosom  open  for 
those  who  truly  repent.  Accordingly,  the  Apostle  Paul 
commanded  that  the  Corinthian  offender,  who  by  his  di 
rection  had  been  cut  off  from  the  Church,  should  be  again 
received  and  comforted,  lest  perhaps  such  a  one  might  be 
swallowed  up  with  overmuch  sorrow. 

Our  Lord  teaches  us  also,  that  the  sentence  of  nbsolu- 
tion  which  is  passed  upon  such  a  converted  sinner,  ac 
cording  to  the  Word  of  God,  is  accounted  sure  and  firm 
by  the  Lord.  Wherefore  no  one  who  truly  repents, 
ought  to  doubt  in  the  least  that  he  is  assuredly  received 
by  God  in  mercy;  for  Christ  saith,  Whosesoever  sins  yo 
remit,  they  are  remitted  unto  them. 
23 
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Here  let  the  assisting  Elders  rise,  when  the  Minister,  addressing  the  Penitent, 
shall  proceed: 

Now,  therefore  I  ask  thee,  N.  N.,  dost  thou  declare 
with  all  thy  heart,  before  God  and  His  Church,  that  thou 
art  sincerely  sorry  for  the  sin  and  stubbornness  for  which 
thou  hast  been  justly  excommunicated,  and  dost  thou 
desire  to  be  re-admitted  into  the  communion  of  the 
Church  of  Christ,  and  promise  henceforth  to  live  in  all 
godliness,  according  to  the  command  of  the  Lord  ? 

Ans.  I  do. 

Then  the  Minister  shall  further  say : 

And  now,  in  the  name  and  by  the  authority  of  Christ 
and  His  Church,  I  announce  to  you  the  pardon  of  your 
sins ;  I  release  you  from  the  bond  of  the  excommunication 
which  you  have  incurred  ;  receive  you  and  restore  you 
to  the  fellowship  of  Christ,  to  the  communion  of  saints, 
to  the  use  of  the  sacraments,  and  all  the  other  means  of 
grace.  The  God  of  all  grace,  who  hath  had  pity  upon  you, 
and  who  hath  given  you  repentance  unto  life,  confirm  you 
therein  unto  the  end,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

Amen. 

Here  the  Penitent  shall  rise : 

Seeing  then,  my  brother,  that  God  hath  received  you 
into  grace,  be  careful  to  watch  henceforward  continually, 
that  Satan,  the  world,  and  your  flesh,  may  not  cause  you 
to  fall  again  into  sin.  Bring  forth  fruits  meet  for  repent 
ance  ;  and,  as  God  has  forgiven  you  much,  love  Him  much, 
and  walk  before  Him  in  newness  of  life. 

And  ye,  my  brethren,  receive  this  poor  penitent  with 
joy  and  tenderness  ;  praise  God  for  his  return,  and  rejoice 
ye  with  the  angels  of  Heaven  over  this  sinner  who  comes 
to-day  to  repentance;  for  he  was  dead  and  is  alive  again, 
he  was  lost  and  is  found.  Since  God  has  forgiven  and  re 
ceived  him,  let  no  one  despise  him  ;  look  no  longer  upon 
him  as  a  stranger,  but  love  him  as  a  brother,  and  count 
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him  a  fellow-citizen  with  the  saints,  and  of  the  household 
of  God.  But  let  each  one  also  profit  by  the  example  of 
his  fall.  Put  on  the  whole  armor  of  God,  that  ye  may  be 
able  to  stand  against  the  wiles  of  the  devil.  For  we 
wrestle  not  against  flesh  and  blood,  but  against  princi 
palities,  against  powers,  against  the  rulers  of  the  darkness 
of  this  world,  against  spiritual  wickedness  in  high  places. 
AVherefore,  take  unto  you  the  whole  armor  of  God,  that 
ye  may  be  able  to  withstand  in  the  evil  day,  and  having 
done  all  to  stand. 

Let  us  return  thanks  to  the  Lord  for  the  conversion  of 
our  brother,  and  implore  His  mercy  for  him,  and  for  our 
selves. 

O  (jRACious  GOD,  our  Heavenly  Father,  we  thank  Thee 
through  Jesus  Christ  Thy  Son,  that  it  hath  pleased  Thee 
to  grant  unto  our  brother,  who  is  here  present,  repentance 
unto  life,  and  to  give  us  occasion  to  rejoice  over  his  con 
version.  \Ve  beseech  Thee  to  ratify  in  Heaven,  that 
which  we  have  now  done  in  his  behalf  on  the  earth.  May 
he  be  more  and  more  assured  in  his  heart  of  the  pardon 
of  his  sins,  that  thereby  he  may  be  comforted  and  ani 
mated  for  Thy  service.  Restore  unto  him  the  joy  of  Thy 
salvation  ;  and  let  Thy  free  spirit  uphold  him,  that  he  may 
walk  in  Thy  ways  steadfastly  all  the  days  of  his  life.  As 
lie  has  offended  many  by  his  sins,  so  may  he  edify  many 
by  his  conversion.  And  grant  us  all  grace,  we  beseech 
Thee,  that  we  may  learn  from  this  example  to  hold  sin  in 
abhorrence,  and  to  fear  Thee.  Deliver  us  in  the  hour  of 
temptation.  Suller  none  of  us  to  draw  back,  nor  to  fall 
into  sin,  and  dishonor  Thy  Church;  but  may  we  hold  fast 
our  profession,  and  abide  faithful  unto  the  end,  that  we 
may  receive  the  crown  of  life:  all  which  we  ask  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,  to  whom  with  Thee  and  the  I  July 
Ghost,  be  honor  and  glory,  world  without  end.

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\\'hcn  the  people  have  assembled  at  the  spot  where  the  new  church  is  to  be 
built,  the  Minister,  standing  near  the  corner-stone^  shall  say: 

DEARLY  BELOVED  BRETHREN:  It  is  right  arid  proper,  in 
all  our  doings,  to  beseech  Almighty  God  for  His  most 
gracious  direction  and  help ;  but,  especially,  as  we  are 
now  assembled  to  begin  a  house,  which  is  to  be  set  apart 
for  His  honor  and  service ;  for  the  worship  of  His  holy 
Name,  the  preaching  of  His  holy  Gospel,  and  the  admin 
istration  of  His  holy  Sacraments  :  let  us  therefore  devoutly 
look  up  to  him  for  assistance,  protection  and  blessing. 

Let  us  pray  : 

ALMIGHTY  and  everlasting  God,  who  art  always  more 
ready  to  hear  than  we  are  to  pray,  and  art  wont  to  give 
more  than  either  we  desire  or  deserve,  grant  us,  we  be 
seech  Thee,  the  fulness  of  Thy  mercy.  Prosper  and  bless 
the  work  which  we  have  here  undertaken,  that,  by  Thy 
favor  it  ma}-  promote  Thy  glory,  and  secure  the  salvation 
of  many  souls :  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

Our  Father,  &c. 

Here  the  Minister  shall  read  the  9Gth  Psalm : 

Oh  sing  unto  the  Lord  a  now  song :  sing  unto  the  Lord,  all  the 
earth.  Sing  unto  the  Lord,  bless  his  name ;  show  forth  his  salva 
tion  from  day  to  day.  Declare  his  glory  among  the  heathen,  his 
wonders  among  all  people.  For  the  Lord  is  great,  and  greatly  to 
DC  praised  :  he  is  to  be  feared  above  all  gods.  For  all  the  gods  of 
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the  nations  arc  idols:  but  the  Lord  made  the  heavens.  Honor  and 
majesty  are  before  him  :  strength  and  beauty  are  in  his  sanctuary. 
Give  unto  the  Lord,  O  ye  kindreds  of  the  people,  give  unto  the 
Lord  glory  and  strength.  (Jive  unto  the  Lord  the  glory  due  unto 
his  name :  bring  an  offering,  and  come  into  his  courts.  Oh  worship 
the  Lord  in  the  beauty  of  holiness  :  fear  before  him,  all  the  earth. 
Say  among  the  heathen  that  the  Lord  reigneth  :  the  world  also  shall 
bo  established  that  it  shall,  not  be  moved  :  he  shall  judge  the  people 
righteously.  Let  the  heavens  rejoice,  and  let  the  earth  be  glad  ; 
let  the  sea  roar,  and  the  fulness  thereof.  Let  the  field  be  joyful, 
and  all  that  is  therein  :  then  shall  all  the  trees  of  the  wood  rejoice 
before  the  Lord :  for  he  cometh,  for  he  cometh  to  judge  the  earth  : 
lie  shall  judge  the  world  with  righteousness,  and  the  people  with 
his  truth. 

Hero,  the  inscription  of  the  corner-stone,  if  it  have  any.  being  read,  the  Min 
ister  shrill  proceed  to  put  into  it  the  several  articles  which  it  is  to  contain, 
naming  them  as  he  does  so  one  by  one ;  after  which,  the  stone  being  laid 
in  its  place,  he  shall  say: 

Our  help  is  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  who  made  heaven 
and  earth. 

Except  the  Lord  build  the  house,  they  labor  in  vain 
that  build  it. 


Placing  his  hand  upon  the  stone,  he  shall  then  say: 

In  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
Holy  Ghost.  Amen.  I  lay  the  corner-stone  of  an  edifice, 
to  be  here  erected  under  the  name  of-  —  Church,  and 
devoted  to  the  worship  of  Almighty  God,  agreeably  to 
the  principles  and  usages  of  the  German  Reformed  Church 
in  the  United  States  of  America. 

Other  foundation  can  no  man  lay,  than  that  is  laid, 
which  is  Jesus  Christ;  who  is  God  over  all,  blessed  for 
ever;  in  whom  we  have  redemption  through  His  blood, 
even  the  forgiveness  of  sins. 

Glory  be  to  the  Father,  and  to  the  Son,  and  to  the 
Holy  Ghost:  as  it  was  in  the  beginning,  is  now,  and  ever 
shall  be,  world  without  end.     Amen.

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Then  shall  the  Minister  say  : 

Let  us  now  unite  in  the  profession  of  our  holy  Chris 
tian  faith :

Then  shall  he  say : 

Let  us  pray : 

Blessed  be  Thy  name,  O  Lord,  that  it  hath  pleased 
Thee  to  put  it  into  the  hearts  of  Thy  servants  to  com 
mence  the  erection  of  a  building,  in  which  Thy  holy 
Kame  is  to  be  worshipped,  the  messages  of  reconciliation 
proclaimed,  and  the  means  and  pledges  of  Thy  grace  and 
mercy  administered.  Prosper  Thou  them,  O  God,  in 
this  their  undertaking.  Guard  by  Thy  providence  every 
thing  which  may  appertain  to  the  building,  which  is  now 
begun  in  Thy  fear.  Excite  the  skill  and  animate  the 
industry  of  the  superintendents  and  workmen.  Shield 
them  from  all  accidents  and  dangers.  And  grant  unto 
them,  and  all  of  us  here  present,  the  influences  of  Thy 
Divine  Spirit,  so  that  we  may  become  in  soul  and  body 
living  temples  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  be  prepared  for 
that  eternal  city  which  hath  foundations,  whose  builder 
and  maker  is  God :  all  which  we  ask  through  the  abun 
dant  merits  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  who 
liveth  and  reigneth  with  Thee  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  ever 
one  God,  world  without  end.  Amen. 

Here  an  address  may  be  delivered.     After  vrhich,  a  collection  being  made, 
the  service  shall  be  concluded  with  a  Hymn  and  the  Apostolic  Benediction. 
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The  service  shall  opon  with  the  following  Cantirle,  to  be  said  or  sung. 

AKISK,  O  Lord,  into  Thy  rest ;  Thou  and  the  ark  of  Thy  strength. 
Let  Thy  priests  be  clothed  with  righteousness;  aud  let  Thy  saints 
shout  for  joy. 

()  Thou  that  dwellest  between  the  cherubim,  shine  forth. 

Make  a  joyful  noise  unto  God  all  ye  lands.  Serve  the  Lord  with 
gladness:  enter  into  His  gates  with  thanksgiving,  and  into  His 
courts  with  praise. 

Who  shall  ascend  into  the  hill  of  the  Lord?  and  who  shall  stand 
in  1 1  is  holy  place? 

He  that  hath  clean  liands,  and  a  clean  heart;  who  hath  not  lifted 
up  his  soul  unto  vanity,  nor  sworn  deceitfully.  He  shall  receive  the 
blessing  from  the  Lord,  aud  righteousness  from  the  God  of  his  sal 
vation. 

Lift  up  your  heads,  O  ye  gates;  and  be  ye  lift  up,  ye  everlasting 
doors,  and  the  King  of  glory  shall  come  in. 

Who  is  this  King  of  glory '{  The  Lord  strong  aud  mighty,  the 
Lord  mighty  in  battle. 

Lift  up  your  heads,  0  ye  gates;  even  lift  them  up,  ye  everlasting 
doors,  and  the  King  of  glory  shall  come  in. 

Who  is  this  King  of  glory?  The  Lord  of  hosts,  he  is  the  King 
of  glory. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say: 

Let  us  pray : 

()  ETERNAL  GOD,  mighty  in  power,  and  of  majesty  incom 
prehensible,  whom  the  heaven  of  heavens  cannot  contain, 
much  less  the  walls  of  temples  made  with  hands,  to  Thee 
alone  be  praise  and  adoration,  from  all  the  hosts  of  heaven 
and  all  who  dwell  upon  the  earth.  With  hearts  full  of 
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joy  and  gratitude  we  are  now  assembled  in  this  house, 
built  to  the  honor  of  Thy  great  name.  Send  down  upon 
us  all  Thy  Holy  Spirit,  that  we  may  lift  up  holy  hands  to 
Thee,  and  worship  Thee  with  pure  hearts.  O  God,  who 
art  from  everlasting  to  everlasting,  hear  us  for  the  sake 
of  Thy  dear  Son,  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen 

Here  a  suitable  portion  of   Scripture  shall  bo  road;   after  which  the  84th 
1'sdlm,  or  a  Hymn  shall  be  sung.     Then  the  Minister  shall  say : 

PEARLY  BELOVED  IN  THE  LORD:  God,  our  heavenly 
Father,  in  all  ages  of  the  Church,  lias  approved  the  acts 
of  devout  and  holy  men,  who,  moved  either  by  His  ex 
press  command,  or  by  the  secret  inspiration  of  His  blessed 
Spirit,  have  erected  sanctuaries  for  His  worship,  and  sepa 
rated  them  from  all  common  use,  that  they  might  be 
sacred  places,  wholly  consecrated  to  Him. 

AVc,  a  congregation  of  His  servants,  animated  by  the 
pious  example  of  those  that  have  gone  before  us,  sustained 
by  the  grace  of  God,  and  directed  by  His  Spirit,  have 
built  this  house  to  the  honor  of  His  great  name ;  and  we 
are  now  together  before  God,  that  we  may,  by  a  solemn 
act  of  worship,  devote  it  to  its  intended  use  and  purpose. 

First  of  all,  then,  under  a  deep  and  lively  sense  of  the 
mercy  and  favor  of  our  heavenly  Father,  let  us  say  as 
with  one  accord  :  Blessed  be  the  Lord  our  God,  who  hath 
with  His  hand  fulfilled  the  desires  of  our  hearts,  enabling 
us  to  build  this  house,  that  His  name  may  be  recorded 
here  !  To  Him  be  glory,  as  it  was  in  the  beginning,  is 
now,  and  ever  shall  be,  world  without  end. 

11.  Amen. 

The  Lord  hath  chosen  Zion  ;  He  hath  desired  it  for  Ilia 
habitation.

Beautiful 
for  situation,  the  joy  of  the  whole  earth,  is  Mount  Zion, 
the  city  of  the  great  King.  God  is  known  in  her  palaces 
for  a  refuge. 

The  Lord  loveth  the  gates  of  Zion  more  than  all  the 
dwellings  of  Jacob.  Glorious  things  are  spoken  of  thee, 

0  city  of  God.     Of  Zion  it  shall   he  said,  This  and  that 
man  was  born  in  her:  and  the  Highest  himself  shall  es 
tablish  her.     The  Lord  shall  count,  when  he  writeth   up 
the  people,  that  this  man  was  born  there. 

The  Lord  is  in  His  holy  temple:  let  all  the  earth  keep 
silence  before  Him. 
J\.   Amen. 

Accompany  me  now  with  your  hearts  and  voices,  while 

1  pronounce  the  articles  of  our  Catholic  Christian  faith  : 

I  HELIEVE,  &c. 

The  Minister  shall  then  sity  : 

The  Congregation  who  are  now  assembled  in  this  place 
have  erected  this  house  for  the  worship  of  God,  and  desire 
that  it  be  solemnly  set  apart  to  that  object.  They  have 
given  to  it  the  name  of-  — ;  and  by  this  name  we 

do  now  set  it  apart,  and  dedicate  it  to  the  worship  of  the 
Triune  God,  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost. 
Henceforth  let  it  be  a  house  of  God,  where  His  name  shall 
be  honored,  and  His  gospel  shall  be  proclaimed,  and  His 
blessings  shall  descend  from  heaven  upon  1IU»  children. 
Amen. 

All  kneeling,  the  Minister  shall  proceed  : 

Let  us  pray. 

O  LORD  OUR  GOD,  there  is  no  God  beside  Thee.  Thou 
alone  art  worthy  to  receive  adoration  and  praise  ;  for  Thou 
hast  made  all  things,  and  by  Thee  they  continue  to  exist. 
Great  and  marvellous  are  Thy  works,  Lord  God  Almighty! 
Just  and  true  are  Thy  ways,  Thou  King  of  saints  !  Who 
would  not  fear  Thee,  O  Lord,  and  magnify  Thy  name  ? 
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For  Thou  art  holy,  and  all  nations  shall  come  to  worship 
before  Thee,  when  they  learn  the  joy  of  Thy  salvation. 
Glory  be  to  Thy  name,  that  we  are  permitted  to  know 
Thee,  the  only  true  God,  and  Jesus  Christ  whom  Thou 
hast  sent ;  and  through  this  knowledge  to  obtain  pardon, 
Banctitieation,  and  eternal  life. 

We  give  Thee  thanks,  O  God,  for  the  foundation  of  Thy 
Church  on  earth;  for  Thy  sacred  oracles ;  for  the  ministry 
of  Thy  word;  and  for  Thy  holy  sacraments.  We  thank 
Thee,  that,  by  Thy  providence,  this  house  has  been  erected 
for  the  worship  of  Thy  name,  that  the  gospel  of  Thy  Son 
may  be  proclaimed  in  it,  that  sinners  may  be  called  to  re 
pentance,  and  that  Thy  people  may  be  edified  unto  life  etcr- 
iiul.  We  pray  Thee  now  to  accept  the  work  of  our  hands. 
Let  this  house  be  indeed  a  house  of  God.  Let  Thy  pre 
sence  be  in  it,  and  dwell  Thou  iu  the  midst  of  the  assem 
bly  that  shall  worship  here.  Give  to  it  Ministers  of  Thy 
Gospel,  who  shall  be  men  after  Thine  own  heart,  and  own 
and  bless  their  labors.  Pour  out  Thy  Spirit  upon  them, 
that  sinners  maybe  converted  from  darkness  to  light,  and 
from  the  power  of  Satan  unto  God,  and  Thy  people  built 
up  more  and  more  in  their  holy  faith.  When  Thy  holy 
word  is  read  and  preached  in  this  place,  and  the  holy 
micraments  are  administered,  send  down  upon  the  congre 
gation  the  dews  of  Thy  heavenly  grace.  When  Thy 
people  bring  to  Thee  their  thanksgiving  for  the  gifts  of 
Thy  providence,  accept  their  offering,  and  bless  them  in 
it,  that  their  joy  may  be  full.  And  when,  in  seasons  of 
calamity  and  distress,  they  humble  themselves  before 
Thee,  and  implore  Thy  mercy,  hear  Thou  in  heaven,  and 
pity  them ;  forgive  their  sins  that  may  have  provoked 
Thy  displeasure,  and  deliver  them;  or  comfort  and  sup 
port  them  under  their  trials,  and  sanctify  their  affliction 
unto  them,  that  it  may  bring  forth,  in  due  time,  the  peace 
able  fruits  of  righteousness.  Cause  Thy  name,  O  Lord, 
to  be  hallowed,  Thy  kingdom  to  come,  and  Thy  will 
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to  be  (lone,  by  means  of  this  house,  both  among  the  con 
gregation  who  shall  worship  in  it,  and  in  the  community 
among  which  they  dwell  ;  that  our  labor  be  not  in  vain; 
that  there  may  be  joy  in  heaven  over  sinners  who  repent, 
and  that  we  all  may  have  confidence,  and  not  be  ashamed 
in  the  presence  of  the  Lord  Jesus  at  His  coming. 

Hear  us,  we  beseech  Thee,  O  God  of  all  grace,  Father 
of  all  light,  and  Fountain  of  all  good.  Let  our  prayer 
come  up  before  Thee,  and  be  acceptable,  through  the 
merit  of  Jesus  Christ;  and  do  unto  us  according  to  Thy 
great  mercy  and  love.  And  unto  Thee,  the  King  eternal, 
immortal,  and  invisible ;  who  alone  art  mighty,  wise,  and 
good  ;  who  dwellest  in  light  which  no  man  can  approach 
unto  and  live ;  unto  Thee  be  all  glory,  through  Jesus 
Christ,  in  heaven  and  on  earth,  forever  and  ever.  Amen. 

Here  a  collection  may  be  taken  up ;  and,  after  the  singing  of  a  suitable 
Ifymn,  tlie  Sermon  and  other  parts  of  worship  shall  follow. 
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When  the  people  are  assembled  in  the  church,  or  on  the  ground,  the  exer 
cises  shall  begin  with  an  Invocation  and  a  suitable  Hymn  or  Anthem. 
Then  the  Minister  shall  read  the  90th  Psalm,  after  which,  the  people  stand 
ing,  he  shall  pray  as  follows: 

O  THOU  ever  blessed  Mediator,  who  wast  dead  but 
livest  forever,  of  whom  the  whole  family  in  heaven  and 
earth  is~  named,  and  who  hast  knit  all  Thy  saints  in  one 
communion  unto  life  eternal,  in  that  mystical  body  of 
which  Thou  art  the  glorious  and  everlasting  Head,  grant 
us  grace  so  to  follow  Thy  blessed  saints,  who  have  gone 
before  us,  in  the  faith  and  fellowship  of  Thy  holy  Church, 
that  we  may  come  to  those  unspeakable  joys,  which  Thou 
hast  prepared  for  all  that  love  Thee,  from  the  foundation 
of  the  world. 

K.  Amen. 

After  prayer  the  Minister  shall  read  the  following  Lessons: 

The  First  Lesson,  Gen.  xxiii. 

The  Second  Lesson,  1  Cor.  xv.,  12-26. 

Then  another  Hymn  or  Anthem  shall  be  sung,  after  which  a  suitable  Sermon 
or  Address  may  be  delivered. 

Then  the  Minister  shall  say : 

In  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
Holy  Ghost.  Amen. 

DEARLY  BELOVED  :  The  Holy  Scriptures  in  divers  places 
instruct  us  to  put  honor  upon  our  bodies.  God  the  Father 
has  formed  our  bodies  fearfully  and  wonderfully,  and 
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made  their  destinies  one  with  that  of  our  spirits.  God 
the  Son  has  honored  our  bodies,  by  assuming  the  form 
and  fashion  of  a  man  in  His  glorious  incarnation,  HO  that 
His  people  are  flesh  of  His  flesh  and  hone  of  His  hones. 
Our  bodies  are  members  of  Christ;  and  we  are  encou 
raged  to  look  for  the  Saviour,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ:  who 
shall  change  our  vile  body,  that  it  may  be  fashioned  like 
unto  His  glorious  body,  according  to  the  working  whereby 
He  is  able  even  to  subdue  all  things  unto  Himself.  (Jod 
the  Holy  Cihost  has  put  honor  upon  our  bodies  in  making 
them  His  temples.  \Ve  are,  moreover,  assured  that  He 
who  raised  up  Christ  from  the  dead  shall  also  quicken  our 
mortal  bodies  by  His  Spirit  that  dwelleth  in  us.  Hence, 
having  the  tirst  fruits  of  the  Spirit,  we  wait  for  the  adop 
tion,  even  the  redemption  of  our  body. 

With  the  whole  Church  of  all  ages,  we  believe  in  the  re 
surrection  of  the  body.  AVe  know  that  the  dead  in 
Christ  shall  rise  again.  I  am  the  Resurrection  and  the 
Lite,  saith  the  Lord:  lie  that  helieveth  in  Me,  though  lie 
were  dead,  yet  shall  he  live.  Behold,  I  show  you  a  mys 
tery  ;  we  shall  not  all  sleep,  but  we  shall  all  be  changed, 
in  a  moment,  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye,  at  the  last 
trump;  for  the  trumpet  shall  sound,  and  the  dead  shall 
be  raised  incorruptible,  and  we  shall  be  changed.  For 
this  corruptible  must  put  on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal 
must  put  on  immortality.  I  know  that  my  Redeemer 
liveth,  and  that  He  shall  stand  in  the  latter  day  upon  the 
earth  ;  and  though  after  my  skin  worms  destroy  this  body, 
yet  in  my  flesh  shall  I  see  Ciod. 

Such  being  the  honor  bestowed  upon  the  bodies  of  the 
saints,  and  such  being  the  promises  graciously  delivered 
unto  us  concerning  them,  it  is  most  meet  and  right,  and 
we  arc  strongly  urged  thereto  by  decency  and  piety,  as 
well  as  by  Scripture,  to  cause  that  the  bodies  of  the  de 
parted  which  rest  in  hope  may  also  rest  in  honor  and  peace. 

AVe  lind  that  in  the  beginning  the  holy  patriarch  Abro- 
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liam,  who  was  the  father  of  the  faithful,  did  not  wish  to 
bury  his  dead  in  a  common  place,  nor  yet  among  the  bo 
dies  of  the  surrounding  Gentiles,  but  purchased  a  burying- 
place,  even  the  field  of  Machpelah,  which  became  the  per 
manent  cemetery  of  his  descendants.  There  he  buried 
Sarah  his  wife  :  there  he  himself  was  buried :  there  they 
buried  Isaac  his  son,  and  Kebccca  his  wife :  and  there 
afterwards  they  buried  Jacob  and  Leah.  Thus  did  the 
faithful  of  old,  who  trusted  in  God,  solemnly  set  apart 
for  themselves  a  place  of  burial ;  whose  children  we  are 
if  we  do  their  works  and  walk  in  the  ways  of  their  faith. 

We  read,  also,  that  Joseph  of  Arimathea,  a  disciple  of 
Jesus,  who  waited  for  the  kingdom  of  God,  had  a  sepul 
chre  prepared  in  a  garden,  hewn  out  of  a  rock.  Into 
this  they  laid  the  precious  body  of  Jesus  in  the  repose  of 
death,  guarding  it  against  all  desecration  by  rolling  a 
great  stone  to  the  door,  and  setting  a  seal  upon  it. 

Imitating  this  example  of  holy  men,  and  led  by  the 
devout  and  tender  spirit  of  the  Church  in  all  ages,  and 
acting  agreeably  to  our  reason  and  sense  of  the  fitness  of 
things,  we  have  met  in  a  solemn  manner  to  set  apart  this 
spot  to  its  intended  use. 

The  name  of  this  ground  is 

Under  this  name  we  separate  it  from  all  common  and 
secular  use,  and  consecrate  it  as  a  place  of  burial  and 
repose  for  the  bodies  of  the  dead,  until  the  resurrection 
of  the  last  day:  In  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Amen. 

Reign,  thou  Spirit  of  Peace,  over  this  consecrated  spot. 
Rest  here  in  hope,  ye  who  fall  asleep  in  Jesus :  Rest  till 
the  welcome  voice  of  invitation  shall  break  your  slum 
ber,  and  sound  aloud  through  your  silent  mansions: 
Awake  and  sing,  ye  that  dwell  in  dust. 

Let  us  pray. 

Here  a  free  Prayer,  or  the  concluding  prayer  of  the  first  Burial  Service  (pp. 
285-6),  shall  be  offered,  and  the  service  closed  by  the  Benediction. 


PUBLIC  RECEPTION  OF  IMMIGRANTS. 


As  early  as  convenient  after  the  arrival  of  Christian  brethren  from  a  foreign 
land,  they  shall  come  into  the  Church,  on  the  occasion  of  a  public  service, 
or  av  any  other  time  appointed  for  that  purpose,  to  render  thanksgiving 
to  (Jo'l  for  Mis  goodness  in  bringing  them  safely  through  the  dangers  of 
the  Sea,  and  that  they  may  be  publicly  commended  to  the  Christian  fellow 
ship  and  sympathies  of  the  Congregation.  Either  at  the  beginning  or  tho 
close  of  the  regular  service,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Minister,  the  newly 
arrived  brethren  shall  be  invited  to  come  forward  and  stand  around  the 
ul tar.  Then  the  Minister  shall  announce  to  the  Congregation  their  names, 
and  at  his  discretion  read  such  credentials  ns  they  may  have  brought  from 
their  fatherland,  and  give  any  information  lie  may  possess  concerning  their 
prcviou*  life  and  Christian  character.  Whereupon,  the  Congregation 
standing,  the  Minister  shall  say  : 

O  THAT  men  would  praise  the  Lord  for  His  goodness,  and  for  His 
Wonderful  works  to  the  children  of  men  ! 

And  let  them  sacrifice  the  sacrifices  of  thanksgiving,  and  declare 
His  works  with  rejoicing. 

They  that  go  down  to  the  sea  in  ships,  that  do  business  in  great 
waters;  they  see  the  works  of  the  Lord,  and  His  wonders  in  the 
deep. 

For  He  cornmandeth,  and  raiscth  the  stormy  wind,  which  lifteth 
up  the  waves  thereof. 

They  mount  up  to  the  heaven,  they  go  down  again  to  the  depths  : 
their  soul  is  Incited  because  of  trouble. 

They  reel  to  and  fro,  and  stagger  like  a  drunken  man,  and  are  at 
their  wits  end. 

Then  they  cry  unto  the  Lord  in  their  trouble,  and  He  bringeth 
them  out  of  their  distresses. 

HI-  makcth  the  storm  a  calm,  so  that  the  waves  thereof  are  still. 

Th'-n  are  they  glad  because  they  be  quiet;  so  he  bringeth  them 
into  their  desired  haven. 
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0  that  men  would  praise  the  Lord  for  His  goodness,  and  for  Ilig 
wonderful  works  to  the  children  of  men  ! 

Let  them  exalt  Him  also  in  the  congregation  of  the  people,  and 
praise  Him  in  the  assembly  of  the  elders. 

11.   Amen. 

Then  the  Minister,  addressing  the  Congregation,  shall  say : 

DEARLY  BELOVED  :  Here,  in  the  presence  of  the  Lord,  yon 
behold  Christian  brethren,  whom  God  in  His  providence, 
and  through  ITis  great  mercy,  has  preserved  amid  the 
perils  of  the  great  deep,  and  brought  safely  hither  from  a 
foreign  land.  Though  strangers  in  the  flesh,  they  are 
brethren  in  the  spirit,  fellow-citizens  with  the  Saints,  and 
of  the  household  of  God;  having  obtained  like  precious 
faith  with  us  through  the  righteousness  of  God  and  our 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ. 

Hear  therefore  what  the  Lord  commands  you  concern 
ing  strangers : 

If  a  stranger  sojourn  with  you,  or  whosoever  be  amon<j;  you  in 
your  generations  •  as  ye  do,  so  he  shall  do. 

One  ordinance  shall  be  both  for  you  of  the  congregation,  and  also 
for  the  .stranger  that  sojourneth  with  you,  an  ordinance  forever  in 
your  congregations  :  as  ye  are,  so  shall  the  stranger  be  before  the 
Lord. 

One  law  and  one  manner  shall  be  for  you,  and  for  the  stranger 
that  sojourneth  with  you. 

And  if  a  stranger  sojourn  with  thee  in  your  land,  ye  shall  not 
vex  him. 

But  the  stranger  that  dwelleth  with  you  shall  be  unto  you  as  one 
born  among  you,  and  thou  shalt  love  him  as  thyself:  I  am  the  Lord 
your  God. 

As  in  the  glorified  Church  in  heaven,  there  are  found 
before  the  throne  praising  God  of  all  nations,  and  kin 
dreds,  and  people,  and  tongues ;  so  also  in  the  Church  on 
earth,  there  is  no  difference  between  one  nation  and  an 
other,  but  Christ  is  all,  and  in  all.  For  as  the  body  is 
one,  and  hath  many  members,  and  all  the  members  of 
that  one  body,  being  many,  are  one  body,  so  also  is  Christ. 
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For  by  one  spirit  arc  we  all  baptized  into  one  body, 
whether  we  be  Jews  or  Gentiles  ;  and  have  all  been  made 
to  drink  into  one  spirit.  As  St.  Paul  commended  Phebo 
to  the  church  at  Koine,  so  we  commend  these  brethren 
to  you ;  and  entreat,  that  ye  receive  them  in  the  Lord,  as 
bceometh  saints,  and  that  ye  assist  them  in  whatsoever 
business  they  have  need  of  you  :  be  not  forgetful  to  en 
tertain  strangers:  for  thereby  some  have  entertained 
angels  unawares. 

Then  the  Minister,  addressing  the  Brethren  at  the  altar,  shall  say: 

DEARLY  BELOVED  :  Though  you  are  no  more  in  your  earth 
ly  fatherland,  you  are  still  in  the  land  of  your  Heavenly 
Father.  All  lands  and  all  nations  are  His;  and  lie  is  as 
nigh  to  you  here,  as  He  was  in  the  land  whence  ye  came. 
He  will  still  be  faithful  to  you  :  be  ye  also  faithful  to  Him. 
Give  unto  the  Lord  thanksgiving,  and  pay  your  vows 
unto  the  Most  High.

Bless  them  in  basket  and  in  store;  but 
above  all,  bestow  upon  them  freely  and  constantly,  the 
richer  blessings  of  Thy  grace,  that  they  may  live  in  Thy 
fear  and  favor,  and  at  last  reach  in  safety  the  better 
country,  even  the  eternal  fatherland  of  the  saints  in 
heaven,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,  who  liveth  and 
reigncth  with  Thee  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  ever  one  God, 
world  without  end.  Amen. 

Then  the  Minister  shall  bless  them,  saying:

BURIAL  OF  THE  DEAD. 


Burial  of  gltmbcrs  flf  the  (Lburclr. 

If  tlicre  be  any  service  at  the  house,  the  manner  of  conducting  it  is  left  to 

the  discretion  of  the  Minister. 
If  the  corpse  be  taken  into  the  church,  and  funeral  services,   other  than 

those  at  the  grave,  are  held  before  the  buriul  of  the  body,  the   Minister, 

going  before  the  corpse,  on  entering  the  church,  and  passing  slowly  along 

the  aisle,  shall  solemnly  say,  or  the  choir  shall  sing  : 

[If  there  be  no  service  in  the  Church,  the  Minister  may  say  the  same  sen 
tences  on  entering  the  graveyard.] 

I  AM  the  resurrection  and  the  life,  saith  the  Lord  ;  lie  that  be- 
lieveth  in  me,  though  he  were  dead,  yet  shall  he  live:  and  whoso 
ever  liveth  and  believeth  in  me,  shall  never  die. 

None  of  us  livcth  to  himself,  and  no  man  dietli  to  himself;  fur 
whether  we  live,  we  live  unto  the  Lord,  and  whether  we  die,  we 
die  unto  the  Lord  :  whether  we  live  therefore  or  die,  we  are  the 
Lord's  :  for  to  this  end  Christ  both  died  and  rose,  and  revived,  that 
he  might  be  Lord  both  of  the  dead  and  living. 

And  now  is  Christ  risen  from  the  dead,  and  become  the  first  fruits 
of  them  that  slept. 

()  death,  where  is  thy  sting?  O  grave,  where  is  thy  victory? 
Thanks  be  to  God,  which  givcth  us  the  victory  through  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ !  Ann  n. 

The  service  in  the  Church  shall  begin  by  reading,  or  chanting,  the  00th 

Psalm. 
Instead  of  this,  or  in  connection  with  it,  the  Minister  may  read  1  Cor,  xv., 

from  the  20th  verse  to  the  end  of  the  chapter. 

Then  the  Minister  shall  pray:

Thou  art  the  glorious  and  ever-living  Head;  grant  us 
grace  so  to  follow  Thy  blessed  saints,  who  have  gone  be 
fore  us,  in  the  faith  and  fellowship  of  Thy  holy  Church, 
that  we  may  come  to  those  unspeakable  joys,  which  Thou 
hast  prepared  for  all  that  love  Thee,  from  the  foundation 
of  the  world.
